HE celebration of the 7th of December 1788 
of the Centenary Commf rnofation of the (hutting 
of the gates of Dqrry ^gainft the army of King 
James, fuggefted to th^ ipind of the E^lUor, the 
idea of coUeftmg fiyery publication or manufcript 
relating not only tq thaf rpemqrable tranfaftion, 
but alfo every o^her paper tliat ^oiild tend to 
elucidate the ftate qfDegy both before and after 
its fettkiiient by the London S|"ciety— For this 
purpofe^ it yf2c& meant to preface the Collection 
with " An EfTay towards an Hiftory of the City 
f* and County of London-perry,*^ 

Some time previous fo this, the Editor had[ 
printed a new Edi^io^ oi the ^ev. Ge9. Walker's 
Diary of the Siege of Derry— and, having learned 
that a Narrative had been publifhed' by the Rev. 
John Mdckmzie immediately after the ;Siege, pro- 
tbffrdly with a view, as e^prefled in the work, 
*^ of redifying the miftakes in Mr. Walker's ac* 
J^ count," after a long and diligent fearcb, it was 
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at length obtained; and its republication in.tKs 
Collcdion has prefer ved an important and cir- 
mimftantial detail of that juftly celebrated event. 

To thefe'two moft material accounts of the 
Siege,, the Editor has added every other paper re- 
lating to the fubjeft that came within his know- 
ledge—and, as the battles pf the Boyne and 
Aghriin effentially contributed to the entire fub- 
jugation of Ireland to the dorninion of King 
William, he has given extrads from thofe Hiftori* 
»ns who are the moft eminent for their elegant and 
animated defcriptions — Thefe encreafe the variety, 
and add much to the value of this CoUe^ion, 

With regard to the idea of publifliing an hifto* 
lical flcetch pf the City and County of London* 
Derry, the materials were found to be fo few, that 
vo ufeful or fatisfaAory infojn^ation could be obT 

tained from them It is only known, that 

Derry was an iflaqd, completely infulated by wa« 
ter, and covered with o^Aj, from which it derives 
its name— that a fociety of Monks ha.d anAbbey, 
©r Monaftery, on the fcite where the Magazine 
flow ftands— that the leaders of the rude and il- 
lltei ate natives of the furroiind'ng country, were 
either agitated by inteftine divifions and. petty 
wars, or employed either in fecret machinations 
or in open dppofition to the Englifli, until all Ire- 
land was at length brought into fubjc6\ion by 
that more powerful naiion,

rf his^ in fubftancc, is all that can be learned with 
certainty refpedling this part of . the country till 
its fettlement by the London Society in 1612. 
After that period^ it appears that Derry fuftaiaed 
tiiree different fieges^ — The firft, in the year 1641, 
when it was held by the Englifh and Scots, in the 
Iting's name, againff the Rebels — The fecond, 
in 1649, when it was held for the Parliament by- 
Sir Cixarlea Copte and the famous General Monk^ 
who obliged the Lord of Ardes to raife the fiege • 
—The third, and the moft important in all its 
drcumftances and confequences, in- 1689, of 
which this volume profeffes to give full and au- 
Aentic accounts. 

Loofe and. unconnedled as the materials of this 
volume may be, they will ferve as the founda- 
tion of a more noble and a more ufeful work 
Future Writers will not only be able to illuftrate, 
"^th precifion, the glorious atchievemetits of tha 
gal|at!t defenders of the walls of Derry, but they 
will defcribe the advantages which Nature has be- 
flowed upon this Country, its foil and its fitua.

.To the length of time neceffarily employed in 
colledting and printing tb^ various papers cpntained 
in rhi^ volume, a circumftance occurred which con- 
fiderably impeded the progrefs of the work. 
In a^ cpnverfation that^took pWe Between a Gen- 
tleman and the Editox, on the fubjedt of the wars 
of Ireland, the former gave it as his opinion, " that 
•* all papers of the kind, inftead of being made 
*' public, fliould be buried in oblivion.'* . 

After a confiderable paufe, maturer rededlion in- 
duced the Editor to proceed in his undertaking. — . 
It fcemed to him to be an erroneous idea, to "up- 
^refs, to curtail, or to exaggerate the accounts of 
tranfaftions in which the happincfs, or mifcry, of - 
nations is involved. It is the candid and unre- 
ferved difplay of the adlions, and particularly the 
motives^ of great Men*, that conftitutes the 
ufe and the merit of Hiftory, and gives the moll 
awful and beneficial lefforis to fucceeding genera- 
tions. Their motives, it is true, can feldom be

If all hiftorical evidence were fuppreffed. what 
a wide fiisfd would there be kft foi' the deftrudttvp 
machinations. of. d.efigning Priefts, and cunning 
Statcfmen ? — *♦ Ignorance is the enemy of Virtue 
♦* and Liberty, and the riiirfe of Slavery and Def^ 
•* potifm/*— Who would prefer the darkandbarren 
age^of the iQtli, iith, and lath centuries, to 
the enlightened and enlightening periods of the 
i6th, 17th, and ii8.th centuries ?— From the reign 
of Henry the Eighth, down to the prefent day, 
what a vaft fund of inftrudlioij and entertainment 
does the hiftory of Europe prefent to the aftoniflied 
mind !— In that reign, the opinions ind principles 
firft begrfn to take their rife, which afterwards 
grew and expanded to fuch an immenfe extent^ 
and-, which have fmce produced fuch iamazing 
Reformations and Revolutionf: iri the world*. 

The Judy of ..History, therefore, next afrer 
the knowledge and pra8ice of Reliqion, is the 
mod effential in w^^ch rational, intelligent Man 
can. be employed — Hiftory is the true, undifgt)ifed

NEXT to the pleafure of doing well, there is 
no greater fatisfadtion than where the per- 
formance meets with a favourable reception from 
thofe for whofe fake it is defigned. I thank God, 
I have this double comfort in the teftimony of a 
good confciencc, and your Majeftics' gracious ac- 
ceptance of the poor fervices God enabled me to 
do for your Majefties* intereft, and the fafcty of 
thofe Proteftants whom the fury of the Papifts 
drove into London-Derry. 

A a Nor 
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Nor am I more pleafed with your Majeftics' 
Royal bounty to me, much above not only my 
merit, but cxpedtation, than with your Majcfties' 
tcndernefs for my poor fellow-fuflfcrers and part- 
ners in that aflion, whom, I doubt not, but youi 
Majctties will find as brave in the field, and in tak- 
ing other towns, as in defending that, which nei- 
ther the number nor i:;age of their enemies without^ 
nor thofc more cruel ones within, of famine and 
ficknefs, could ever make them think of furrender- 
ing. The part I adted in this fervice might more 
properly have been done by other hands ; but that 
neceffity which threw it upon me, will, I hope, juf- 
tify me before God and the world, from the irre- 
gularity of interefting myfelf in fuch an affair, foi 
which I was neither by education or function qua- 
lified i efpecially fince the neceffity which called 
me to it was no fooner over, than I refigned, more 
chearfully than ever I undertook, the employment, 
that I might apply myfelf to the plough to which I 
had put my hand. 

I AM not at all angry with the reflections thai 
fomc make, as they think, to. my difparagement \ 
bccaufe all they fay of this kind gives God the 
greater honor, m whofe Almighty hand no inftru- 
ment is weak, in whofe prefence no flefti mufl 
glory. But as the whole conduft of this matter 
muft be afcribed to Providence alone, as it ought, 
this ftiould then give them occafion to confider that 
God has efpoufed your Majefties' caufe, and fights 

your 
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yourbattlei, and For the Pfoteftdnt Religion; and, 
by making ufe of a poor Minifter, the unworthieft 
of the whole communion of which he is a member, 
would intimate to the world, by what hand he will 
defend and maintain your Majefties' intereft, and 
the Religion you have delivered from thofc who 
were ready to fwallow both up. , 

That wliich I here prcfume to lay at your Ma- 
jellies' feet, is indised very unfit for your Royal 
▼lew i but that, fince importunity would have it 
public, I thought it facrilcge to entitle any other to 
the copy, than thofe to^^shopi the original was de- 
voted. The pidkurc cannot be commended for the 
workmanfliip, but it may poflibly be the more ac- 
ceptable for that, becaufe more refembling the life 
from which it is. drawn. . There . is little fkill or ar-t 
in either, but there are ocnameftts much rrtore'Valu-.

DESCRIPTION OF LONDON-DERRY. 

THE. form of th^town conKKs fomewhat near an obloni^ 
iquare, and its iituatioiii length-wa^s is N. W. and S« 
£; or, on a diagonal drawn from the Church, through the 
Market>-Houfe, to the Magazine, is near upon a N. and S. 
line. . ^ 

The length of the town, through the middle, from Ship- 
quay-gate to Biihop's-gate, is about 300 * paces, or 1500 feet. 
The Wall on the W. fide. of the town 320 paces ; the Wall on 
the E. fide about 3«o.— The breadtK at the N. W. end, 140 ; 
at the S. £. end, izo; from Butcher's-gate to Ferryquay-gate,. 
where the town is broadeft, 180 paces. 

The Wall is generally 7 or 8 feet thick ; but the outfide wall 
of fijone or battlements,, above the Terra-plane, n not more 
than 2 feet in thicknefs: 

The four comers have each of them a baftion ;. on the loi^ 
fide, to the weitward, are two other bafiions ; and on the fide 
ta the eaftward one bafiion; one demi-baflion, and two other 
works which ara commonly called Platforms. 

There ace four gates: Biffaop Vg^te at^ the S. £• end ; Ship- 
quay-gate, at the end oppofite to it ; Butcher's-gate, at the N. 
E* fide*, and Ferryquay-gate over againft it. 

In the middle of the town is a fquare, called the JKamond 
where the Market-Houfe Hands (during the fi^ tur^ied Into 
a Guard-Houfe), 

Near the S. W. end of the town, ftands the Church; on the 
top whereof, being a flat roof, were placed two of our guns, 
which were of great ufc in annoying the enemy. In the S. E. 
angle of the town, was the principal Magazine, y^ithln the 
town, were feveral wells. Before Bifiiop's-gate was a ravelin 
built by Col. Lundy ; and the ground om forwards to th« 
Windmill-hill, was taken in by the befieged, to the difiance 
of ^60. paces from the town, and about the lame diflanceacrofs 
from the river; and for fear this ground ihould be taken by 
the enemy, another line was indufirioufly drawn from theS. 
W. quarter of the town to the river, to fecure their retreat. 

The numbef of guns placed pn the bafiions and line was 
8 lackers, and 12 demi-culverins. 

The whole town ftands jupon an cafy afcent, which expofed 
moft of the houfes to the enemy's guns.

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SIEGE OF LONDON-DERRY. 



BEING prevailed on to give an account of the 
fiege of London-Derry, it is convenient, by way 
of preliminary, to take notice how that town came to 
be out of the hands of the Irifli, when all places of 
the kingdom of any ftrength or confidcration were pof- 
fefled by them. 

It pleafed God fo to infatuate the councils of my Lord 
Tyrconnel, that when the 3000 men were fent to Eng- 
land to aflift his matter againft the invaflon of the Prince 
of Orange, he took particular care to fend away the 
yhole regiment quartered in and about this city. He 
foon faw his error, and endeavoured to repair it, by 
commanding my Lord Antrim to quarter there with his 
regiment, corififting of a numerous fwarmof Irifli and 
Highlanders. Upon the 6th of December, they were on 
their march in and about New-Town (a market town be- 
longing to Colonel George Philips, 12 niiles diftant from 
Derry). Colonel Philips having notice of this, and join- 
ing with it the apprehenfions they were under, of a ge- 
neral infurreSion the Irilh intended on the 9th of Decem- 
ber, and confidering that Detry, as well as other places, 

is 
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IS to be prcfently poflcfled by the Irifli, and having fcTeral 
informations brought him, and fomc taken before him, 
that gave credit to the fear and jealoufies they wex:c under, 
and encreafed his fufpicion of fome damnable defign againft 
' the Britiih of thofe parts ; he immediately difpatches a 
letter to Alderman Norman, giving an account of thefc 
matters, and his opinion of them, and importuning him to 
confult with the fober people of the town, and to ftt out 
the danger of admitting fuch guefts among them. The 
next day he fent an exprefs, advifing him to caufe the 
gates of the city to be fhut, and aflured them he would hfe 
with them with his friends the day following, and would 
fland by them and ferve them to the hazard of hii life 
and fortune. Alderman Norman and the reft of the graver 
Citizens were under great diforder and confternatian,. and 
knew not what to refolve upon. One of the companies 
was already in view of the town, and two of the officer* 
within it; but the younger fort, who are feldom fo dila- 
tory in their refolutions, got together, run in hafte to the 
main guard, fnatchcd up the keys, and immediately fhut 
up all the four gates, and the magazine. On the 9th day. 
Colonel Philips comes into Derry ; he had been Governor 
of that town, as alfo the fort of Culmore, in King Char- 
les's time, and therefore the inhabitants defire him to re* 
fume the government, and immediately delivered him the 
keys of the gates and the magazine. Pe being well ac- 
quainted with prpceedings in England, with the advice of 
the graveft fort, difpatches Mr. David Kerns as their agent 
thither, to reprefent their condition and refolutions, and to 
procure fome fpeedy relief. 

News being. carried tp Dublin of this revolt, as they 
called it, the Lord Montjoy, with his Lieut. Col. Lundy, 
and 6 companies, are fent down to reduce the place. The 
Governor had already formed & companies of good effec- 
tual men in the city, and armed them out of the ftores, 

and 
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mnA with fome managementy quieted all fadions and tu« 
multf, and reduced all things to good order, fo that all 
vrere unanimoufly refolved to (land it out till they received 
a return to their addrefs fent into England. My Lord 
Montjoy appears before the town ; his iqtereft among us, 
and the confideration of our own circumftances, that there 
was no appearance of any fudden relief from England, no 
proviiions in the town, and (which was word of all) but 
two barrels of powder in the magazine, which my Lord 
Montjoy mud needs underftand, being mafter of the ordi- 
nance, it was thought moft advifeable to liften to a trea- 
ty ; fo that the Governor, with the confent of the City 
Council, agr^eed upon certain capitulations: That only two 
companies fliould enter the town, and they to be all Pro- 
teftants, and that the town companies fliould be allowed 
to keep their arms, and to do duty with the others, and 
that no ftr anger is to be admitted into the city, without 
Jicenfe from the Governor and Sheriffs. Having obtained 
conditions of fo c^fy a nature, and ©f fo probable advan- 
tage to the town, they received my Lord Montjoy, who 
made Lieut. Col. Lundy Governor of the town. 

The gentlemen of the other parts of the North of Ire- 
land, being well acquainted with the proceedings at Dub- 
lin, that particularly, commiflions were given out to raifc 
many thoufands of Irifli, all over the kingdom, and all 
to be maintained at the expence of their officers (who were 
not able to fupport themfelvcs) for ' the, fpace of three 
months; they were, with good reafon, apprehenfive, that 
this was net intended for their fatisfaQion or advantage ; 
and therefore they generally refolved to put themfclves in 
the bed pofture they could to defend themfelvcs againft 
any inconveniences fuch methods might bring upon them. 
They- had fevcral confuliations with their neighbours, and 
fome great men were not wanting in their advice and en- 
couragement. * One left fome inAruSions with Mr. 

Geo. 
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<jt:orge Walker, RcSor of Donaghmorc, in the 
county of Tyrone, recommending the neceflity of fecur- 
ing Dirngannon by a garrifon of their own, and of vic- 
tualling that town; in order to which, Mr. Walker faw 
it not only excufable, but neceflary to concern himfelf^ 
and raife men, out of which he formed a regiment, and 
to apply what intereft he could to make towards the pre- 
fervation of that town. Gordon O'Ncil, obferving thofe 
preparations, fends his Prieflt to enquire into the meaning 
of them, which was readily interpreted to him : ** So 
many Irish were armed jn the country, they thought fit 
to put themfclves in a pofture of defence againft the danger 
they faw themfelves expofed to.** The men complained 
of want of powder, but by the contrivance of their of- 
t* ficer, a bag of muftard-feed was laid upon the carriages, 
which by its refemblance, eafily olptained the credit of a 
bag of powder, and immediately gave motion to the fol- 
diers. 

In order to fettle a correfpondence with Derry, Mr. 
Walker rides to that town, and confults Col.Lundy. The 
opinion they had of his experience in war, and zeal for the 
caufe they Were to maintain, gave all people great expec- 
tation from his conduQ:; he approves and encourages the 
defign, fends two files of his difciplined men to Dungan- 
non, and afterwards two troops of dragoons. 

March 14. — Orders are fent to p)l. Stewart (who 
was very confiderable among us) by Col. Lundy, that the 
garrifon at Dungannon (hould break up. Some confider- 
ing the advantageous fituation of the place, and the great 
quantity of provifions already laid in, and the confequence 
of leaving both, to give ftrength to their enemies, (hewed 
fome unwillingnefs to comply with commands fo different 
from the meafures they had hitherto purfued j but at laft, 
agreed to march to Colerain or Dcrry according to Col. 
Lundy's orders. M^rck 
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. Mdrch 1 7. -p- We marched as far as Strabtne, and there 
met our ordler from Col. Lundy to return to Omagh, and 
the Ra(h five companies of the above regiment are quar* 
tered at Ralh, under command of Mr. Walker; and fire 
at Omagh, commanded by Lieut. Col. Mervin. A fort- 
night after, we received a potent to march to St. John** 
town^ 5 miles froni. Derry* 

March 20. — Capt. James Hamilton arrived from Eng- 
kndy with ammunition and arms, - 4S0 barrels of powder^ 
and arms for 2000- men, and a commiilion from the King 
and Queen for Col. Lundy to be Governor of the City, 
together with inftrudions to fwear all Officers, military 
and civil, and aflui'ance of fpeedy fupplies from England. 
The King and Queen are publicly proclaimed with great 
joy and folemnity. 'About this time the Irilh made a de- 
fcent into Ulfter, and drove great numbers of . poor Pro- 
teflanta before them, who took flielt^r in Colerain and 
Derpy. 

March 23. — CiOL. Philips is fcnt to England with an 
addrefs to the King, and to folicita fpeedy fupply. 

Col. Lundy goes ta Coleraln to give his advice and 
afliftance to that place. The reft of this month, and the 
beginning of .the next, is fpent' in preparations againft the 
enemy; they had. pofleffed themfeWcs of Colerain, and 
drove all before them tiH they came to Claudy-bridge, of 
which you have here a ftort account. 

April 13.— Mr. Wal^ker receiving intelligence, that the 
enemy was drawing* towards Derry, he rides in all haftc 
thither, and gives Col. Lundy an account of it, but the 
Colonel believed it only a falfe alarm. Mr. Walker returns 
from him to Liflbrd, wMrre be joined Col. R Crofton. 
The enemy came to Claudy-ford; all night long the ene- 
my and we fired at one another ; and in the morning Mr. 
Walker took his poft at the long Caufeway as commanded 
by Col. Lundy, leaving Col. Crofton to maintain the poft 
againft the enemy, which he p rformcd with good refo- 
lution. The 
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The feldiers having fpcnt all their ammunition, are 
forced to give way. Major Stroud rallies the horfe in or- 
der to bring off the foot. The regiment at the long 
Ctufeway (laid too long expeSing orders, but got off un- 
Ar the (helter of fome horfe, and followed the army, 
which was i«,ooo ftrong, and making good their retreat 
to Derry, Col. Lundy and feveral of quality being then 
at the head of them. Mr. Walker found the gates fhut 
againil him and his regiment ; they ftay all night without 
the gates ; next day with much difficulty, and fome vio- 
lence upon the fentry, they got in. Mr. Walker waited 
ttpon Col. Lundy, and preffed the taking the field ; but h« 
being not fatisfied with the behaviour of his army the day 
before, gave advice of a different nature, which did not 
agree with Mr. Walker's fentiments, who thought hiniifelf 
obliged to (land by his men that he had brought from ihcir 
own homes, and iiot to expofe thpm again to the enemy. 

Jfiril 15. — Col. Cuningham and Col. Ri<;hards qome 
into the Lough from England, with two regiments and 
other neceffaries for the fupply of Derry. ' 

There were feveral remarkable paflages which might b? 
here inferted, relating to thofe that came from Dromorc 
and Colerain ; but as I would not rej^oach any, fo I can- 
not do right to all, and whatever misfortune the difficulty 
of thofe places brought upon them, the behaviour of fuch 
of them as ftaid in the garrifon of Derry, fets them above 
apologies for any mifcarriage ; for certainly there*could not 
be better men in the world ; and many of thofe that left 
us, have been expofed to cenfure; but 1 hope the world 
will be fo juft, not to give charafters from things done in 
fuch confufion. 

ylpnl i^. — Upok the news of King James's army be- 
ing on their marph towards Derry, Col. Lundy, our Go- 
vernor, thought fit to call a council ; and that Col. Cu- 
ningham, and Col. Richards, who w€i:c feat from Eng- 
land 
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land to our affiftance, (hould be mfcmbers of it ; accordingly 
they met, and with other gentlemen equally unacquainted 
with the condition of the town, or the inclination and . 
refolution of the people, they make this following order ; 

« UPON enquiry it appears. That there is not provi- 
fion in the garrifon of Derry, for the prefent garrifon, 
and the two regiments on board, for above a week, or ten 
days at moftj and it appearing, that the place is not tena- 
ble againft a well-appointed army : — Therefore it is con- 
cluded upon, and refolved. That it is not convenient for 
his Majefty's fervice, but the contrary, to land the two 
regiments under Col. Cuningham and C6l. Richards, their 
conunand now on board in the river of Lough-fpyle. — 
That confidering the prefent circumftances of affairs, and 
the likelihood the enemy will foon poflefs thcmfelves of this 
place, it is thought moft convenient, that the principal of- 
ficers (hall privately withdraw themfelves, as >vell for their 
own prefervation, as in hopes that the inhabitants, by a 
timely capitulation, may make terms the better with the 
enemy ; and that this we judge moft convenient for his 
Majefty*s fervice, as the prefent ftate of affairs now is.'* 

After this refolution, an inftrumcnt was prepared to be 
fubfcribed by the Gentlemen of the Council, and to be 
fent to King James, who was advanced in perfon with 
his army as far as St. Johnftown ; it was recommended 
with this encouragement : — " Tkere was no doubt but 
*• upon the furrender of the town, King James would 
" grant a general pardon, and order reftitutionof all that 
*' had been plundered from them.'* Some gentlemen were 
influenced by thefe confi derations to fubfcribe, others did 
not only refufe, but began to conceive fome jealoufif s of 
their Governor ; and fome (though they did but gucfs at 
their proceedings) exprefled themfelves after a rude manner 

threatening to hang both the Governor and his Counc 

O 
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Capt. White is fent out to the King^ to receive propofals 
from him; and it was at the fame time agreed with L^ietit* 
Gen. Hamilton, that he fliould not march the army wif hin 
four miles of the town. 

Not withftanding which, King James having fome con- 
fidence given him, that the town, upon his Majefty's ap- 
proach, would undoubtedly furrender to him ; and that tlic 
very fight of fo formidable an army would fright them into 
a compliance ; upon the 1 8th of 'April advances with hi» 
army, before our walls, with flying colours ; his Majefty 
thinking it difcretibn, to ufethe (helter of .a party bf horfc 
on the fouth-end of Derry hill, themore (afely to obfervc 
what falutation his forces had from the garrifon. 

Orders were given, that none (hoiild dare to fire till the 
King's demands were firft known, by another meflengcr to 
be fent to his Majefty for that purpofe ; but our ttien on 
the walls, wondering to fee Lieut. Gen. Hamilton (con- 
trary to his engagement, not to come within four miles of 
the town) approaching our walls in fuch order, they ima- 
gined they were by fome means or other betrayed, thought 
it reafonable to confider their own fafety, and to keep the 
enemy at diftance, by firing their guns* upon them, which 
they accordingly ^id. ) 

The enemy tliat were ftrailgers to this fort of exercife, 
upon this, could not be kept in any order by their officers, 
but feme took to their heels, others with lefs labour could 
hide themfelves, and a great many were killed. King 
James did (hew himfelf in fome diforder, and much fur- 
prifed to find the behaviour of his army, as well as of the 
befieged, fo different from the charaQef he had received 
of both. Some were apprehenfive of the King's difplea- 
fure upon fuCh a difappointment, and fent Arch-Deacon 
Hamilton, and Mr. Nevil, to beg his Majefty's pardon 
for having drawn his Majefty into fo dangerous and unfuc- 
cefsfml an undertaking, and to fignify to him the difficulty 

of 
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of commanding or pcrfuading fo tumultuous and untraaa- 
ble a rabble, to any m9dcration or compliance; but if his 
MajeOy drew off his army, till thofe gentlemen returned, 
and brought aflurance of his Majefty^s prefence with it 
(of which fome queftion was yet made) they doubted not 
but they could bring them to a better underftanding. 

TThis evening King James retired with his army to St. 
Johnftown. In the mean time Mr. Muckridge, the Town 
Clerk, fees it abfolutely neceffary to give fome intimation 
of the proceedings at the Council of War, which (though 
every man's concern) care was taken not to make too pub- 
lic, viz. That Col. Cuningham, his (hips, men, and pro- 
vifion (hall return to England, and all gentlemen and o- 
thers in arms ihould quit the garrifon, and go along with 
him. This difcovery occafioned great urteafmefs and dif- 
order in the town, which had like to have had very ill ef- 
fe&s upon the Governor and fome of his Council ; it did 
alfo add much to the rage and violence of the garrifon, 
when they heard fome wrong had been done my Lord 
Kingfton and his party, by the indireft meafures of fome 
within our walls ; their concern for him being as great as 
their expeftations from him. 

The Governor and his Council finding themfelves of lit- 
tle intcrcft in the town, and that they could not be fur- 
ther ferviceabic, &e. thought fit to retire, and not to prefs 
the matter further. Some- of the gentlemen left us in all 
this confufion, and made their efcape to the fliips at Cul- 
more, though not without fome hazard ; for the foldier* 
were under great difcontent, to find themfelva deferted 
by thefe that engaged them in the difficulties they were 
then under, and were not eafily kept from expreffing it 
with violence upon fome perfons ; . but it was the care of 
others to keep them in temper, and from thofe outrages, 
as well as to fupport them againft fuch difcouragements. 

Sir 
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Sir Arthur Royden protefted againft the proceedings of 
the Council, and would not have left the town, but that 
he was dangeroufly fick, and v^^s forced from ui by the 
advice of his phyfician, and his friends. 

Governor Lundy could not fo eafily make his efcapc, 
being conceived more obnoxious than any of the reft, but 
found it convenient to keep his chamber ; a Council being 
appointed, Mr. Walker and Major* Baker meeting him 
there, defired him to continue his Government, and that 
he might be aflured of all the afliftanpe they could give 
him ; but he pofitively refufed to concern himfelf any fur- 
ther. The commiffion he bore, as well as their refpeft 
ftx his perfon, made it a cjuty ia them to contribute all 
they could to his fafety ; and therefore, finding him defi- 
rous to efcape the danger of fuch a tumult, they fuffered 
him to difguife himfelf, and in a fally, for the relief of. 
Culmore, tp pafs in a boat with a load of match on his 
back, from whence he got to the (hipping. 

April I g.-^The garrifon feeing they were deferted, and 
left without a Governor, and having refolved to maintain 
the town, and to defend it againft the enemy, they confi- 
dered of fome perfon they could have confidence in, to di- 
reO: them in the management of this afT^lr and unanimoufly 
refolved to chufe Mr. Walker and Mr feaker, to be their 
Governors during the fiege ; but thefe gentlemen confider- 
ing the importance, as well as the uncertainty of fuch an 
office, acquainted by letter Col. Cuningham (whofe bufi- 
nefs they thought it was to take care of them) with this 
matter, and defired him to undertake the charge ; but he 
being obliged, by his inftrudions, to obey the orders of 
Col. Lundy, thought fit to take other meafures. 'I'hey 
then accepted the garrifon. Thefe Gentlemen chofe eight 
Colonels^ and regimented the men in this order : 

Col. 
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Colonel Walker, 15 companies. 

Colonel Baker, 25 companies. 

Colonel Crofton, la companies. 

Colonel Mitchclburn, 17 companies,, formerly Colond 
Skivington's regiment. 

Colond Lance, 13 companies. 

Col. Muntro, 15 companies, formerly Col. Whitney's. 

Colonel Hamilton, 14 companies. 

Colonel Murray, 8 companies.' 

In all 117 companies, each cpippany confiding of 60 men. 

Total 7020 men^ 341 officers. 

This was our compliment,' .i|ftey haying formed ourfelves 
as above-njentioned;. but the number of men, women, 
and children in the town, was .about 30,000. . Upon a de- 
daration of the enemy, to receive and proteft. aH- that 
would defcrt us, and return tQ l-heir .((wellings, 10,000 left 
us; after, that inaoy more gi:^w , weary of u5,: and 7000 
died of difeafes. 

The fame day our Qoyernpr^j view the ftojes, and giye 
other neceflary orders and .diteQions : In the mean time 
they obferve the amotion of the epenay, and that their guns 
were fo placed,, that they could not draw out to their ufual 
place of exerciiingy therefore, tl^ey divide the out-line into 
eight parts ; each regiment had its. own' ground, and each 
company knew their own baftion.. .. The drummers were 
all enjoined to qua: ter in one,.ho.ufe,„fo that on the leaft 
notice they repaired tO/the refpefitive. poft of the company 
they belonged to ; and upon all alarms, without any pa- 
rading, all officers and private men came into their, own 
ground, and places, without difprder or confufion. 

There, were i^ Clergymen in the town of the commu- 
nion of the Church, who, in their turns, when they were 
notinaftion, had prayers and fermon every day; they 
non-conforming Minifters were equally careful of their peo- 
ple, and kept them very obedient and quiet, much diffef-

cnt from the behaviour of their brother, Mr. Ofcorn, 
who was a fpy upon the whole North, employed by my 
Lord Tyrconnel ; and Mr. Hewfon, who was very trou- 
blefonie, and would admit none to fight for the Proteftant 
religion till they had firft taken the Covenant. , . 

After enjoining all parties to forget their diftindions, 
and to join as one man, in defence of the ihterefl of King 
William and Queen Mary, and the Proteftant religion, 
againft the enemies of both'; we betake ourfelves, in the 
firft place, by order, to our feveral devotions, and re- 
commend ourfelves, and the caiife we undertook, to the 
protedJdrt'irtd care of the Ahiiighty; for vhfe might then 
truly fay, with the (ihiirch lirt the Liturgy, ** There is 
notie\9thcr that figh'teth fbr tis,' but only thou, Ci God." 
It did beget Tomfe diforder amorigft lis, and^confufion, when 
we looked about us, and Ta^ what we wcfc doing; ouf 
enemies all aboiit us, * jfnd oiir friends funning away from 
us ; a garrifon we had compofed of a number of poW 
people, frightened ftorh' thferf d\(m hbrti^s,' and feiem'ed 
more fit to' hide thenifelvfes, 'iih^ to face ah ehenty % wherr 
we cbnfiderfed wfc had'rtb perTorts of any Experience in war 
attittrrg • ti$;' iatid ' thdfe ; Very p^ftfhs that W6re ' fcnt .to affift 
us, hadTo fittle dotifldencritr thfe phice, that they no fobner' 
faw it; but they thought^ fit" to teave it; that we had but' 
few horfe to fall^ out wrth^' and no forage;' 'no engineers 
to iriftruiS lis in biir works, no fire-works, h6i fo much as 
a hatid-gten^do tb annoy, thd enemy; nbt k gun well 
mbuntfed in the whdle town; ' tHat ^ve had' foiViarty mouths 
to feed, and not above ten d^ys prbyifiori fbt them; in the 
opinion of our fbrnier Governors; that leVery day ftveral 
left us, and gave conftant intelligence to the enerfiy ; that 
they had fo many opportunities tb divide "iis^ and To often 
endeavoured it, and to betray the Governors ; that they 
were fo .numerous, fo pbwerful, and well-appointed an 
army, that, in iall human probability, we could not think . 
ourfelves in lefs danger, than the Ifraelites at the Red Sea. 

When 
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When we confidered all this, it was obvious enough what 
a dangerous undertaking we had ventured upon ; but the 
refolution and courage of our people, and the neceflity we 
were under, and the great confidence and dependence a- 
mongus on God Almighty, that he would take care of us 
and preferve us, made us overlook all thofe diflScultles. 
And God was pleafed to make us the happy inftruments of 
preferving this place, and to him we give the glory, and no 
one need go about to undervalue or leffen thofe he was 
pleafed to chufe for fo great a work ; "We do allow our- 
felves to be as uiHit for it as they can make us, and that 
God has only glorified himfelf in working fo great a won^- - 
der with his own right hand, and his holy arm getting 
himfelf the viSory. 

April 2o.-^A part of the enemy marched towards Penny- 
born-hill, a place about a mile diftant from the town N. 
by W. on the fide of the river ; there they pitched their 
tents, and by that means hindered all paflage to, and cor- 
refpondence with Culmore. 

We fent Mr. Bennett out of the garrifon, with orders 
to go to l^gland, and to give account of our refolutions 
to defend the town againft the enemy. Our men were or- 
dered to fire after him, that the enemy might think he had 
dcferted us. * 

This day my Lord Strabane came up to our walls, mak- 
ing us many propofals, and offering his King's pardon, 
proteSion, and favour, if we would furrender the town ; 
but thefe fine words had no place with the garrifon. At 
the very time of his capitulating with us, we obferved the 
enemy ufing tha^t, opportunity to draw their cannon to a. 
convenient fland ; we therefore defired his Lordfliip to 
withdraw, other wife we would make bold to fire at his 
Lordfhip ; his LoTdfhip continued his compliments, till we 
plainly told him, we would never deliver the town to any 
but King William and Queen Mary, or their order. My 
• B 2 Lord 
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Lord having ended all his infiiniationsy found hio^felf at laft 
obliged to retire. — Several trumpets were likewife fent^ 
but with as little fuccefs. 

April 21. — The enemy placed a demi-culrerin, i8o 
perches diftant from the town, E. by N. on the other fide 
water . They played at the houfes in the town, but did 
little or no mifchicf only to the market-houfe. 

This day our men fallied out, as many as pteafed, and 
what officers were at leifure, not in any commendable or- 
der, yet they killed above 200 of the enemies foldiers, bc- 
fidesMamou the French General*, aiKt feveral other of- 
' ficers, whofe names you (hall find in the annexed lift. A 
party of horfe came with great fury upon the falliers, and 
forced their retreat, which they made good with the lofs 
of 4 Pprivate men, and i Lieut. M'Phedris, whom our 
men brought off; and having leifure and more concern 
then upon us for the lofs, than afterwards upon fuch oc- 
cafions, we buried them with fomc ceremony. We had 
at this time 50 horfe commanded by Col.. Murray ; upon 
whom they prefled fo hard at firft, that fome oi his horfe 
were beaten to the very gates ; fo that Mr. Walker found 
it neceflary to mount one of the horfes and make them 
rally, and to relieve Col. Murray, whona he faw fiirround- 
ed by the enemy, and with great courage laying about 
him. In this adion we took three pair of colours. 

April 23.— The bcfiegers planted four demi-culverins in 
the lower end of -Mr. Strong's orchard, near 80 perches 
from the town, oppofite Shipquay-ftreet ; thefe playing 
inceflantly, hurt feveral people in the houfes, battered the 
walls and garrets, fo that none could • lodge fafely above 
flairs. The befieged make due returns to their firing firom 
the baftions, killed Lieut. Fitzpatrick, Lieut. Col. O'Neil, 
two ferjeants, and feveral foldiers; and befides thefe, two

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Friars in their habits, to the great grief orthc enemy, that 

the blood of thofe holy men ihould be fpilt by fuch an 

heretical rabble, as they called the befieged. 

April 25. — ^They place their mortar pieces in the faid 

j orchard, and from thence play a few fmall bombs, which 

i did little hurt to the town, all of them lighting in the 

(beets, except one which killed an old woman in a garret; 

! from the fame place they threw afterwards many larger 

I bombs, the firfl of which fell into a houfe while feveral 

officers were at dinner; it fell upon the bed of the room 

they were in, but ^id not touch any of them, forced into 

a lower room, and killed thevlandlord, and broke down one 

fide of the houfe, and made a large paffage for the gueftt 

to come out, inftead of the doors it had choaked up. 

April %%. — ^The befieged made another fally, and killed 
fcvcral of the enemy at Penny burn- hill, but were forced 
to retreat, being prefled by the enemy's horfe, who 
charged on all fides. In this aSion,' we loft only two men, 
had eight or ten wounded, which in a few days rccoTered, 
and were fit for fervice. 

This day, by a (hot from one of our baftlons, the ene- 
my^s gunner was killed, and one of his guns broken. 

May 5.— 'This night the befiegers draw a trench crofs 
the Windmill-hill, from the bog to the river, and there 
begin a battery ; from that they endeavoured to annoy our 
walls, but they were too ftrong for the guns they ufed, 
and our men were not afraid to advife them to fave all that 
labour and expence ; that they always kept the gates open, 
and they might ufe that paflage if they pleafed, which 
was wider than any breach they could make in the walls. 

May 6.-^The befieged fearing that battery might in- 
commode that part of the town neareft to it, confult how 
to pqt a flop to their further proceeding in that work ; Mr. 
Walker draws a detachment out of each company, of ten 
men, and after putting them into the beft order their inir 

pa- 
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patience illowed, he falUcs out at the head of them (with 
all imaginable filence) at Ferryquay-gate, at 4 of th^ 
clock in the morning. One part of them beat the enemy * 
dragoons from the hedges, while the other poffeffes their 
trenches. The difpute was foon over, and the enemy, 
though a very Confiderable detachment, are fo prefled by 
the forwardnefs of our men, and difcouraged at the fight 
of fomany lying in their blood, that they fled away, and 
left us the ground we contended for, and fome booty, be- 
fides the plunder of the dead. 

The falliers in this aftion killed 200 of their men, moffi 
•f which were (hot through the breaft or head ;' 500 were 
wounded, 300 of them within a few days died of their 
wounds, as we were informed by meflengers, and the 
prifoners we took afterwards. The account of the offi- 
cers killed or taken prifoners in this aSion, you will find in 
the bill annexed. Our fide loft 3 men, and Had only 20 
wounded. At this time we took 5 pair of colours. 

We fent a drummer to defire the enemy to fend an 
officer with 14 men to bury their dead, which they did 
perform very negligently, fcarce covering their bodies with 
earth;. 

^ After this^ performance, the enemy •s want of courage, 
and our want of horfe occafioned, that fome weeks pro- 
duced little of aSion^ except (kirmiihes. Capt. Noble 
heads the men in feveral Tallies, drives the enemy from 
their works, beats them out of their trenches, kills feve- 
ral of their officers, and finds letters about them that af- 
forded fome intelligence, and particularly inftruSed us about 
the furrender of Culmore; but upon what conditions, 
and for how much money, wecould not under ftand. 

Sallies were ordered after this manner : Capt. Noble, 
,and fometimes other officers, when they faw; the enemy 
make an approach, would run out with about 10 or 12 
men at their heels, and Ikirmiflied a while with them : 

When 
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When the beficgcd faw them engJigtfd/ sthd In any danger, 
they iffued out in greater numbers ta their relief, and al- 
ways came off with great execution on the enemy, and 
with very little lofs to themfelvts. 
'\ In all thefe fallies we loft none of any note, biit Lieut. 
lOouglas, and Capt. Cuningham, wh«n? the enemy tbok 
prifoner, and after quarter given, bafely murdered. They 
did not want being reproached with fo fignal an inftance 
of their cruelty and inhumanity, neither did they want 
impudence to derty it by the addition of many bloody oathis 
and proteftations; but it was too evident by the t^ftinlony 
of their own officers and foldiers that were afterwards our 
prifoners. But this fort of proceeding was very ufual with 
them, and agreeable to an account we had of their obli- 
gation by oath and refolutionsy-not to keep faith with us, 
and to break whatever articles Were given us. A' ptifofter 
with us was troubled in his confcicnce, that he had en- 
gaged himfelf info wicked jl defign, and difcovcred it 
to us. 

We were convinced of the truth of it by fome ex- 
amples they gave us after this: When they huiig out a 
white flag to invite us: to a.tfceaty, Mr. Walker .vqitored 
out to come' within hearing of ^my Lord LowtK and Col. 
O'Neil, and in his paffagc had an hundred flioit firpd at 
him ; he got thp (belter of a houfe, and upbraided them 
with this perfidious dealing, and bid them order their men 
to be quiet,.Qr: he would ordier all the guns on the walk to 
fire at them; they denied Uiey were concerned or knew 
any thing of it : Ai?d. this was gU the fatisf^aion to be eiL^- 
pcaed from peifpns of fuch a principle. At another tii^e 
the enemy defired one White might have leave to come to 
. them ; the befieged fent him in a littje boat^ wi^h .two 
men, upon p^role^ which they broke very dilhpnourayy, 
keeping both - the. men .and Ipoat with them . The Iqfs of 
the boat was confiderable to us, for the gentlemen. that 
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left U8, ufed all bur boats, and Itft them to the fea and 
wind, and this was the only boat they had left. . ^ 

The enemy remove their main body from St. Johnftown, 
and pitch their tents upon Ballyougry-hill, about two miles 
diftant from Dcrry, S. S. W. They place guards on all 
fides of the town, fo that the befieged found it impoflibic 
to receive or convey any intelligence^ and great difficulty 
to come to the wells for water, which they often fought 
for, and coft fome of them their blood. One gentleman 
bad a bottle broke at his mouth by a fliot ; yet the water 
of the town was fo muddy and troubled with our conti- 
nual firing, that we were forced to run thofe hazards. 

June 4. — The befiegers^ make an attack at the Wind- 
mill works, with a. body of foot and horfe; the horfe they 
divided into three fquadrons, andaflauhed us at the river 
fide, it being low water ; the foot attack the reft of our 
lincl The front of the horfe was compofed'of gentlemen 
that had bound themfelves by an oath, that they would 
mount our line ; they were commanded by Capt. Butler, 
fecond fon to my Lord Mountgarret. Our men place 
themfelves within our line in three ranks, fo advantage*, 
oufly, .that one rank was always ready to march up and' 
relieve the other, and difcharge fucceffively upon the enc- 
my^ which (though it is ftfange how they could think 
othcrwife) was great furprife and aftonflhment to them ; 
for they it feems expe^ed we (hould make but one fingic 
volley, and then they could fall in upon us. Their foot 
had faggots laid before them for a defence againft our (hot ; 
they and their horfe began with a loud huzza, which was 
fcconded from all parts of their camp with mod dreadful 
. flirieks and bowlings of a numerous rabble that attended 
the enemy. The faggot men are not able to (land before 
our (hot, but are forced to quit their new defence, and 
run for it : Capt. Butler tops our works, which ^re but a 
dry bf^nk of feven foot high at the water-fide, and 30 

of 
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rf tis fworn party of horfe follow him. Our men won- 
dered to find they had fpent fo many (hot, and that none 
•f them fell :- ButCapt^Crooke obferved they had armour 
on, and then commanded to fire at thrir horfes, which 
turned to fo good account , that but three of thefe bold 
men with much difficulty made their efcape. We won- 
dered the foot did not (according to cuftom) run fafter, till 
we took notice that in their retreat they took the dead on 
their backs, and fo preferved their own bodies from the 
remainder of our (hot, which was more fervice than they 
did when alive. 

The enemy in this aSion loft 400 of their fighting men, 
mdft of their officers were killed, Capt. Butler was taken 
prifoncr, and feveral others, which are mentioned in the 
lift. We loft on our fide .6 private men, and one Captain 
Maxwell ; 2 of the men were killed by a (hot of a great 
gun from the other fide of the water, oppofite to the 
Wind-mill works. 

This night the enemy from Strong's orchard play their 
bombs, which were 273 pound weight a-piece, and con- 
tained feveral pounds of powder in the (hell ; they plowed 
up our ftreets, and broke down our houfes, fo that there 
was no pafling the ftreets, nor ftaying within doors, but all 
flock to the walls, and the remoteft parts of the town, 
where we continued very fafe, while many of our fick were 
killed, being not able to leave their houfes: They plied 
the befieged fo clofe with great guns in the day-time, and 
bombs in the night, and fometimes in the day,^ that they 
could not enjoy their r§ft, but were hurried from place to 
-place, and tired into faintnefs and difeafes, which deftroyed 
many of the garrifon, which was reduced to 6185 men 
the 1 5th of this month. Thefe bombs were fome advan- 
tage to us, on one account, for being under great want of 
fuel, they fuppUcd us plentifully from the houfes they thr^w 
down, and the timber they broke for us. 

yune 
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June 7. — Three (hips came up to Cuknore Fort, and 
8re«l at the Caftle, and attempted coming up the river ; but 
one <^ them unfortunately run aground, and lay feme 
thne at the mercy of the enemy's (hot, and fo much on 
her fide, (he could not make any return; but at length 
with fome pleafure we faw her get off, and, as we believed^ 
without much lofs or damage. 

• June 15.— We difcovered a fleet of 30 fail of (hips in 
the Lough, which we believed came from England for our 
relief, but we could not. propofe any method to get intel- 
ligence ifrom them, and we did fear it was impoffible they 
could get to us; and the enemy now begin to watch us 
more narrowly. They raife batteries oppofite to the (hips^ 
and line both fides of the river with greatnumbers of fire- 
locks. They draw down their guns to Charles Fort, a 
place of fome ftrength upon the narrow part of the river, 
where the (hips were to pafs ; here they contrived to place 
a boom of timber, joined by iron chains, and fortified by 
a cable of 1 2 inches thick twifted round it ; they made this 
boom firfi of oak, but that could not float, and was foon 
broke by the force of the water: Then they made one of 
fir beams, which anfwered their purpofe better ; if was 
faflened at on« end through the arch, of a bridge, at the 
other.by a piece of timber forced into the ground, and for- 
tified with a piece of ftone work. This account, as wc 
had it from the prifoners, did much trouble us, and fcarcc 
left us any hopes ; we made feveral figns to the (hips from 
the fteeple, and they to us from their (hips, but with very 
little information to either. At laft a meflenger got to us, 
one Roch, from Major Gen. Kirk, who got to the water- 
fide over againft us, and then fwam crofs the river ; he 
gave us an account of the (hips, men, provifions, and arms 
in them for our relief; the great concern of the Major 
General for us, and his care and defire to get with his (hips 
up to the town. He fent another meflenger along with 

this 
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this, one Crumy, a Scotchman; to give us this account, 
and to know the condition of pur gs^rrifon, but he ws^s 
taken prifoncr. There was foon an underftanding between 
him and the enemy ; he is inftru£ked tQ, frame a meflage 
much differing from the other; they hang out a white 
flag, inviting us to a parley; they tell us we are under 
great miftakes about the Major General, and our expcSa- 
tion of relief from England, and that we might have 
leave to inform ourfelves further from the mcflcngcr they 
had taken, either in private or public : We fent fome to 
that purpofe, but they foon difcovered the cheat, and re- 
turned to us with other particular accounts of his trea- 
chery. 

We received forther intelligence in July by a little boy, 
that with great ingenuity made two dlfpatches to us from 
the Major General at Inch. One letter he brought tied in 
his garter, another at his fecond coming within a cloth 
button. We fent our firft anfwer made up with a piece of 
a bladder, in the (hape of a fuppofitor, and the fame wag 
applied to the boy ; our fecond anfwer he carried within 
the folding of his bteeches, and falling among the enemy, 
for fear of a difcovery, he fwallowed the letter, and after 
fome (hort confinement, and endeavour to extort fome- 
thing from him, he made his efcape again to the Major 
General. 

Majir General Kia?c*5 Letter to Mr. Walkir. 

SIR* 
I Have received your's by the way of Inch I writ to you 
Sunday laft, that T would endeavour all means imaginable for 
your relief, and find it impoflible by the river, which made me 
fend a party to Inch, where I am going mfyfclf to try if I can 
beat off their camp« or divert them, fo that they (hall not prcfs 
you. I have fent offiaer«, ammunition, armi, great guns, &c. 
to Inifkillen, who have jcoo foot ard 1500 horfe, and a regi- 
ment of dragoons that has promifed to come to their relief, and 
*> at 
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nt 'the fame time I will attack the enemy, by Incli. I expeft 
6000 men from England every mirtijite ; they have been fhippcd 
thefe eight daye. I have ftores and vidlu^lj for you, and am 
refolved to relieve you. England and Scotland are in a good 
pofture, and all things very well fettled. — Be good huibands 
of your ^Auals, and by God's help we fliall overcome thefc 
barbarous people. Let me hear from you as often as you can» 
and the meifenger ihall have what reward he will. I have fe- 
veral of the enemy who has deierted to me, who all aflure me 
they can't ftay long. I hear from Inifldllen the Duke of Bet- 
wick is beaten; I pray God it be true, for then nothing can 
hinder them joining you or me.

But to return to our ftory — The befieged fend many a 
longing look towards the (hips, their allowance being very 
fmall, as you may fee by the account of allowances out of 
the ftore : They build a boat of eight oars a- fide, and man 
it well, with intent to make to the fleet, and give the M:>- 
jor General an account of ^he fad condition we were in f 
they fet out with the beft of our wilhes and prayers, but 
were forced to return, it being impoifible they could en- 
dure the ihowers of (hot that were, poured in upon them 
from each fide the river. 

June i8.— Capt. Noble went up the river, and took 20 
men along with him, with a defign to Tob the fiih-houfe, 
but was prevented by alarm from the enemy's boats ; how- 
ever he engaged them, killed a Lieutenant, i Enfign, and 
5 private men, took 14 prifoners, and both their boats. 
The boats we offered to return, and to give the beft pri- 
foner we had for leave to fend a meflenger on an errand to 
the (hips; but we could not prevail : Tho* we agreed 
for 500I. for Lieut. Col. Talbot, (commonly called Wicke4 
Will) we proffered him, and to remit the money on the 
fame fcore, but we could not obtain this favour upon any 
terms: Soon after the Lieut. Colonel (j^ed of his wounds, 

and 
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and we loft the benefit of our bargain ; thou^ we took aU 
imaginable care to keep him alive^. permitted him his Sur^ 
geon and diet from the enemy, at times agreed on ; favours 
that we allowed all the prifoners, when we were ftarvtng 
ourfelves, which we did not put any great value on, but 
that the enemy fo ill deferved them. At this time Gov. 
Baker is very dangeroufly ill, and Col. Mitchelburn is cho- 
fcn and appointed to aflifl: Governor Walker, that when 
one commanded in faUies, the other might take care of the 
town ; and if one fliould fall, the town might not be left 
without a government, and to the hazard of new eledions. ' 
Jtme 24— Or thereabouts,' Conrad de Roferi, MariQial 
General of the Irifh forces,' is received into the enemy's 
camp; and finding how little they had prevailed agalnft 
us, expreffcd himfclf with great fury againft us, and fwore- 
by the belly of God, he would demblifti our town, and 
bury us in its afhes, putting all to the fword, without 
confideration of age or fex; and would ftudy the molt 
exquifite torments, to lengthen the mifery and pain of all 
he found obftinate, or afitive in oppofmg his commands arid 
pleafure: But thefe threatenings, as well as his promifbs,' 
in which he was very eloquent and obliging, had very 
little power with' us ; God having under all our difficultres^ 
efiabliflied us with a fpirit and refolution above all fear or 
temptation to any mean compliances, we having devoted 
our lives to the defence of our city, our religion, and the 
intereft of King William and Q^cn Mary. 

For fear any one fliould contrive furrendering the town,' 
or move it to the garrifon, the Governor made an order 
that no fuch thing (hould be mentioned upon pain of death. 
Every day fortie or other deferted the garrifon, fo that 
the enemy received conftant intelligence of our proceed- 
ings. This gave. fome trouble, and made us remove our 
ammunition very .often, and contrive many other amufe- 
ments. Our iron ball is now all fpent, and inftead of them 



we 
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wc inAt balb of brick, c«ft over with lead, to ibc weight 
and fizc of our iron baH.. The gunners did not pretend to 
be preat artifts, yet they were very in<fuftriou$, and fcarce 
Ipent a (hot without doing fome remarkable execution. 

The Marihal de Rofen orders three naortar pieces and 
feveral pieces of Ordn^ncci againft the Windnmill fide of 
the town, as alfo two culverinsoppofite to Butcher's-gate ; 
he runs a line out of. Bog-ftreet, up within ten ptrches of 
the half-baftion of that gate, in order to prepare matters 
fgr laying -and fpringing a mine ; he made approaches to 
our Ijae, dcfigningto hinder the relief of our eut guarcfa, 
and-^tp give us trouble in fetchipg water from Colum Kills- 
Well 5. he defends .hi^ line with a ftrong guard, in hopes 
to feize our out works, if we fliould cbahee to beneglU 
gent in our pods and negled keeping good guards. By the 
contrivance of our' GovctAor and Col. Mitchelbtfrn, and 
the fjirjBSipns and care of Capt. Sdiomberg, or rather be- 
ing inftruSed by the workings motions, and example of 
the enemy, as well as we coiitd obfcrve them, we coun- 
termine the enemy before ButcherVgate ; the Governor 
contrives a blind to preferve our work from the enemy*s 
battery. The enemy fired continually from their trenches, 
and we make them in^. returns with fufficicnt damage to 
them; for few; days pafled, but fome of the choice and 
mpft forward of their men fell by our armsand firing. 

.ytt«^.30y<— At 10 o'clock at night, my Lord Clancarty, 
at the head of a regiment,, and with fome detachments, 
poflefles himfelf of our line, and enters, fome miners in a 
low cellar under the half-^baftion. Capt. Noble, Capt. 
Dunbar, and feveral x^ther gentlemen, fally by order at 
the Bilhop*s-gate, and creep along the wall till they came 
v*ry near the enemy's guards; our men receivf their firing 
quietly, till they got to a right dlftancife, and then thun- 
dered upon them. Our cafe (hot from, the baftion and 
fmall (hot off the walls fccond the falUers firing fo eflFeSu- 

ally

ally, that his Lordfhip was forced to quit his pofl, and 
haften to the main body of the enemy, and leave his mi- 
ners and 100 of his bed men dead upon the place; be- 
fides, feveral officers and foldiers were wounded and died 
of their wounds fome days after this aSion, as we were 
informed. We were often told, that fome great thing 
was to be performed by this Lord,' and they had a prophecy 
among them. That a Clancarty fliould knock at the gates 
of Derry ; the credulity and fuperftition of his country; 
with the vanity of fo brave an attempt, and fome good 
liquor, cafily warmed him to this bold undertaking ; but 
we fee how Kttle value is to be put on Irilh prophecies, or 
courage fo fuppotted. ; ' 

Governor. Baker dies; his death was a fenfible lofs to 
us, and generally lamented, being a valiant pe'rfon ; in all 
his afiions among .us he thewed the greateft honour, cou- 
rage, and cdndiift, and would it fuit the defign of a Jour- 
nal, might fill a great Ihare of this account with his cha- 
rafter. 

And indeed there were fo many great things done by all 
our officers and men, and fo often, that it is impoflible to 
account them all ; but certainly never people in the world 
behaved themfelves better, and they cannot want mention- 
ing upon other occafions, where it may be more to their 
advantage, than to fill this paper with their ftory. 

About this tirrie Lieut. Gen. Hamilton offers conditions 
to the garrifon, and ihey feem to hearken to them, till 
they had iifed that opportunity to fearch for provifion to 
fupport the great neccffity of the garrifon, which was now 
brought to that extremity, that they were forced to feed 
uponhorfe flefli, dogs, cats, rats, and' m}ce, greaves of 
a year old, tallow, and ftarch, of which they had good 
quantities; as alfolalted and dried hides, ^c. yet they una- 
nimoufly refolved to eat the Iri(h, and then one another, 
rather than furreiider to any but their own King William 

and 
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and Queen Mary. Our anfwet to the Lieut. General was, 
That we much wondered he fhould exped we .could place 
any confidence in him, that had fo unworthily broke faith 
with our King ; that he was onc^ , generoufly trufted, 
though an enemy, yet betrayed his truft, and we could not 
believe that he had learned more fincerity in an Irlfti camp. 
General Rofen fends us a letter to this efleQ, That if 
we did not deliver the town to him by 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon on the iftdayof July, according 19 Lieut. Gen, 
Hamilton's propofals, he would difpatch his .orders as far 
as Ballylhannon, Oharlemont, Belfaft, and. the Barony of 
Jnifhpwen, and rob all protefted, as well ap unproteSed 
Proteftants, that were either related to us, or of our fac- 
tion, and that ..th<;y fliould be driven under the walls of 
Derry, where they fhould perifh, if not relieved by the 
befieged. He threatened to burn and lay wafle all our 
country, if there fhould appear the leafl probability of any 
troops coming for our relief: Yet, if the garrifon would 
become Loyaliib (as they termed it) and furrender the town 
on any tolerable conditions, he would proteft them from 
all Injuries, and give thenri his favour. But the befieged 
receive all thefe propofals with contempt and fome indig- 
nation, which did produce fomie heat arid diforder in the 
^arefchal. 

Among the bombs thrown into the. town, there was one 
dead fhell, in which was a letter, declaring to the foldiers 
the propofals made by the Lieut. General ; for they ima-. 
■gined them flrangers to their condefcenfions, and that their 
officers would not communicatje fuch tnings to them. Co- 
pies alfo of thefe propofals were conveyed into to\yn by 
villains, who difperfe them about the town, but all to no 
purpofe; for they will jiot entertain the Jeaft thought of 
furrendering, and it would cofl a man his Hfe to fpeak of it, 
it was fo much abhorred. . 



i 
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JuJy 1. — The enemy drive the poor Proteftants, ac- 
cording to their threatening, under our walU, proteScd 
and unpr ote£ted men, women, and children, and under 
great dlftrefles. Our men at firft did not underftand the 
meaning of fuch a crowd, but fearing they might be ene- 
mies, fired upon them ; w^e were troubled when we found 
the miftake, bfut it fupported us to a great degree, when 
we found that none of them were touched by our (hot, 
which by the direftion of Providence (as if every bulkt 
had its commiffion what to do) fpared them, and found out, 
and killed 3 of the enemy, who were fome of thofe that 
drove the poor people into fo great a danger. There were 
fome thoufands of them, and they did move great compaf- 
fion in us, but warmed us with a new rage and fury againft 
the enemy, fo that in fight of their camp we immediately 
ercfi a gallows, and fignlfied to them we were refolved to 
hang their friends, that were our prifpners, if they did not 
fuffer thefc poor people to return to their own houfes. 

We fend to the enemy, that the prifoners might have 
Priefts to prepare them after their own methods for death, 
I but none came. We upbraid them with breach of pro- 
i mifes, and the prifoners deteft their barbarity, decfaring. 
They could not blame us to put them to death, feeing their 
people exercifed fuch feverity and cruelty upon our poor 
I friends that were under their proteSIoris. They defired 
leave from the Governor, to write to Lieut. Gen. Hamil- 
ton ; they had a much better opinion of him than we could 
be perfuaded into ; yet we allow a meflenger to carry the 
following letter to hiai from the prifoners: 

To Lieutenant Giniral HAMILTON. 

"My Lord,. 

" UPON the hard dealing theprotedcd (as well as other 

Proteftants) have mtt withal, in being ient under the walU, 

you have fo incen&d the Governor and others of tbi^. garcvfotn, 

that we are all condemned by a Court Martial to die to-mor- 

C row, 
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row, unlefs thofe poor people be withdrawn. We have made 
application to Marfhal General de Rofen, but having received 
no anfwer, we make it our lequeft to you (as knowing you are 
a perfon that does not deHght in fhedding innocent blood) that 
you will reprefent our condition to the Marihal General. The 
lives of 2o prifoners lie at ibike, and therefore require your (fi« 
ligence and care. We are all willing to die (with our fwords 
in our hands) for his Majelly ; but to fuffer like malefadors is 
hard, nor can we lay our blood to the charge 6f the garrifon, 
the Governor and the reft having ufed and treated us with all 
eivility ima^nable. We remain

The Lieut. General, to fhew his great concern for his 
friends, returns this anfwer to our prifonersMetter : 

" Gentlemen, 
"IN anfwer to yours, what thefe poor people are like to 
fu£Per, they may thank themfelves for, being their own faulty 
which they may prevent by accepting the conditions offered 
them I and if you fuffer in this it cannot be helped, but fhall 
be revenged on many thoufands of 'thofe people (as well inno- 
cent as others) within or without that city. 

Your's, P. HAMILTON." 

But however the fight of our gallows, and the importu- 
nity of feme friends of thofe that were to fuffer upon 
them, prevailed upon the Lieut. General : So that, July 4, 
the poor Proteftants have leave to repair to their feveral 
habitations ; we took down the gallows, and ordered the 
prifoners to. their ufual apartments. Our garrifon now 
conlifted of 5709 men, and to leflen our number yet more, 

we 

* Writ bj toother hand, he himfelf hts left the fiogert of his righ^ 
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wc crowded 500 of out ufdefs people among the Protef- 
tants under the walls, who pafled undifcovered with them, 
though the enemy fufpeded the defign, and to diftinguifh 
them, they pretended finding them out by the fmell. We 
alfo got into our garrifon fome effeaual men out of their 
I number: They were in a mod miferable condition, yet. 
i dreaded nothing more than our pity of them, and willing- 
I nefs to receive them ; begging of us on their knees, not 
to uke them into the town, but chofe rather to perifh un- 
der our walls, than to hazard us within them. 

The Governor has feveral intimations given him by a 
friend in the enemy's camp, that he (hould look to him« 
felf, that fome mifchief was intended him. Soon after 
this heunderftood fome jealoufy was entertained among the 
foldiers, that he had great, quantity of provifions hid in his 
houfe. Some of the garrifon improved this to that de- 
gree, that there was great danger of a mutiny among the 
men, and that he then began to remember the caution was 
given ; but by his inftruftions to a foldier that was to pre- 
tend he himfelf had the fame fufpicion, it was contrived 
that the houfe was privately fearched, and their curiofity 
being fatisfied, they return to the good opinion of their 
Governor. 

He obferved likewife, that the enemy had endeavoured 
to infinuatc to the garrifon, that he was to betray the 
town to King James, and was to be highly preferred for the 
fcrvice. This put them in mind of a meflage that one 
Mr. Cole brought to Mr. Walker in the beginning of May 
laft, and however it was then fuppreffed, the ftory is now 
revived, and the Governor in fome danger. Mr. Cole 
being taken by the enemy, and continuing their prifoner 
for fome time, is at lad admitted to fome difcourfe with 
the Lieut. General, who enquired particularly, what fort 
of perfon Mr. Walker was ? Who he was moft intimate 
with > Mr. Cole (among feveral of Mr. Walker's friengls) 
C 2 at 
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at laft names himfelf , hoping by this means to be employed 
on a meffage to him, and to obtain his libtrty. The Lieut. 
General afted whether he would do fervice for King James,, 
and carry fome propofals he had orders to make to Mr. 
Walker ? He told he would, and upon this immediately he 
has a pafs given him, and is difpatched upon a meflage to 
^Mr. Walker. Mr. Cole being gotfafe into the town, was 
received with great joy, and fo well pleafed with his li- 
berty, that he forgot his bufinefs, only cafually mentions 
it to fome of the garrifon, with other difcourfe. Mr. 
Walker (after this) meeting feveral of them, they faluted 
him by fome great names and titles. 

Mr. Walker cafily faw the danger of this, and finding 
it was occafioned by difcourfes of Mr. Cole, he ordered 
him immediately to be confined ; and being examined, he 
unriddles the myftery, and gave all people fatisfaftion, fo 
that they remained in no more doubt of their Governor. 

But under thefe, and many other. fuch like difficultieji, 
the Governor (not without fome trouble and induftry) re- 
afliimed his credit with the garrifon, which God was 
pleafed to prefcrve to him in fpite of all the inventions 
and defigns tp the contrary. 

From our works we could talk to the enemy ; feveral of 
our men gave account of difcourfes with the Irifh, That 
they expreffed great prejudice and hatred of the French, 
curfing thofe damned fellows that walked in trunks, (mean- 
ing their jack-boots) that had all preferments in the army 
that fell, and took the bread out of their mouths, and 

they believed would have all the kingdom to themfelves 
at laft.

This 
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This day the bcfieged made, another fally, which was 
performed after this manner : The day before we had a 
Council of War, and all fworn to fecrecy ; the refult of 
which was, that the «ext day, at 3 in the morning, 200 
men fliould fally out of Bifliop's-gate, 200 men at But- 
cher's- gate, and 1100 fliould be ready within the ravelin 
for a referve. Our defign was to bring in fome of the ene- 
my's cattle ; we furprized the enemy in their trenches. 
One regiment draws up againft them in good order, but 
had only three of their matches lighted ; we came upon 
them over againft Butcher's- gate, and killed 300 of their 
men, befides officers. The execution had been much 
greater, but many of our men being much weakened with 
hunger, were not able to purfue them, fome falling with 
their own blows. We returned without any purchafe of 
cattle, but were advifcd to a more eafy experiment ; hav- 
ing one cow left, we tied her to a ftake, and fet fire to her. 
We had hopes given us, that by the cry and noife (he would 
make, the enemy's cattle would be difturbed and come to 
her relief; and they began to move and fet up their tails, • 
fo that we hoped to have gained our point ; but the cow 
got loofe, and turned to no account, only the danger of 
lofing her.

Wc were under fo great neccffity, that we had nothing 
left unlefs wc could prey upon one another : A certain fat 
Gentleman conceived himfelf in the greateft danger, and 
fancying feveral of the garrifon looked on him with a 
greedy eye, thought fit to hide himfelf for three days. Our 
drink was nothing but water, which wc paid very dear for 
and could not get without great danger ; we mixed in it 
ginger and annifeeds, of which we had ^eat plenty : Our 
neccffity of eating the compc^ion of tkllow and ftarch, 
did not only nourifli and fuppor^ but was an infallible cure 
of the loofenefs ; and recovered a great many that were 
ftrangely reduced by that diftemper, and prcferved others 
from it. 

In the midft of this extremity, the fpirit and courage of 
the men was. fo great, that they were often heard difcourfc 
confidently, and with fome anger contend, whether they 
fhouj^ take their debenture in Ireland or in France,— ^whcn 
alasl they could not promife themfelves 12 hours life. 

The Governor being with good reafon apprehenfive, 
that thefe difcouragements might at length overcome that 
refolution the garrifon had fo long continued, confiders of 
all imaginary methods to fupport them, and finding in 
himfelf ftili that confidence, that God would not (after fo 
long and miraculous a preiervation) fuficr them to be a prey 
to their enemies, preaches in the Cathedral, and encou^ 

rages

rages their conftancy, and endeavours to eftablifli them in 
it, by reminding them of feveral inftances of Providence 
given them fijice they firfl: came into that place, and of 
what coniideration it was to the Froteftant religion at this 
time ; and that they need not doubt, but that God would 
at laft deliver them from the difficulties they were under. 

July 30. — About an hour after fcrmon, being in the 
midft of our extremity, we faw fome (hips in the Lough 
make towards us, and we foon difcovered they were the 
fhips Major General Kirk had fcnt us according to his pro- 
mife, when we could hold out no longer, that he would 
be fure to relieve us, to the hazard of himfelf, his men^ 
and his fhips. 

The Mountjoy of Derry, Capt.Browning, Commander 
and the Phoenix of Coleraine, Capt. Douglas, Mafler; be- 
ing both laden with provifion, were convoyed by the Dart- 
mouth frigate. The enemy fired mofl defperately upon 
them froip th^ fort of Culmore, and both fides the river; 
and they made fufficient returns, and with the greatefl bra-: 
very. The Mountjoy made a little flop at the boom, oc-, - 
cafioned by her rebound after flriking and breakjng it, fo 
that (he was run aground ; upon this the enemy fet up the 
loudeft huzzas, and the moft dreadful to the befieged that 
ever we heard ; fired ail their guns upon her, and were 
preparing their boats to board her : Our trouble is not to 
be exprefled at this difmal profpeQ, but by great Provi- 
dence firing a broadfide, the fhock loofened her fo that fhe 
got clear, and pafled their boom. Capt. Douglas all this 
while was engaged, and the Dartmouth gave them very 
warm entertainment : At length the (hips got to us, to th^ 
inexpreflible joy and tranfport of our diftreffed garrifon, 
for we only reckoned upon two day's life, and hard only 9 
lean horfes left, and among us all one pint of meal to each 
man; hunger and the fatigue ol^jwar had fo prevailed a- 
mong us, that of 7500 men regimen f fed, we had now alive 
but about. 4300, whereof at leaft i-4th part were rendered 
Mnferviceable. 
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This braTC undertaking, added to the great fuccefs God 
had bleffed us with in all our attempts, fo difcouraged the 
enemy, that on the laft of July, they ran away in the 
night-time, robbed and burnt all before them for feveral 
miles, leaving nothing with the copntry people, but what 
they hid the night before, in which their care was fo great, 
that provifion grew very plentiful after it. 

In the next morning our men, after refreftiment with a 
proper fhare of our new provifions, went out to fee what 
was become of the enemy ; they faw them on their march, 
but purfued them a little too far, fo that the rear guard of 
the enemy's horfe turned upon them, and killed feven of 
our men. 

They encamped at Strabane, but hearing of the defeat 
of their forces under Lieut. General Maccarty, by the 
Inniflcillen men, they removed their camp, and thought fit 
to make fome hafte to get farther off; they broke into pie- 
ces 4 of their great guns, and threw 12 cart loads of arms 
and ammunition^ into the river. 

Thus after 105 days, being clofe befieged by near 20,000 
men conftantly fupplied from Dublin, God Almighty was 
pleafed, in our greateft extremity, to fend relief, to the 
admiration and joy of all good people, and to the great 
difappointment of fo powerful and inveterate an enemy ; 
who were concerned in point of intereft as well as reputa- 
tion, to have rendered themfelves mafters of the town. 

The enemy loft between 8 or 9000 men before our 
walls, and 100 of their beft officers, according to the beft 
computation we could make of both, by the infoimation 
of the prifoners we took ; moft of thefe fell by the fwcrd, 
the reft of fevers and flux, and the French pox, which was 
very remarkable on the bodies of feveral of their dead offi- 
cers and foldiers. 

We are now under fome impatience, to fee Major Ge- 
neral Kirk, under God, our deliverer. 

Augujl 
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Augujl I . — The Governor orders Capt., White, Capt. 
Dobbin, Capt. J. Hamilton, Capt. Jenny, and Mr. Jo. 
Fox, both Clergymen, to wait on the Major General at 
Inch, to give him an account of ^the raifing the fiege, and 
to carry him our thanks, and defire him to come and re- 
ceive the garrifon. The next day the Major General Tent 
to us Col. Stewart, and Col. Richards, the engineer, to 
congratulate our deliverance. On Sunday the Major Ge- 
neral came into the town, and was received by the Go- 
vernor, and the whole garrifon, with the greateft joy and 
acclamations. The Governor prefents him with the keys,^ 
but he would not receive them. The next day the Go- 
vernor (with feveral of his officers) dined with the Major 
General at Inch; he complimented the Major General 
with his regiment, that after doing the King all the fervice 
in his power, he might return to his own profeffion : But 
the Major General defired him to difpofe of it as he 
pleafed, and accorj^ingly he gave it to Captain White, as 
a mark of his refpeS, and that Gentleman's known merit. 
Upon this, we call a Council at Derry; the Governor 
is prevailed on to go to the King, and to carry an Addreft 
from the garrifon. The garrifon is now formed, and our 
eight regiments made into fix. After aflurance from the 
Major General of his care and favour to his men, and par- 
ticularly to his own regiment, he took leave of them and 
embarked for England.

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,The D E C L A R A T I ON of the Gentlemen of 
LOI^DON-DERRY. 

To all Chriftian People to whom thcfe Prefents Ihall come, 
the Mayor, SheriflFs, and Citizens of the City of Lon- 
don-Derry, fend greeting : 

HAVING received intimation from feveral creditable 
pcrfons, that an infurreSion of the Irilh Papifts was in- 
tended, and by them a general maflacre of the Proteftants' 
in this kingdom, and the fame to be aded and perpetrated 
on or about the 9th of this inftant December ; and being 
cqnfirmed in our fear and jealoufy of fo horrible a deiign 
by many palpable infinuations, dubious expreffions, moni- 
tory letters, ajnd pofitive informations, all conducing and 
concurring to beget in us a trembling expeSation of a fud- 
den and inevitable ruin anjd deftruftion, we difpofed our- 
felves to a patient and quiet refignation to the Divine Pro- 
vidence ;' hoping for fome deliverance and diverfion of this 
impending mifery, or to receive from the hands of God 
fuch a meafure of conftancy and courage, as might enable 
lis to poflefs our fouls in patience, and fubmifllvely to wait 
the iflue of fo fevere a trial. Accordingly, when on the 
5 th inftant, part of ^he Earl of Antrim's forces advanced 
to take pofleffion of tflis place, though we looked on our- 
felvcs as flicep appointed for the flaughter, and on them as 
the executioners of vengeance on us, yet we contrived no 
other means of efcape than by flight, and with all precipi- 
tation to hurry away our families into other places and 
.countries. But it pleafed God, who watches over us, fo 
to order things, that when they were ready to enter the 
city, a great number of the younger, and fome of the 
meaner fort of the inhabitants, run haftily to the gates and" 
fliut them, loudly denyiiig entrance to fuch guefts, and ob- 
ftinately refufmg obedience to us. At firft we were amazed 
at the enterprize, and apprehenfive of the many ill circum- 
ftances and confequenc^s that might refult from fo ra(h an 
I under- 
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undertaking ; but fmcc that, having received repeated ad- 
vertifements of the general defign, ind particular infor- 
mations, which may rationally induce us to believe it ; and 
being credibly aflured that, under the pretence of fix com- 
panies to quarter amongft us, a vaft fwarm of Highland 
and Irifli Papifts were on the ways and roads approaching 
to us; that fome of the Popifli Clergy in our neighbour- 
hood had bought up arms, and provided an unufual furni- 
ture of iron chains for bridles (whereof 60 were befpoke 
in one place), and fome of them fei:z:ed, and now in our 
cuftody ; we began to confider it as an efpecial inftance of 
God's mercy towards us, that we w^re not delivered 'over 
as a prey unto them, and that it pleafed him to ftir up the 
the fpirits of the people fo unexpectedly, to provide for 
their and our common fafety and prefervation : Where- 
fore, we do declare and remonftrate to the Wrld, that as 
we have refolved to ftand upon our guards, and defend our 
walls, and not to admit of any Papift whatfoever to quar- 
ter amongft us, fo we have firmly and fincerely determined 
to perfevere in our duty and loyalty to our Sovereign Lord 
the King, without the leaft breach of^t'tiny, or feditiovs 
oppofition to his Royal commands i^ - d fince no othci 
motives have prompted us to this refolution, but thS pre- 
fervation of our lives, and to prevent the plots and ma- 
chinations of the enemies of the Proteftant religion, we 
arc encouraged to hope* that the Government will vouch- 
fafe a candid and favourable interpretation of our proceed- 
ings; and that all his Majefty's Proteftant fubjeSs will m- 
tcrpofe with their prayers to God, their folicitations to the 
King, and their advice and afliftance to us, on this fo ex- 
traordinary and emergent an occafion, which may not only 
have an influence on the reft of the kingdom, but may 
have a probable afpeEt towards the inter eft of the Protef- 
tant religion, and may deferve a favourable regard from 
all the profeflbrs thereof in his Majefty's dominions. 
GOD SAVE THE KING. 
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An Ordsr of the Connctl of War, before the Defeat 
at Claudt-Ford. 

London-Derry, 31ft April, 1689. 
AT a general Council of War then held, it was refolved 
unanimoufly. That on Monday morning then next fol- 
lowing, at 10 o'clock, all officers and foldiersof horfe, dra- 
goons, and foot, and all other armed men whatfover of 
our forces and friends, enlifted and not enlifted, that can 
and will f ght for their Country and Religion, againft Po- 
pcTV, (hall appear in the fitteft ground near Claudy-Ford, 
Lifibrd, and Long-Caufey, as (hall be neareft to their fe- 
veral and re^peSive quarters, there to draw up in battali- 
ons, to be ready to fight the enemy, and preferve our lives, 
amdall that is dear to us, from them; and all officers and 
foldiers of horfe, foot„ and dragoons, and others, that 
are armed, are required to be then and there, in order to 
the purpofe aforefaid, and to bring a week's provifion, at 
leaft, with them for men, and as much forage as they can 
for horfes. 



PROPOSALS made to Colonel Lundy, Governor of 
Derry, by Major Stroud, April 13. 

I. THE faid Major propofed to the faid Governor, to 
defend the Caftle of Raphoe, or demolifli it. 

II. How inconfiderable every troop and company were, 
that went by the names of troops and companies, inftan- 
cing the re^ment of my Lord Mount- Alexander, all then 
di%rfed, except his own troop, and Capt. Upton's troop;

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Dight, the faid Major Stroud writ alfo to the fame cffeft 
and purpofe to the Governor, by Capt. Whaley, who 
delivered the fame letter accordingly ; and if thefe propo- 
fitions had been obferved, the enemy could not have pafled 
the ford : But not being obferved, and on Monday follow- 
ing finding the enemy in good pofture on the other fide of 
the water, drawing battalions down to the ford, he drew 
up what men he could to make oppofition, who cried out, 
that they wanted powder, and mbft of them arms ; and in 
like manner, the Major applying to the fort near Claudy 
Bridge, they alfo cried out, for want of powder; and 
from thence returning to the horfc, he found them break- 
ing ; and after retreating near a mile, prevailed with them 
to rally, in order to bring off the foot, cfpecially the regi- 
ment of Antrim's, which was accordingly done. At the 
fame time, the foldiers told me, that the Governor was 
gone by, and fome others, which made him very earncft to 
be gone, faying, I would keep them there to be cut off. 

DECLARATION of UNION. 
WHEREAS, either by folly or weaknefs of friends, or 
craft and ftratagem of enemies, fome rumours and reflec- 
tions are fpread abroad among the vulgar, that the Right 
Hon. the Lord Blaney, Sir Arthur Rawdon, Lieut.

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the faid Lord Blaney, Sir Arthur Rawdon, and other offi- 
cers and gentlemen fubfcribing hereunto. That they, and 
their forces and foldiers, are entirely united among them- 
fetves, and fully and abfolutely refolved to oppofe th^ Irifh 
enemy with their utnuoft force, and to continue the war 
againft them to the laffi, for their own and all Proteftants' 
prefervation in this kingdom. And the Committee of Lon- 
don-Derry, for themfelves, and for all the Citizens of the 
faid City, do hereby declare, and proteft, and publiih to 
all men. That they are heartily and fincerely united with 
the faid Colonel Robert Lundy, Lord Blaney, Sir Arthur 
Rawdon, and all others that join in this common caufe, 
and with all their force and utmoft power will labour to 
carry on the faid war. And if it (hould happen that our 
party (hould be fo opprefled by the Iri(h enemy, that they 
fhould be forced to retire into the city, for (helter againft 
them (which God forbid), the faid Lord Blaney, Sir Ar- 
thur Rawdon, and their forces, and all other Proteftant 
friends, (hall be readily received into this City, and, at 
much as in us lies, be cheriftied and fupporled by us. —

time to time, will do them tight, and give them reprifals 
of cattle from fuch as have taken them to the mountains.

HAVING this- opportunity, I think fit to let you know 
the gieat and ihoft lamentable difitppointnaent we are un- 
dor.

— Upon 
this, he marchcis from Sligo, and at Ballyfhanny meets a 
letter of Col. Lortdy's, telling him, there was no provi- 
fioi;( for biin at Derry, and that he muft quarter there. 

My 
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My Lord takes hc^e, rides 20 miles in the night, to un- 
dtirftand the meanidg.of there things ; bUt. finds the enemy 
had flopped all the paflages to Derry :'.S6 he returns to 
his men, and there finds that Sligo was alfo poflefled by 
the enemy. You may imagine what a diftradion we were* 
in upon this ; but, with the moft earneft entreaty, we 
prevailed with my Lord to go for Ei^and, to folicit for 
Feii(^. from thence; and are refolded toi:take our (belter 
in lnni(killin. If any thing happen amift to ue,. our chil- 
dren, if they furvive, may curfe your great men for it, &c. 



A LETTER from Colonel Walicer, giving a foil 
Account of the Treachery of the late Governor of 
Lou don-Derry ♦. 

WHEN the LordM-^ y left the garrifon of London- 
Perry, he gave private ordert to the Colonel he 
left Commander in Chief, *' That he (honid pundually 
ohferve whatfoever diredions he (hould receive from him 
from France.*' Now^ fuch were the circumftances of 
that unfortunate Lord, that, being f^fpeded by the late 
King James, and Iook*d upon as the betrayer of that 
kingdom, he had no other way of. infinuating into his fa- 
vom^ and raining his loft reputation with htm, but by 
promifing to make Colonel L-—** an inflniment to brelik 
and ruio the Proteftants, and render them incapable of 
opppfing any army that (hould march agaihft them. 

The deluded Proteftants in Derry, and all over ihe 
North, were extremely overjoyed that they had fo good a 
fbldier for their head 5 one whom th^ really believed to be 
of their own religion, and who feemed to be fo zealoufly 
and warmly affeSed to their intereft ; and therefore they

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entirely relied and depended upon his courage and fidelitj, 
and fubmitted themfelves to his conduS and n^anage. 
ment, never entertaining the leaft fufpicion of him, till it 
was too late ; though it was whifpered in every comer of 
the garrifon^ that he had faid, ^ He would heartily fight 
againft Tyrconnel, but not againft James." At letigtha 
formidable and regular army of. the Irifli marched down 
towards the North ; our forces then having not the leaft 
intimation of their approach, till they came alrooft to the 
towns where our men were garrifoned, which they were 
forced to quit in great diforder and confufion. 
^ TheColondy in the mean time, fat quietly at home, 
neither made any provifion for the frontier garrifons, nor 
give any orders to fortify and fecure them, and oppofe 
the enemy, before they were blooded and animated with 
fucceTs. Soon after, without any oppofition, th^ over* 
run the two great counties of Down and Antrim ; and 
then the Gotonet fent letter after letter to the Lord K-— «n 
at Stigo, where there was good ftore of provifions and 
' forage, to conic and join his horie at laft with the Lagan 
forces. That Lord fent him word, ** That if the horfc 
-came away, the foot would not be perfuaded to continue 
there ; and that he feared there was not fuch plenty of 
provifions for their horfe and men in the Lagan, as they 
had at Sligo,^^ Upon this anfwer, the Colonel fends an 
cxprefs to tny Lord, ^^ That both his horfe and foot 
(hould quit Sligo, and march immediately to the afliftancc 
ofDerry.'* 

My Lord, wearied with thefe importunities, and not in 
the leaft. miftrufting the integrity of the Colonel, advances 
with hk forces, and was followed by all the inhabitants of 
the town. But no fooner were they come to Baliy(han« 
non, 20 miles from Sligo, but they received a meflage 
from the Colonel, " That there was not forage for the 
horfe in the Lagap.** The enemy, by this time, had 

pol^ 
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pofleft themfehres of Sligo, fo thtt tbey were forced to 
tktLj at Baltyfhannon, where both thdr borfe and m^n 
v^ere expofed to the greaieft neceiitm^ aad were alnKMft 
deftroyed for want of piroidiiofis. ' ^ 

Afl this while, the towns of InntfldHin and Ballyfliaa- 
Don had no amnmnilion feat them firdm him^. tho' he had, 
Jrt the fame time, above 500 baan^eb of powder in the 
public ftote-houfe of Derry^ nekher cotifd-hc be pcr- 
fuad<;d by a»iy arguments, to get forage into. l>crry, tboii^ 
the n^ighboinring countty round about him had great quan« 
titles of hay and 6ats> and made a tdmtaryoAer of diem 
.for the fervic^ of flie garrifon* BeGdca^ vaaitht hsA all 
akng defigfted the ruin of that pfarce, atod confequently 
of the Pfoteflan^ incer^ far Ireland ^^ ^^ €^^^ p«(&t 
to every nuan that aA:ed tbem; be ci ide av durjed to poflefs 
them that were the moft bold and refelute, #ith ftrange 
apprehenfions of their dai%er; and, where this fucceecjed 
not, out of the abundance of his aire6dod, he Courted and 
invited others to accept of pafles. 

^Afterwards, when the enemy made their approaches 
nearer Derry, he drew out a body of 700O nw^, pretend- 
ing be would fi^t them at a pafs they were to come over ; 
but, as foon as ever Colonel Sheldon, with his horfe ad- 
vanced, he gave him the fign to come over, and ran away, 
fwearinga great oath, and faying, '^ Gentlemen, I fee 
you will not fight 1" though, at the fame time, they were, 
in all appearance, very zealous and willing to engage. 
From thence he immediately fled to the City, and then 
fhut the gates upon thoufands of fouls, pretending fcarcity 
of provifions, who all either perifhed for hunger, or were 
left as a prey and facrifice to the rage and fury of their in- 
fdting enemies. 

•Soon after, Colonel^ C ■ m and R-i— — ds, with two 
regiments, came to the'afliftance of Derry, whom he dif- 
couraged from (laying, declaring, •• That they had pro- 

vifions 
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Yiliom hot for a very few days, and that tht peopie who 
were in the city vFcre but a rabMe.^* 

Hpwcvcr, ^11 the tranfafiions In their council of war, 
as they called it^ though none were admitted to it biit the 
Colpiid^s OW9 orea^tures, were managed jwith the greateft 
ftcrecyy and, ^e better to dtltidt the garrifon, it was 
^ven out, " That the forces would forthwith land.*' And 
of this they were fo fully pcrfuadcd, that many went 
aboard the ^ips that were in the harbour, to carcfs and 
congratulate the foldiers* fife arrivs^t, \^ho were not fuf- 
fared 10 return again ; but, againft, their inclinations, were 
brought isto En^and. C— *««m, oext day, when on 
board, and, as it was agreed betwixt him and the confede- 
rate Gdonef, fends him a letter, •* That he had difco- 
tered fome fliips at a diftance, vfhich myA needs be fur- 
<h^ iiic9ours defigned for tl^e relief of Deny ; that he 
would fall down to the harbou;r's moulh, and returi? again 
with the reft of the fleet.** This letter was handed up 
and down Derry, to pacify the people, though generally 
they began tp apprehend they were fold and betrayed; and 
in this t;heir fufpicion they were confirmed by a lady, re- 
lated to the Colon^, w)u> had forgot hpr cue, and un- 
warily told a Lieutenant in the garrifon, '^ That C .. ' i - 'm 
^d not defign to land, and that his letter was a mere 
fliam.** After this, C m fet fail, and hovered at a 
little diftance, expefiing the Colonel, who had promifed 
him to make bis efcape^ and go with him forxEngland; 
but the Colonel not coming according to the time ap- 
pointed, he purfued his voyage, and left us under the ap-* 
pjcehfcnfions of immisdiatc deftruSion. But, blefFcd be 
God I we have hitherto made fome tolerable defence for 
qurfelvea^ apd ftili hope to give a good account of the 
plaq^ lamyoMr*s, §rc.

PREFACE. 



THE fmall City of London-Derry having 
been the laft year the fcene of fo great 
and remarkable actions, 'tis hoped that an impartial 
account of them will not be unacceptable to the 
Pttblick. Gratitude to Almighty God obliges us 
to record fo many fignal inftances of his power and 
goodnefs in the prefervation of that people. And 
it is no more than juftice to thofe who either loft or 
eminently hazarded their lives in that caufe, to 
tranfmit the ratemory of thofe fervices by which 
they have fo generoufly expreffed their zeal for the 
Pfoteftant Religion, and their afFedtion to the pre- 
fent Government : 'Tis true, indeed, an account 
of the Siege has been publiflied feveral months ago^ 
and had there not been befides feveral material 
mftakes in it, many paflages entirely omitted that 
were of great importance to fct thofe affairs in 
their true and native light ; or had thofe faults of 
that account been fince fairly corre8ed^ inftcad of 
beuig vindicatedy it would have fuperfeded my 
labour in preparing this Narrative for the publick 
view i in the writing whereof, I am fo far from 
being confcious to myfelf of being biafled by any 
affcdlion to a party, that I have been fparing in 
rcprefcnting fome matters rf faft with all the ad- 
G 2 van- 
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vantage they were capable, Qf» 1^ they 0ioiikl have 

that afpect. 

I have, in this Narrative of Derry, inferted the 
moft material paflages in other parts of Ulfter 
(except Innifkillen^ of ^vhich a (£fHn£t AiCcouii( has 
. been given by another hand), and of Sligo, from 
the Memoirs of fome Perfons of Quality, and others 
that were a^ora u\ thtm ; a ^A^w of juilicc ino te^ 
the Nobility and Gentry in thofici p^rts, who with 
fQ great expew^ of their fprtunei^^ u^ feme of 
thorn with HQ kfe ha^aiid of their liyc»> endeavoured 
the prefeivatipo oi thdtr Country ; for by this Ac- 
count the readei may fee, they didaU tha;t could be 
expeded frona them ^ and the chief caufes towhicli 
their ill fuccefsmuA be aicribed, were their too 
greact confidence in Colonel Lundy-^ pvonoifes imd 
conduct, and thek too early expe^tioM of relbf 
from England. And the behdvioui of thofe of 
them tbatftayed in Derry, and mado up almoft ^^ 
whole of that garrifon, i& fufficient to put that t^ 
proach of Cowardife out of countenanpc, which 
fome (out of defign to coechide them fi-om being 
employed in the redudion of Ireland), have been 
fo induftrious to load them with. I ba^ve added in 
the end, hi& Majefly'9 letters and inftnidtiiDns, 
becaufe they fo fully tnanifeft his Royal care and 
toncein ibt the prefervation, not only of Eterry, 
but of the whole kingdont.

part of the narrative to be reviewed by foch df the 
Officers of Derry as are now in townj feveral rf 
whona^ ais Col. Oq^©«, Col Murray^ J^ieut. Col. 
BMir^ Capt. Alex. Sanderjbn^ &:c. having laeard it 
read in the prefcnce of Sir Arthur Rawden^ Sir 
Arthur iMngfuri^ Q^A.Upion^ and fevcral other Gen- 
tlemen i and being defircd upon every material 
paragraph to objed agatinft any thing either mifre- 
prcfent^ ot omitted in the relation, freely profefled 
their ftflfent to it ; and Dr. Wali&r was acquainted 
with the- defign of publifhing it fomc time before 
he left the town. 

I forefee, indeed, that fome who are concerried, 
may be bffended with feveral paffages that feefti to 
refleft oti f6me particular perfott^, efpecially Col. 
L—jy Dr. JT— f, and Maj. Oeh. JC— * ; to which I 
need only fay, That as I have mentiotied nothing 
relating to them buf «iatters of fa€t ^ i^at are ca- 
pable of all the defnonftf ation that can be reafoi:iably 
expefled, fo this Narrative would have been pal- 
pably imperfeft and defeSive wrthout them. What 
iis (aid of Col. L— y, is no moJne than what was 
neceffary to vindicate the forces at Claudy from the 
imputation of cowardice, tvith whfch he endea- 
voured . to palliate his own coftduft, to givfe the 
true reafon why the chief Officers left the place, 
and to juftify the multitude in cafting off his autho- 
rity, when they faw' him refolvfed on givirig up the 
town to King 7^^^. * t'riiiy AlMge rtie fame as to 
Dr. W—r:, it'\Vas neteflary to take notice of the 
articles againft,him, becaufe they occitfioned th^ 
G 3 ' ma- 
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material change in the Government by the eft?ibli(h- 
ment of the Council of Fourteen. And the other 
paflages were no more than rcquifite to difabufe the 
world, that had been fo grofly impofed on in the 
ridiculous attempts ufed to make not only a Chief 
Governor in the garrifon, but a mighty Hero bf 
that Gentle;nan, not only in the Account publifticd- 
in his own name, but in the papers of others who 
wrote their panegyricks upon him. I Ihall only 
produce one inftance of this kind out of the Obfer- 
vations printed on Mr. W—r*s Account ; fof among 
other Links in the Author's Chain of Miracles (as he 
calls it), this is the fixth : " The unanimous fuffrage 
of the people in eleAing and conftituting Mr. George 
Walker their Commander in Cl^ief, than whom they . 
could not have pitched on a perfon more completely 
adapted to fo capricious an employment, being z, 
man of exquifite parts, having a neat dexterity in 
accommodating the humour of the rabble, a dif- 
creet temper in moderating the diverfity of perfua- 
fipns, a prudent managery of the cominon pro- 
vifions, a vigilant gare in the order of guards, 
watches, and exercife, and an undaunted courage ^ 
in leading them to the moft dangerous enterprizes.'* 
— A very eloquent paragraph, that gives us the true 
idea of a complete Governor ! only the Author had 
done better to beftow it on Mn W—r in fome part 
of the world where he is not yet fo well known ; 
fojr if all the oth^t ^nks v^Yn^ Chain of Miracles 
were like this, I am afraid that even in London, as 
as well as at Derry, it would be miftakcnfor a fmall 
Legend; for he does not feem fo much in this charac- 
ter 
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ter to have confidered what w^s true, as what would 
reprefent his imaginary Governor and General a$ 
great and extraordinary. But fince Gov. Baker has 
been thus injurioufly pilfered of feveral of his de- 
ferved plumesj and Mr. fT— -r adorned with them, 
it was but common juftice to reftore them to the 
right owner. ' For what Maj. Gert.X— /i did after the 
Siege, it could not be omitted without difappointing 
the juft expedations of the Reader, to knpw what 
treatment the greateft part of that dcferving people 
met with from him, efpecially when fo very differ- 
ent from his Majefty's declared fenfe of their Ser- 
vices : And the rather becaufe his carriage fince to 
the Gentry, and other inhabitants of the North of 
Ireland, has been but too agreeable to it. And I 
may juftly add, that I have been fo far from aggra- 
vating thefe matters beyond juft bounds, that I 
have omitted feveral things relating to thefe three 
Gentlemen, that were not inconfiderable, becaufe 
not fo neceflary or pertinent to this Narrative. 

Leaft any fliould think there is on the other hand 
too much faid of fome particular perfons, who were 
^(f\ive in the Siege, I (hall fo far prevent that oh- 
jedtion, as to affure the Reader, that as there is 
nothing mentioned concerning them, but what they 
really did, fo feveral things have not. been taken 
notice of, tho' to their advantage, becaufe lefs con- 
fiderable than what is here related. 

One defeat indeed I muft acknowledge in this 
Account, viz. Th^t feveral, efpecially of the infe- 
rior 
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rior officers and common foldiers, did excellent fer* 
vic$9 And Ihewed great coumge in the fallicB, wbofe 
names and particular ai^ions it was impoflible for 
mt to recover. But what I could lean?; diat wat 
muft rettiarkablc, I have rcprefcnted with all the 
impartiality I could, having been rather fparing 
than lavifli in the few charadters given of fuch as 
were moft ufefui. 

Having iaid thus, much to obviate any cavils 
againft the enfuing relation, I (hall conclude this 
Preface with a few refledions on the contents of it. 

r. STy&g fffi atfenr^ts tf Derry for iistnvh frt^ 
fetvattofiy 'om-e njery jufiifiable. 

There were but too ftrong grounds to fufpcQ: a 
general defign of the Irilh Papift? againft the Britifh 
Prot«ftants> and particularly of the Ultoghs^ who 
had given the earlieft deraonftrationB of their cruel 
difpofition in the Rebellion of 41, and engraven it 
in the moft bloody charafters : Of what fort of 
men the Earl of Antrim's regiment (defigned to 
garrifon there) was made up, the Narrative giv^s a 
fhof t but true account. And as thefe prefumptions 
of their extraordinary danger, were riie only argu- 
ment that induced a few youths at firft to fhut the 
gates, and the graver dttzens loon after to concur 
with them for their own defence ; fo the argument 
carries that weight and ftrength with it, that will 
fufficiently clear them from any imputation of dif- 
loyalty or fedition, in the judgment of all that are 
not Bigots for unlimited non-refiftance. To aflert, 

that 
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that in dicfe circumftanccs, they mightnot juftly 
deny entrance to the Irifli foldiers, till they had rc^ 
fiionftrated their danger to the Government, is in 
efleft to fay, they fliould have taken no meafures 
j to prevent their own imminent ruin, but fuch as 
j were fore to come too late. And perhaps if thofe 
! Gentlemen that have fo freely cenfured them, had 
been in their cafe, their Fears would for once have 
brought them into their Wits } far whatever paffion 
they feem to have for a notion they have fo long 
valued themfelves upcMi, as their Shihholethy I dq 
not fee that they are more fond of flavery and de- 
ftru^ion than other men, when themfelves are in 
any danger of it. For what they did afterwards, in 
proclaiming King William and Qyeen Mary, and 
confequently in oppofing King James's army, the, 
example of England, and the dependance that Ire- 
land has on it, fets thofe actions above the need of 
any apology for them. 

% '7/> not very eafy to fnd a parallel injlance in 
Hiftory^ where fo^reat ijjue^ depended on the Defence 
or Surrender of fo jmall a place. 

Had Dcrry been furrendercd, the whole kingdom 
of Ireland had been entirely loft, and particularly 
that brave people of Ennilkillen (whofe rcfolute 
oppofition did not a little contribute to the prefer- 
vation of Derry), had been unavoidably expofed as 
a facrifice to the fury of the Iri(h. King James 
might have poured fo confiderable a force into 
Scotland, as would not only have embroiled that 

king- 
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kingdom (for that was done by a few), but in all 
human probability either over-mn it, or at leaft 
turned it into a field of blood ; and how difficult a 
talk it would have been in thofe circum&tnces to 
have fecured the peace of England, where there 
were fo many dangerous fymptoms of dKaffedtion 
among too many, and a ftrange ferment among all, 
is too eafy to imagine. But the defence of that 
place, as it obviated all thefe difmal evils, fo it 
has in a great mcafure blafted all the other defigns 
of the Popifli fadion againft Britain, and facilitated 
the redu<^\ion of Ireland, the very flower of King 
James's army having perirtied, and the courage of 
fuch as furvived funk before our walls. 

3. And yet fcarce ever did a people defend fo weak 
a place with fo invincible refolution^ under greater 
difcouragements. 

The Englifli forces, fent for their afliftance, upon 
Col. Lund/^ reprcfcnting the condition of the town 
as defperate, returned, and all their principal officers 
perceiving how affairs were managed, came with 
them. After which, Col. Lundy and his Council 
were only folicitors to make the beft terms they 
could for themfelves. When their authority was 
broke by the threats of thofe whom they called the 
Rabble, there was fcarce a man left of any confi- 
derable reputation for experience or condudt in 
ixiilltary affairs. They had too great reafon given 
them to fear fome treacherous friends within, as well 
as a powerful enemy without their gates. They 

could 
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could fcarce rcafonably expedl any "afliftancc from 
England, when thofe font before, had left the 
place as hopelefs. The (hips that came afterwards 
under the command of Major Gen. K—ky never 
made any attempt to come up, when they had no 
obfiacle but what the caftlc of Culmore could give 
them, and had all the advantages of wind and tide 
to favour them ; nor did they make any eflay, till 
the time we were relieved, notwithftanding the 
frequent figns we made to them of our diftrefled 
condition. And fome weeks after their appearance 
in the Lough, mod of them were gone out of ouf 
fight, fo that we had litde hope of relief by them. 
And yet, tho* Sicknefs and Famine then daily fwept 
off great numbers (for 'tis thought no lefs than 
io,obO'died during the Siege, befides thofe that died 
foon after), we would not hear of furrendering, 
while there was any poffibility for the garrifon to 
fubfift. 

4. The conduS of Divine Providence^ in thepre^ 
fervaiion of thai City^ deferves our iidndration and 
thankful acknowledgements. 

Befides what has been already fuggefted, or is 
more fully obferved in the relation itfelf, I may add, 
That thofe few youths fliould firft (hut the gates 
againft the: Earl of Antrim's regiment, when not 
one perfon of note in the town durft openly concur 
with them ; that the multitude ftiould obftrud the 
furrender of it when figned by Gol. Lundy and his 
Council, after the principal Officers had left it, and 
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refolufely ftdvemwc on the defence of it^ uticfcr fo 
many and great difadvantages^ kK)k6 like the eflfe<% 
of fome tetraordinary impulfe on their nainds. To 
what call we afcribe it, that in Co many fellies, we 
fliould loofe fo very few men (not above 80 in aU)> 
and kill Co con&derabie numbers of the enemy, many 
more of whom are alfo reckoned to have died of 
their wounds, than fell in the field, and it is fup- 
pofed betwixt 8 and 9000 in all periflied during the 
the Siege : That fo many bombs thrown into the 
town (hould do no more mifchief, (nay, fome of 
them by tearing open the ground, difcovered fome 
conctelcd prdvifions, which put us on fearching Cat 
more with good fuccefs) : That fo many thoufand 
Protcftants, whom the enemy had driven to the 
walls, fhould be fo foon difmill again, and the Ihots 
we made at them, while at a difiance and unknown^ 
only fmgle out their enemies — To what can we at- 
tribute this, but the immediate care and protection 
of Heaven ? — And that when we were reduced to 
fuch dcfperate neceffities, thofe .two fliips fhoiild 
fo boldly attempt, and fo fuccefsfuIFy (even tho* 
the wind failed them) efFeft our relief after the 
enemy had made the utmoft preparation to oppofe 
them, looks as if the Almighty cho(e our extremity, 
and the very difficulties of our dcliv«iance, to en*- 
hance the glory of his power in it* The French 
cruelty in driving fo many of our frienids before the 
towri, confirmed, inftead of weakening our refolu? 
tioh to maintain it : Thofe many Protefta^te that 
at the beginning of the Siege left the City, and 

took 
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took prf>te£^ioi>, and even the gi^eat numbers that 
cli^d the kft fix weeks of tha Sege, made thc& pro 
vifiops kA\ thfi k)i>ger, whkh had they failed Iponw , 
jteecflity wpuld have forced us to fufemit to an 
ewaged eiwrny, wbofe treaties we had fq little giound 
to rely ofi, ^nd frpm whoai we could eJtpeift ft) 
little mercy after fo obftinate an oppofition* 

5. ilTow dijingenuous^ as w'ttt asfoolijhy have the at- 
tmipu effamfi b^en^ ta ^S^ofi ^he hommr oftha^ aSions 
to tf ^r/y— Efpecially when tins wa^ doiie with fo 
gro^ paripatity, as to monQpQli3e it to that party^ 
which tho' about equal to the other, in the uumber 
of field Officers, yet was far exceeded by the other 
in the number of inferior Officers, and could not 
(according to the exadleft computation we could 
make), claim above i in 1 5 of the common fol- 
diers, I fliould not have taken the leaft notice of 
this, if the palpable tmfreprefentaiions in the Ded. 
Epiille of the former Account, and renewed in the 
Vindication of it, had not obliged me to it. 

6. Jlje treatment that people met with from Major 
Gert. K — k feems very hard and unaccountable — But 
on this and the former remark, 'tis needlefs to en- 
large ; for where things fo plainly fpeak themfelves, 
'lis but officious impertinence to make any tedious 
comments upon them. 

Seve- 
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Seireral circumftances have concurred to delay 
the publication of this Narrative; ITaw not Dr. 
Ws Account till December, and could not come 
Udier before the end of January, and have fince 
fycDt (bme time in waiting for Papers, and confult- 
ing filch as were capable of giving me any further 
information. 



If I have omitted the mentioning of any perfons' 
names, who might have merited well in the gar- 
rifon, I declare it is not done of defign, but for 
want of juft information. 



NARRATIVE, &c. 



THE noife of the Prince of Orange's intended defcent 
into England in autumn 1688, and the preparations 
made in Holland for that purpofe, extremely a> 
farmed the late King James : He to ftrengthen himfelf 
the more efiedually againft this eicpe£ted invafion, com- 
.manded ovjcr from Ireland feveral regiments of the (landing 
forces there, who were by that time fo modelled, that 
they confifted ahnoft entirely of Irifti Papifts, and on 
thcfc he feemed to rely as his fureft friends ; a fatal miftake 
in his politics, though all of a piece with thofe other 
meafures which his own inclinations as well as the great 
zeal of his Prieft-ridden Cabal fuggefted to him ; for his 
army here could not bear it, to fee themfelves out-rivalled 
by a crew ctJScuUogues in their Prince's favour, and he 
could not havrf brought any gueftsinto the Englifli nation 
more unwelcome. To fupply the room of thefe regi- 
ments in Ireland, the Earl of Tyrconnel, then Lord Deputy, 
iffued out conuniffions for levying four new regiments in 
the four provinces of that kingdom : Of that to be raifed 
in Ulfter, the Earl of Antrim (an eminent Papift in the 
North), was made Colonel; which regiment (as 'twas 
commonly reported), he was ordered to have compleat 
an^ ready about the 20th of November then enfuing. The 
Lord Mountjoy's regiment of foot (a well difciplined bat- J 

talion), was then garrifoned in and about London-Derry, 
and their Colonel, feveral of the Officers, and fome of 

the 
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the Soldiers, being Proteflants, the inhabitants of that 
, city looked on their being there as a great fecurity to them, 
and dreaded the thoughts of their removal. But the Lord 
Tyrconnel, either out of defign to fecure himfclf the 
better at Dublitt, or (aswasfaid), with an intent to fend 
that regiment over to England, ordered them to march 
up from Derry towards DubGn by the 23d of >Kovember< 
It was expefted the Lord of Antrim's regiment would by 
that time be in readinefi to fucceed them, and garrifon in 
their fteadj but it fell out very happily, that they were 
not compleatly raifed, 'till about a fortnight after the 
Lord Mountjoy*s left that city. Some afcribe this delay, 
partly to a report then current anMMig the Irifli, that the 
new levied folcfiers were to be all traofported for England, 
to which few of them had any great ftomach, and theic- 
fore they came in but fiowly ; partly to the curiofity of ' 

the Government, in appointing a ftandard for the ftature 
of their new levied foldicrs, who were to be all near fix * ' 
feet -high ; 'tis probable,' out of defign of having their ^ 

army the more uniform, and formidable for their bulk, ^ 

whatever they were for their courage. ' ' 

But whatever occafioned that delay, it cannot but be * 

owned as a rdmarkable Providence, that a vacancy fo ^ 

(cldom known before, fhould fo ftrangely happen there in *^ 

thb junchnrc. The Lord Mountjoy's rc^ment being gone, ^ 

. the care of the city was committed to Jo/in Buchanan, ^ 

Deputy Mayor to the Irijb Corporation (a perfon of no * 

good reputation in the town), who modelled the town- ^ 

guards as he thought fit : But the news . of this new re-. ^ 

giment of the Earl of* Antrim's being intended to quarter * 

there, was very unwelcome to the inhabitants. They had ' 

a certain account, that they were all of them entirely i 

Papifts ; and many, both of the Officers aqd Soldiers, the ' 

offspring, or near relations, of thofe, who, in the Rebellion ^ 

of 1641, had fo deeply embrued their bands in Britilh 9 

and 
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Ukd Protcftam blood : Anj they had too juft reifon to 
believe that theft Rake-hetls (who were the very fcom 
ct the country), had the hereditary inefinations, as welt 
» the blood of their anceflors runninjg in their vcim : 
And their partieular averfioh to this re^iftient was height- 
ened by , the ftppfehenfions which they generaHy had of 
feme mifehievotts projed hatching among the Irifli Papifta 
agaisA the whole body of Britifh Proteflants. And thefe 
fears did not want very jH'obable grounds to ^pport them ; 
feme of whkh it will not be improper to fuggeft. Many 
ef theh' Priefls at theh* ordinary Mafles had declared pub- 
Bckly to their people, •* That they had fome great defign 
in hand, which would highly concern them and all their 
nation, whereof they fliould hkve particular notice, as* 
foori as it was convenient ; that it was tKeii' indifperifable 
dnty at the perilof their fahratibri, to do whaitever their ' 
Priefts (hoiild direft and -enjoin them, requiring them ' In 
the mean timer Wbify a^d fiimifh themfelves with 'the 
bcft weapons they could." Arid the ftbries<5f this kind 
told hy fonie of the Irifh' themfelves, galnt^ the more cre- 
dit, whieh it was obfttved, that generally through the whole 
kingdom, not only the men, but the women and boys too 
began to fiirnifti themfelves with fkeahes and half pikes; it 
being, the great bufinefs of the Irifh finiths in the couiitfy 
to make this fort of arftis for them : Theft were afterwards 
called RappareeSf a fort of fcifh Vultures that followed 
their armies tp prey on the fpoil, I fhall iiot mention the 
many bold and threatening difcourfes tliat pften dtop^k from 
many of thcn^, efpecially when liquor had a rrttle'w^fmcct 
their bjopfl, or upon occ^fional quarrels : But Imufti^ot 
^mit^ thajt as fciveial ^nfvJtbiope of. the |ri(H Clergy were

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pend. The greatcft events in the chain of Providence 
being often fo contrived by cxquifite wifdom, as to hang 
upon the flendereft links in it. 

This fudden turn extremely furprized the graver citizens 
of the, town, who tho* loth enough the Irifli foldiers ibould 
enter it, yet dreaded the confequences of fliuttmg them 
otft : But the .Deputy Mayor, the Sheriffs, the two Irifli 
Officers, with other Papifc, and fome Proteftants accom- 
panying them, came tp the market place, and both by 
promifes and by threats endeavoured to prevail on the 
Mobile to defift from fo rafli an enterprize, but all in vain. 
'They had in the mean time fent forae to fecure the. maga- 
zine, which the Mobile perceiving, <5ent a party to feize it ; 
one of whom (viz., Mr. Canipfie), being fliot by the cen- 
tiiiel^ one Linegar, a reputed Papift, was feize4 and fent to 
gaol, and the noife.of Campfie's being wounded encreafed 
both the number and the refolution of the mob. In the 
mean time the Bilhop of Derry, with others came to the 
market place, and made a fpeech to the niultitude to 
difluade them from fo inconfiderate an undertaking, wherein 
he reprefented to them both the danger of it to themfelves, 
and the unwarrantablene/s of it, as it was a difobedience 
to their Sovereign! But the dangers they faw at prefent 
^J^^^. greater impreffion on them than any they feared for 
the future ^ and their dull heads could not comprehend how- 
it could be a great crime to fliut the gates againft thofe 
whom they believed fent thither to cut their throats; 
and they^ were too much concerned to make good what 
they had now done, to hear any long harangues about 
it : The Deputy Mayor alfo attempted once mpre to dif- 
fuade them, but to no purpofe. The Irifli foldiers in the 
niean time flood at the gate, fretting at their prefent dit 
appointment, that they fliould be forced to wait like Scound- 
rels, where they hoped .to domineer as Lords, until one 
James Morrifon, a citizen, having in vain warned them 

to 
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to be gone, call'd out aloiid^ ** Bring about a great gun 
here;" the very name whereof fent them packing in great 
hafle and fright to their fellows on the other fide the 
water. 

Hitherto the multitude afted without the leaft publick 
countenance from any of confiderable liote or figure in the 
town^ till that afternoon came in David Cairns, Efq; who 
having received a full account of what was done, and their 
inducements thereunto, declared openly his approbation 
of it, commending their courage, and afluring them of his 
Utmoft afliftance; and thereupon went round the walls, 
and to the gates, encouraging their guards and centinels, 
and returned to the main guard again, to ihew his con- 
currence with them : He endeavoured alfo to- poiTefs others 
of note in th^e town, with a juft fcnfc of the necefllity of 
taking this courfe to fecure themfelves at that dangerous 
junfture, and feVeral began to appear more openly in the 
matter, as entertaining the fame apprehenfions, fo as that 
night he, Mr. Norman, Mr. ]emmet,i Mr. Tho. Mon- 
creiffe, Mr. James Lenox, and feveral others, being come 
into the guard-houfe, updin . ftwne difcourfe there of their 
inability to defend thenifelves, without confiderable adif- 
tance, wrote to feveral gentlemen in the country, to ac- 
quaint them with what was done, to reprcfent their common 
hazard, and the neceffity of their concurrence for their 
common defence and fafety : To whidh letters they re- 
ceived various returns, fome approving the attibn, and 
promifing their afliftance ; others difcouraging what they 
thought fo bold an enterprise. Befides thefe, one letter 
came afterwards, direSed to Mr. Cairns, from aNon-con- 
formift Minifter in InniikiHen, which- bceaufe it ihews 
how early the inhabitaiits of that town agreed with thofe 
of Derrv, both in their refolutions, and the reafons of 
them , I (hall here infert.

•• AFTkR an alarm if an intendtd majfdtrti theft snte

. About the fame time, the prtHcliMJ bhabitahts of In* 
niftiUen wtotc a letter to the fame porpofc to their friends 
at Derry : Others in the town wrote to the Govcmmeoi; 
to eJKcufe thcmfelvtt, and lay the blame on the Mobile— . 
I ibpuld add here^ that the potent being more^iarrowly in- 
fpe^^, was found dcfeOiw; for 'twas in Ac body of it 
to -provide quartera for the Captains hereaftet: aanied^ and 
their men, whereai Acre ^as.no Captaia nanoed at all. 

And thus ended this remarkable 7th of December. 

Good guards are kept within and without ' the walls 
that night. And the next day, the 8th of Decennb^, finoe 
they wanted both arms and ammunition, they broke open, 
the magazine^ and took out thence about 150 mufkets^ 
with fome quantity of match, and one barrel of powder^ 
and bullets proportionable. There was in the magazine 
at that time but abput 8 or 9 barreU of powder in all, and 
about 2 more in the town (2 or 3 of thofein.thc magazine, 
were, not fit for ufe). There were but few arms fixed, 
and. thofe defigned for the Irifti regiment, the reft being 
about 1000 more, were much out of order. The Bifliop 
that ..day left the town, and went to Raphoe: But the 
fight of feveral from the neighbouring parts of the coun- 
try, whom the fear of an intended maflacre drove thither 
for fecurity ; the rumour of a defign among th^ Papifts 
to fire the city ; and the rude carriage of fome of the 
Irifli foHiers in their quarters over the water, drew many 

more 
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more of the tbwii fo join With the rtibb, for their coiii- 
mon prerervatbfi. Atid ytt I thnft tdi, th^ D^rhcn to^ 
wards the btttet fettfiiig of thfeif gttaf A, they took an 
ctafik account of all Mrithili th€ Wftlls able to bear ann$^ 
they tli<! not in aH artioufit *o 300, (b de(^ulit«d was the 
town at that thtte • the fuburb^ vnti^ nit nttttibtt-ed, Tmt 
it wks bdieved they coilld not mhkt tt€*t" fo mafty more, • 
Thit day the City ^as cleared of the greateft part of 
thePapifts iti it, and a conVcttt of Doitiinican Friars packed 
bff. The Earl of Antrim lodged that ilight at NrttLima- 
vady, with Mr. Phillips, vjfhotn hfe carried with him next 
day in his ccach towkrds Dertry (being the 9th, the fatal 
day for the expcAed maflacre). The poft-fetters that 
morning brought the news of the Prince of Denmark, 
and the Duke of Ormond's, 8rc. igoing over to the Prince 
of Orailge, which gave us no fmall encouragement ; and 
Ald.Tomkins, by the afliftance of Mr .Gordon's influence 
on his i^Ople, feftt a confiderable number into town, 
under the command of young Mt. Tomkins, as their Cap- 
tain. For joy of the good news from En^and, the 
gunner was Ordered to difehatge tiivo of their beft guns 
which he accordingly did ; this put the Irifh foldiers on 
the other fide of the water into no fmall confternation • 
about the fame time one t3cof ge Cook, a butcher, drew 
up 50 or 60 bovS On the ihore at the Ferry-quay^ whom 
the Irifh tbok for La^annrs (famous for the viaories' 
they obtained over the Rebels iti 1641); fcoii after Mr. 
Tomkins and Mr. Gordon appear on a hill near them 
with about 3^ or 40 horfe, having no Afign of diftorbing 
them: But all theft tirctimftantes f^ lacfcily concur- 
ring to heighten liiieir fe^rl of tome («iddeii deftriidioii 
c^fttifig On tkem^ pat Aem on fo hafly a flight, that mady 
of 'their ofliicets Mt their boots, Und foldierit their cpata 
bAlri^l them: Thdt Celoftel, the Earl ©f Antrim, ao.

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the town, and having heard from his men a very frjghtf u 
ftoiy, thought fit to fend Mr. Phillips into town before 
him, to bring him word whether they would adnait him-! 
felf, and who commanded the town i Mr. Phillips, as 
coming from the enemy, was with fcHne difficulty adn 
milted, under a guard, but fbding he was no way dif-^ 
afTe&ed to the defign, but rather inclined to join with 
them in their own defence, the guard was taken off; 
yet upon his defire to Mr. Cairns, who then coinmanded 
in town, that fome colour of force might be put upon 
him in what he did, he was publickly threatened with 
confinement if he did not concur with them : He was 
permitted to acquaint the Earl with his being detained 
there, , whom in his letter he dif^ouraged from Qoming 
thither ; upon receipt thereof, the Eafl went back to 
Colerain, where he endeavoured to rally his fcattered 
regiment. And the City confidering their own circumk 
ftances, to encourage the Gentlemen in the country, whofc 
aid they expeSed, and to engage Mr. Phillips the i^iore 
to their intereft, with Mr. Cairns bis concurrence, be- 
ilowed on him the title of their Governor, which he ac- 
cepted. 

In the mean time it was thought expedient to write up 
to the Lord Moyntjoy, then at Dublin (in whofe friend- 
fhip they had great confidence), fome account of what 
had paffed, that he might interpofe with the Lord Tyr-» 
connel on their behalf, and do his utmoft to allay his 
refentments ; and accordiqgly they fent his Lordfhip a 
letter (which becaufe it confirms the foregoing relation, 
I have annexed at the end), expeding that he would com- 
municate it to the Lord Deputy. 

On the loth, Capt. Forward and Mr. Wm. Stewart 

brought about 2 or 300 horfe into the City, and Mr. John 

Cowan of St. Johnftown a company of foot, which they 

offered to our fervice. .. But finding the need not only of 

, . more 
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more men^ but chiefly of arms. |ind ammunitions the Gty 
unanimoufly ch<^e David Cairns, Efq; to fend over at their 
Agent to England^ giving him a large letter of credence^ 
and full inftniSions under the hands and feals of the Chiefs 
then in town* He had with him alio a letter to the 
Society in London, which I. have, in the end inferted; 
a private Key was alfo <;ontrived to hold correfpondence 
with them. 

This day the townfmen were formed into fix companies 
of foot, under the. command of

Dec. I ith, Mr. Cairns went for London. The fame 
day Gov. Phillips went to Newtown, and in a few days 
returned with about 3 or 40Q bprfe: Wm.

Soon after letters from Dublin inform us, that the Lord 
Tyrconnel had ordered the Lord Mountjoy and Lieut. Col. 
Lundy, with 5 companies of their regiment, to come down 
afid reduce this City to its former obedience : But our 
friends there cautioned us againft the receiving of them, 
and the City, was generally averfe t<> it, and yet that theit 
adions might not. be. miilnterpretefi, :tjiey endeavoured to 
xeprefent the reafpns.of them in a declaration, which they 
publiihed about this time< 

When the Lord Mountjoy came to Omagb, he fent 
Capt.; M'Caufl^nd with a melfage to this City, defiring

itpdn which Oipt. N^^rniatt, and Mt. Jtohh Mogredge, wetc 
ftnt «» hfe4r his prt)pofak, -who at thdr return gav* rf- 
Tura^ce of hid Ldrdfliip's being felly cmpo^mned to ca^ 
pitukte> and that he wouM on the fbrrendef of the gar- 
rifon^ with otlt artiis, ptocure a free and general patdon 
for what wad paft^ ^t^efc terms our two Envoys did ear- 
jieftly follcit us to accept, though in vain). But beCaufe 
thcfc two had no power to conclude afty thing, his Lord- 
(hip defired there might bfe Commiffibnert with full pow^r 
to treat with him at Mount-Gaveiin. 

Accordingly the Governor, Geo. Phillips, Efq; Capt. 
Alex. Tomkios, Horace Kennedy, Efq; Lieut. Wm. Crook- 
Oianks, and Lieiit. Jaities Lenox, were empowered by 
the City to treat and conclude, who after a fuH heating 
of his Lordfliip*s propofals, would comply on ^o other 
term3 than the getting a iVoteftant garrifon, and liberty 
to keep their watches and arms as^ formerly, as alfo a free 
and general pardon under the Great Seal, which his Lord- 
fliip declared he cotild not grant, a*nd fo they parted with- 
out any oonclufioft, his Lordfllip then faying, he would 
next morning come to the gates and demand 6ntrafice\ 
They returning with the report of thefe paffages, we began 
to examine again the ftores of ammunition, and found only- 
fix barrels of powder, a few arms unfixed, and moft of 
the guns unmounted for want ef Carriages. Soon ^fter 
hi]> Lordfliip appear? at the fiifhopVgatc, where for fome 
time he was made to ftand (upoil a warm debate within, 
whether. he (hould be admitted). At length out of ref- 
ped to his Lordihip^ ht was fullered to enter, who being 
very imporhmatc for an accommodation ; there were 1 1 
perfons of the Gity fttod Country' appointed to treat with 
him, viz.

His Lordftiip went foon after, together with Chief 
Baron Rice, to France, where inftead of obtaining an 
order for the Irifli to lay down their arms, he was made 
a prifoner hi the Bafiile. 

The Lord TyrtSqiinel defigning to mufter up all hi^ 
ftrength a^ainft us, orders Ueut. Col, I^pndy to faid up ^ 
the four C0fnp,anics which were not brought into the City> 
as well as the other two : But rathar tba« lofe fo many 
good arms, we were induced to receivs them ; and having 
wcH purged them of Papifts, we unanimoufly contur, and 
Iteep our joint guards by de^chments out of thefe fix com- 
panies, and our own fix companies ;> whidi tht Lord Tyr- 
connel bctng advertifed of, iffiies a Proclamation to all 
parts of the North, difcharging the Britilh therein froni 
aflenKbUfig together, by way of troops and companies, &c. 
But the Proteftants were too fenfible of the neceftity of 
defending themfelves, to pay any great deference to fuch 
a ProclaitK^ion : And particularly at D^ry, they went 
on with thdr preparations for their own fafety, having 
been early -encouraged thereto by the Nobility and Gentry 
of the counties of Down and Antrim, who, by a meflage 
fait Aemby Wm. Comngharti, Wq; declared then* ap- 
probation of what they had done, and afliired them of 
their utmoft affiftance : But they were not altogether , 
pleaicd wilh Liindy*6 management of aflairs. He had, 
againft the mind of the Committee for the City, choft Mr. 
Norman, Lieut. Colonel, and one Hill, Major to his re- 
giment. He fopn after difcharged the City companies 
from keeping their guards, and rrfiifcd them ammunition : 

I And 
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And litrhen upon complaint made, he reftored th^m, lie 
would but allow one City Officer to the guards, and en- 
deavoured to bring them under the command of his own ^ 
Officers. Thefe things difgufted the City, but they thought 
it not a fit time to contend about them. 

Having given this brief account of what paffed at Derry, 
from the (irfl (hutting the gates, till the defcent of the 
Irifli army, it will not be improper to pve fome relation 
of the moft material paflages that happened in other parts 
of Ulftcr, before they approached thofe walls. — — [Here 
follows a relation of" the principal tranfaSions which took 
place in different parts of Ulfter previous to the commence- 
ment of the fiege of Derry, from the Memoirs of Lord 
Blaney, Lord Kingfton, &c. *] 

What happened of moment from the time of the forces 
of Antrim fleeing to Colerain, to* the time of their de- 
ferting, I (hall extrad out of a diary of Sir Arthur Raiv« 
don's ; the relation of what paffed at Portgknone, was 
drawn up by another hand. 

March 15th, 1689.— The forccs^of the North-eaft part 
of Ulfter came to Colerain, of which inunediate notice 
was fent to Col. Lundy, then at Derry. 

1 6th. — The next day, feyeral of the North^aft Officers 
went to fee Col. Lumfy, to ^dvife what meafures fhould 
be taken, and met with him about two or three miles 
from N:Lemavady, and turned back with him and Col. 
Guftavus Hamilton to Colerain : Col. Lundy faid that 
he could not fpare ammunition to defend Colerain, and

• The news of the landing of the Prince of Ortnge wa» very acceptable 
to ** the generality of the ProtcftantB of Ireland/*'»In particular, the Pref- 
byterian Miniflers of Ulller were the firft to fend an Addrefs to the Prince, 
to congratulate him on his fafe arrival, and ruccefs in his glori^ps under- 
taking, and aflfarmg his Higboefs of iheir readinefs to ferve his intereft to the 
utmofl of their power.

Joho Abemeihy. ^ 
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therefore thought it advifeable to quit the town as foon 
as it ihould be attacked, for he faid he had not 4O bari'ek 
of powder, but aflured us he had ptovifion td hold out a 
year: And further added, that he would take care' to 
bring all the ftacks of corn and hay into Dtrry, which 
were then in great numbers on the road, but never did it. 

The Commonalty at Cblerain fufpeSed Col. Lundy, 
and when he was going towards the bridge, to view the 
jtown, they imagined he was going away, and drew up 
the bridge, and the guard prefented their muikets and 
pikes at him. 

It was conclnded, that becaufe there was much to do 
at Derry, to fortify and provide it withftores ; that Gol. 
Lundy fliould remain in Derry, and Col. Guftavus Hamtkbn 
manage the. field, he having been chofeh Governor of the 
county of Donegal before. 

1 8th. — Lieut. Col. Whitney was ordered to be upon 
the guard, with his men, at the bri<%e of Cblerain, fearing 
leaft the townfinen Ihould again draw up their brieve to 
hinder Lundy V going away, who that day went to Derry. 

20th. — ^It was ordered by the Committee of Derry, that 
a ravelin Ihould be built to defe^nd' the BifliopVgate, and 
money was ordered for it. \ -■■ 

Several fums of money were alfb ratfed for the gar- 
rifon of Colerain. \ 

And becaufe it was fufpeded and given out by fome, 
that in cafe the forces were beaten at Colerain, the town 
of Derry Would not let diem into thdr gates, a paper 
was drawn up by the Committee, and figned by the chief 
of the Inhabitants and Officers, both of the town and 
country, being an agreement to ftand together, and fuo- 
cour each other, and this was proclaimed in the Market- 
houfe, to the great fatisfadion df all. 

2 1 ft. — Capt. James Hamilton arrived with 480 barrels 
of powder, anps, and ammunition (as was faid for 2000

Put. inftcad thereof, mod of: the gen- 
tleinen An .board were, defired. to withdraw, -.on. pretence 
of private bufinefs : So that;if.,Lundy was fworn, it was 
very,iMrivatfly. ; Amd' it wa^ much wondered at,- that 
when the Committee of Derry, and the Officers, ^e next 
day^: de^red that Lutt^y might tak« tht oaths before t£em 
all,) for- their greater Tanisfadion, he abTohitely refufed it, 
<Hi 'pretence of hasntig tAen.th^mon board thfe day before. 
Mr* Cha. -Hamilton,. Mr. -Wnar^Stewatt, and jothers re- 
fufed them ; but the Mayor, .^eriffs. Aldermen, and alt

^o- Derry, nor hpw dtfp0fed of, there, beiog but 30 muf- 
ketsgiv!entoeach;r^mt»^ aadljioiigh (/brides the money 
which came over), confiderahkj fwils vrer* raifedjn town, 
yet it was beHevM thsft h^- of it w^ dHpoTed for the 
public ufe. 

' a4th.(— C0I4 Quflayus BacaiJlion< called a Council of 
War at Colerfun> ancf repr^tented to the Officers, that the 
want 9f, ammunition .wOMld.ftiak^ them' a prey to die 
enemy, and that therefor* it were beft t0 ^ir the town, 
and retire tt) Derfy: In rthjB. mean tiii^e. the.., enemy af^:. 
.pearcd with feme fquadrons «f horfe before the town, 
wfaidimadie ailr^ir to the ramfMirt^, and biiidelred tiuit-* 
ting of the town, which elie bad bees done^ Tome, ramb- 
ling ftiot were«made at td»e eaemy, who thereupon re- 
tired. 

25 th 
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25 th. — About' 2 o'clock in the momng, a ft-e kap^ 
pened in an out-hooie near, our magazine^ whiiith made 
m fnCpeSt treachery, and we sLligot to the ramparts ; but 
the fire being extinguifhed, and no enemy appearing, aM 
was quieted. 

27th.F-^About 8^* in the morning, the whole army, under 
the command of Lieut. Gen. Hamilton, appeared before 
our ramparts, and advanced within about 50 yards of 
them, under fhelter and covett ofhedges and ditches, which 
particular^tnterefl had hindered us f#om throwing down ; 
this was on Biind-gate fide; and near the Church, the 
mill fheltered them within 40 yards of a baflii^n. They 
rai&d two batteries, one of three guns, which played upon 
\the bridge and blind-gate, their defign being to break down 
the bridge, and hinder our efcape, they not doubting of 
making themfelves mailers of the to#n, ahd to that end 
made feveral ftiot at the bridge, and feveral at blind-gate, 
one of which fpRt the upper beam, and broke the chain 
which Capt. Arch. M'CuHogh with great hazard faflened,' 
the enemy firing very warmly at him. The other battery 
did little mifchief, but killing one man, and battering dovm 
a few chimnies, and making a few breaches in the Qiurch 
roof; their gunner was killed with a mufket fhot, by Capt. 
Hugh M^Gill. About 4 of the clock in the afternoon, 
there fell much fnow, which covered the ground in an 
inflant. About 5 the enemy retired in great confufion, 
but we (having been forced to block up the gates with 
timber, earth, and rabbifh, which was not to be renioyed 
fuddenly), could not purfue them, only fojne of our xn^ 
leaped over the ramparts, and took feveral prifoners (fair- 
ticularly one Courney, who went to the enemy after they 
came to Derry), with fome arms, commiffions, and red 
coats, two tents, &c. We loft bi;t 3 men, which is very 
little, corifidering . the continual firing of the enemy ^ 
what they loft is uncertain, becaufe- they carried off their 

I 3 dead 
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dead ; it was reported by the country people, that they 
burned many of their dead ia a houfe. 

a8th.-^We foraged within two miles of the enemy's 
camp^ and brought in cattle^ &c/ 

29th .-^Sir Arthur Rawdon's regiment was ordered to . 
go to Moneymore, about 26 miles from Colerain, to op- 
pofe Gordon O'Neill^ who it was faid was marching to* 
wards Colerain with 2000 men. 

Mr. Skeffington's regiment was ordered to Bellaghy, 
Dawfon's-bridge, and the pafies on the Bann above Port 
Glenon : One battalion of that regiment, under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Col. Houfton, was ordered to keep the 
Pafs at Toome ; but becaufe of the floods which over- 
fpread the woods of Creagh, they could feldoni get to 
their pofts, or relieve their guards: The other part of 
it, under the command of Major Michelburn, was fent 
to guard the Pafs at New-Ferry, 4 or 5 miles below Toome, 
to which there was eafier accefs. CoU Edmonfton was 
ordered to defend and fecure the Pafs of Port Glenon, by 
hindering the enemy's repairing the bridge, which is 14 
miles from Colerain. 

Col. Canning's Regiment was alfo ordered toMagherafelt, 
and Moneymore ; Sir John M'GiU's was fent to Kilrea, 
and that part of the Bann ; care had been taken before to 
fink mod of the boats and cotts on the Bann river. Sir 
Triftram Beresford's regiment, with Col. Francis Ha- 
milton's, and feveral detachments, to the number of 3000 
men, were left to defend Colerain. The Protelbmts 
at Fagivie, under command of Capt. Blair, beat back fome 
of the Irifh whb had crofled the river there. 

April 2.— We went to Moneymore, the Irifli quitting 
it upon our approach^ and we got great Quantities of pro- 
vifion in the country, and faw no enemy. Col. Edmonfton 
fent word to Sir Arth. Rawdon, that his men were almoft 
ftarved for want of provifions, and that none could be 
^ ^ had 
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fcad, iinlefs he would fiirnifli him, and withal dfefired to 
fee him ; and accordingly he fent provifions, and went 
there late that night (Friday 5th), and found that he had 
entrenched himfelf fo well, that the enemy could not an- 
noy them, neither with great nor fmall (hot, and he hacj 
deftroyed great part of the bridge ; there was a continual 
firing on both fides. 

6th.— We killed near 20 of the enemy, and with hot 
iron bullets fired the town wh^re they lay, and .drove 
them all out of it. 

^th. — About 2 o'clock this morning we had notice, 
that the Lord Galmoy, Col. Gordon O'Neill, and Col. 
M'Mahon, were come to Dunga^non with 3000 foot, 
and 1000 horfe, in orcfer to fur prize and cut off the gar- 
rifon at Moneymore, and Sir Arth, Rawdon was defired to 
h^ften thithe^. The letter being comnuinicated to the 
0£Bcers, it was refolved Sir Arth. Rawdon Ihould go to- 
wards Moneymore; but he, with Major Backer, Capt. 
Hugh M*Gill, and /3apt. Dunbar, had not rode above a 
mile before they had an account fent them, that the Irifh 
in five or fix great boats, had in the night-tim^ pafled by 
the guards that were kept on the river fide, by Col, Skef- 
fington's regiment, and were then coming down within 
a mile of Col. Edmonfton's trench^ : Sir Arth. Rawdon 
iqimediately fent notice of it to Col. Edmonfton, Lieut. 
Gol. Whitney, and Major Michelburn. One company, of 
Col. Edn^onfton's regiment, that lodged in fome country 
houfes, got to the river, and fired at them, until their pow- 
der was all fpent. When the boats came within half a 
mile of the trenqhes, they landed the men, and took in 
more Irifti on the other fide the river, until they had landed 
a confiderable party. Two or three companies of the 
grenadiers ;^dvanced firft through the bog, towards Col. 
£dmon(lon^s trenches ; he having but 1 20 men in them, 
went out with 60 of them to line a ditch on the fide of 
. ' - the 
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the bog towards die enemy, (feaving lient Coi. Wm. 
Shaw to guard the trenches), and ^T^goronfly oppofed 
them ttntil both their aiiitnumtion was ipent, and die Irifli 
overpowered them with thdr num ber s , whidi were con- 
tinually encreaiing. About thb time Sir Arth. Rawdon 
and Capt. Dunbar came to the trenches, and were <ur- 
prized with a volley of (hot from the Irifli, who imme- 
diately fent IOC grenadiers to line the hedges, on the i^ay 
to that only pais by which they could retreat, and to kec^ 
that pafs againft a party of Proteftants that they (aw- 
marching towards it. This party was five companies of 
foot, under command of Lieut. Col. Whitney, coming to 
Col. Edmondon's affiftance, who conunanded three young 
Captains to lead on the men ; but when *he obferved the 
enemy, he commanded his men to face about and retire, 
which all did except one Captain James M*Gill, who 
aihamed of fo bale a retreat, went on. About this time. 
Sir Arth. Rawdon and Capt. Dunbar came to the pais, 
and having no other way to efcape, ventured through all 
the {hot, poured in upon them from the hedges until 
they met Capt. M*Gill, but as thcy were charging again, 
they fpied another party of Irifh behind them, and they 
had not gone far, before Capt. M*Gill was unfortunately 
fhot off his horfe : A Captain of the grenadiers came up 
and run his fword feveral times through him, and another 
of them daihed out his brains with a muiket ; fo barbaroufly 
did they kill that deferving young Gentleman, whofe early 
valour would have met with better treatment from another 
enemy: By that time Sir Arthur Rawdon had got over 
the pafs, Major Baker and Capt. M*Gill were come up 
with what men they could get together, and had flopped 
Col. Whitney's party. Col. Edmonfton alfo, and Lieut. 
Col. Shaw, had by feveral ways got up to them ; but the 
foldiers having little ammunition or match left, the body 
of the Irifti being increafed, and efpecially the Lord Gal- 

moy's 
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moy's inarch towards Moneymore being confirmed^ it was 
refoived that Col. Edmonfton, and Lieut. Col. Whitney^ 
fliould inarch to Colerain: That Sir Arthur Rawdon 
^th his own regiment wdf dragoons^ Col. SkefGngton's, and 
Col. Canning's regiments of foot (the iaft of them was 
under command of Lieut. Col. Wm. Cuningham}, (hould 
march towards Derry, which was accordingly done. 

Befides Capt. James Magill, and feveral common {pU 
diers which were loft, one Capt. Henly was wounded and 
taken-prifoner. And Sir Arthur Rawdon, by continual 
fatigue and want of reft,, caft himfelf into 'a dangerous 
ilinefs, which afterwards forced him to leave the kingdom ; ' 
a Gentleman who in all thofe affairs of the North of Ire- 
knd, fliewed himfelf a true lover and friend of his Country, 
by his extraordinary 7,eal and courage, his great expences, 
and indefatigable diligence in the defence of it. Col.Ed- 
monfton alfo contraded thofe diftempers in the trenches 
at Port! Glenon, of which he afterwards died at Culmore, 
April the 14th, having behaved himfelf there, and on all 
other occafions, with great gallantry and rcfolu:Eion. 

The Irifli having crofled the Bann, all thofe of the 
army above at Moneymore and Maghcrafelt ^except a 
few Captains that took proteftion), as well as thofe of 
Toome and New-Perry, fled over the mountains toDerry. 
Colerain was deferted leaft the Irifti fliould intercept be- 
twixt the forces there, and thole at Derry; part of 
the bridge was cut down, part of it burned, and all the 
country came towards Derry as their laft refuge. 

9th.— The body of our army came to the ferry that 
leads over to the, town, and it was !io fmall troublo to 
fee ib many brave and refolute men, both horfe and foot, 
without a GeneraU 1 he horfe and dragoons were that 
day ordered by Col. Lundy, to march to Lifford and 
Strabane, and the next day the dragoon^ Were ordered to 
march towards Letterkenny : The horfe and dragoons 
brought in good ftore of meal and other proyifions to 
Dciry. * loth 
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loth.— Mr. Cairns being fent from England with in- 
ftriidions and a letter from the King to Col. Lundy, came 
thi« day to Derry ; he met fome Officers, and a great 
number of people going off. Col. Lundy had offered 
paffes to the Officers, and fpoke fo difcouragingly to many 
of them, concerning the indefcnfiblenefs of the place, that 
they ftrongly fufpeSed he had a defign to- give it up; 
and they could fee little hope of preventing, it, in (uch a 
confufion, if he proved treacherous, and therefore were 
unwilling to ftay, only to be betrayed into the enemy's 
hands, Mr. Cairns delivered the King^s letter to Gov. 
Lundy, and acquainted him and others with the caufe of 
hi& coming, and the forces following him at Tea for their 
aid ; and though this good news put new life and refoiution 
into many of them, yet fince others, and particularly 
fome of the Chief Officers, were faid to be on the wing 
to depart, he was earned: with Gov. Lundy to take fome 
fpeedy and effeduai care to prevent it. Whereupon a 
Council of War was held that night, to whom Col .Lundy 
imparted his letter. Mr. Cairns^s inflrudions were alfo 
read, and he, purfuant thereto, reprefented to them his . 
MajeAy's great care and concern for them, and the whole 
kingdom, the great preparations making in England for 
their relief, and the forces at prefent haftening to them. 
He carneftly diffuaded them from deferting the place, 
and defired, according to his inflrudions, a particular 
account of the prefent condition of the City as to men, 
arms, ammunition, &c. This had that effeft, that the 
Council drew up the following Refoiution, which Col. 
James Hamilton propofcid, and was adive to promote : 

" WE the Officers hereunto fubfcribing, purfuant to a 
Refoiution taken and agreed upon at a Council of War at 
London-Derry held this day, do hereby mutually promife 
and engage to ftand by each other, with our forces, againft 

the common enemy, and will not leave the kingdom, nor 

de* 
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defert the public fenrice, until oiir affairs are in a fettled and . 
fecure pofture. And if any of us fhall do the contrary, the 
perfon fo leaving the kingdom, or deferting the fcrvicc, 
without the coofent of a Council of War, is to be deemed 
a coward, and difaffeded to their Majeffies' fervice and the 
Froteflaiit intereft. — Dated loth April i6Sg*

This Refolution was not only affixed on the Market -houle,^ 
but read next morning at the head of every battalion, at 
which the foldiers expreffed their great fatisfafiion with 
loud acclamations and huzxas. Mr. Cairns alfo wrote to 
feveral perfons of note, that were then about going off 
at Caftledoe, to diffuade them, but all in vain. 

The enemy being come to the Lough, and threatening to 
come over with their boats, and there being no other veffd 
in the Lough but Mr. Cairns^s, the Council defired, and 
^bt^ined his to be u(ed as a privateer againft them. 

The enemy thus haflening upon them, and fome dif- 
contents appearing among the foldiers, who murmured 
efpecially againft Col. Lundy, for taking no more care 
to put them into a pofture of defence, and expreffed great 
readinefs to fight the enemy if they were led on ; to allay 
thefe heats and provide for the common fafcty, a Council 
of War was held, April the 1 3th, in which they came to 
this following Refolution ;

AT -a General Council of War, refolVed unanirooufly, 

that on Monday next, by 10 of the clock, all Officers 

apd foldiers, horfc, dragoons, and foot, and all other 

arn^ed men wha^foever of our forces and friends, enlifted 

or 
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or not enlifted, that can or will fight for their Country and 
Religion againft Popery, (ball appear on the fitteft ground 
near Claudy-ford, Lifford, and LcMig-Caufey, as (hall be 
neareft to their fevcral and refpeftive quarters, there to 
draw up in batulions to be ready to %ht the enemy; 
and to preferve our Uves, and all that is dear to us from 
them. And all officers and foldiers, of horfe, foot, dra- 
goons, and others that are armed, are required to be then 
there, in order to the purpofe aforefaid, and to bring a 
week's proviiions at leaft with them for men, and as much 
as they can for horfes.

At this Council, Col. Lundy was chofen to be Com- 
mander in Chief in the field, which he undertook. This 
day Major Stroud made fome propofals to Gov. Lundy, 
of which no notice was taken ; mofl: of the fuburbs on 
both fides the water w*ere burned or pulled down. 

14th.— The body of the enemy's army marched up 
toward^ Strabane, part of them within view of the City, 
whereupon Mr. Cairns went twice to Gov. Lundy, pref- 
fing him to take fome fpeedy effeftual care for fecuring ' 
the Paffes of Finn- water, leaft the enemy fliould get over 
before our men could meet : He replied in a darelefs man- 
ner, that he had given orders already, but how little was 
aflually done towards the prevention of it, the next day 
gave us a fad demonftration. The fame day feveral others 
fent word to Gov. Lundy, that if he did not march the 
men that day, the enemy would certainly prevent their 
getting together in any orderly body, and therefore in- 
treated him to be with the men that night at Claudy and 
LifFord. But their advice was not regarded, our t men had 

burned 
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burned alt the corn and forage on the road, fo ths^t if 
thofe Pafles had been maintained^ the eneniy^s horfe could 
not have long fubfifted there. 

This day we had news, that a fleet W2is feen off the 
coaft near the Lough mouth, but were driven off by the 
wind to fea again. 

Capt.Htin[uU and Major Crofton, with a party at Iiffi)rd, 
did dl this night repuife the enemy (who attempted tp 
come over the Ford), with great refolution and fucceft, 
kiUing, as we heard, feveral of them^ with their cannon 
and fmall (hot. 

1 5th.-*^Col. Cuningham and G>1. Richards, with the 
Englifli Ihips and forces, arrived in the IfOugh; they had ' 
particular inilrudtons to receive from, tiine to titne. fuch 
orders as Col. Lundy fiiould give them in all, tilings re- 
lating to his Majefty's fervice; purfuant to which. Col. 
Cuningham fent three feveral meflages to him : By. the 
firft (which was from Green-Cafile about ten in the min- 
ing), he acquainted hini with his cpnung, and defiired hts 
orders about landing th'e two regiments on board ; by the 
fecond (froni Red-Caftle about two in the afternoon), 
having fome information of their being gone out to fight 
the enemy at Claudy, he wrote the following letter:

JOHN cuningham:* 

Having no anfwer to dthery he lent a tbird meflenger 
Irom Cylmore Caftle, aboat 9 at night, to defire his or- 
ders whidi he was ready to execute^ but he received no 
anfwer from Gov. Lundy until that evening, of which In 
its due order. 

This day a confiderable party of the Irifli horfe mardied 
from Strabane to Ciaudy, fome of their foot being there 
before them; our men had the week before broke down 
fome arches of the bridge, and had made a breaft-work 
at the end of it. Our forces at Derry marched about 8 
or 9 in the morning towards Long Caufey, Liflbrd, and 
Claudy ; many troops and companies were gathering from 
leveral parts to join them, in all above 10,000. A party 
of the enemy that attempted to ford the river at Caftlefio, 
was repiilfed by a party of Col. Skeffington^s regiment 
polled there : Another fmall party of our men, about 30 
dragoons of Col. Stewart's r^ment, commanded by Capt. 
Murray (after moft of the few foot pofted there were 
beat oif), oppofed the enemy's coming over at Claudy 
Ford until all their anmiunition was fpent. But there 
was no more ammunition fent them ; nay, fo ftrangely 
had the Governor managed things, that moft part of the 
ammunition was but coming from Derry, about three or 
four miles out of it, when fome part of our forces were 
fleeing thither upon their retreat : And Major Stroud, who 
had fome horfe near the Ford, was fo ill placed, that he 
could not bring them on, though he earnefUy endeavoured 
it ; fo that they vere forced to retire from the bridge. 
The. enemy perceiving this, and obfcrving the fcattered 

con- 
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condition of our men, feveral troops of their horfe ruflied 
into the river, and fwam through (one Major Nangle and 
another Officer were drowned). When they got over, 
they were (as Gordon O'Neill fince told me), in terrible 
fear leaft we fliould have fallen upon them, for the water* 
being high, they had fcarcc a dry fhot left : But Gov. 
Lundy was fo far from putting the Proteflant forces into 
any pofture to oppofe them, thut upon notice of their 
entering the ford, he gave orders to all thereabouts to flee 
to Derry, himfelf leading the way, but fent none to other 
parts of the army, which never met in any confiderable 
body. Upon this news of the Irifh horfe being got over, 
the foot polled at Liflbrd, that were (hooting at a party 
of Iriih acrofs the river at Strabane, were called off, and 
retired to the Pafs at Long Caufey. Col. Francb Ha- 
milton (topped thofe that fled there, and drew them up 
in good order behind that Pafs, expeSing the Iriih would 
take that way, and Lundy would come thither from Ra- 
phoe : But the Iriih horfe chiefly purfued thofe that took 
the way .to Raphoe, where they did great execution on 
Col. Montgomery's regiment of foot, there being no to- 
lerable care taken to bring them off. And they had been 
all cut off, if they had not got into bogs and marihy 
places, to fecure themfelves from the enemy's horfe. The 
forces at the Long Caufey ihud there until towards even- 
ing ; but fearing the enemy migjg come from Raphoe, to 
intercept their paffage to Derry, they retired thither : So 
inexcufeable was the condud of the General, both in 
abandoning fo many paffes, and thofe fo eaftly defeniible 
by a few men, if they had been either fupplied with. am- 
munition, or conftantly relieved, and in never fo much as 
attempting to draw the forces into a body, when there 
were in the field above lofioo men, who (whatever he 
pretended to the contrary), wanted more care and refo- 
lution in their leader, than courage in them&lves : But 
whether this ill condud muft be afcribed to negligence or 

de- 
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defign, the Reader mufl be left ^to jnc^e by his following 
anions. 

Gov. Lundy being come into town, ordered the cen- 
tinels to fhut the gates, fo t£at many Officers, Soldiers, 
and private Gentlemen were forced that night to lie about 
the walk; and the reaion that he (ince publicty gave 
for it, |8 not unworthy the Reader's notice, viz. "To 
prefervc the provifions, which he .knew to be fufficient 
for 3000 noien for 3 months, after the rate of 4lb». of 
filh, 3lbs. ofilefli, and 8 quarts of meal per week for each 
man.'* And though this was very far from bdng a juft 
account, yet how very different a one he gave the Officer* 
of the two regiments on board, will appear by what 
follows; ^ 

Gov. Lundy this night fent back Major Tiffin, Capt. 
Lyndon, and Capt. Cornwall, Commander of the Swallow 
Frigate, with the following anfwer to Col, Cuningham's 
mcffage.

If the men he not landed, let^em land and march immediately. 

Sm^ — gincf the writing ^ftiis, MajorTiffin^es comehere^ 
0md I have given him my opinion fully 9 which I believe when 
you hear, and fee the place, you will both join with me, 
that *tviihtmt an inttnediate fupply if money and provifions, this- 
pimemufi faU 'vtry fom into the enemy's hands. If you do not 
fend your men here fame time to-morrmv, it tviU not he in your 
pe'Ojer t6 bring *em at 4JI ^Till we difcourfe the matter, I re* 
main, dear Sir, your mofl faithful fervant, R, L.'' 
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In the Poftfcript he refers Col. Cuningham to the ac- 
V count he gave Major Tiffin, which was (as himfelf has 
fincc publicly owhcd), ** That there was not above 10 
days provifion in town for 3Q00 men, though all unng- 
c^ffary mouths were put out of it, and though what was 
in the town for private ufe, were ta^en to the public 
ftores/* Accordingly, he ordered Col. Cuningham apd 
Cbl. Richards to leave their men ftill on board their -fhips, 
and to come with f6me of their Officers to town, that 
they might refolve on what was fit to be done. 

Accordingly, April 16, Col. Cuningham and Col. Rich- 
ards, with fome of their Officers, came to town, where 
Col. Lundy called a Council of War, compofed of thefe 
16 perfons, viz. Lundy, Blaney, Cuningham, Richards^ 
Hufley, Tiffin, C.Coot, Jas. Hamilton, Cornwall, Echlin, 
Tramitcr, Lyndon, Pearfon, Pache, Taylor. 

The two Coloneb with tbeii? Officers, were entire 
ftrangers to the ftatc of the to^rt, and the reft tverc m a 
great meafure unacqilshited mth it; fof Col. Lundy had 
called none of the inhabitants to it,, tictipt Mr. Mbgredge, 
die Clerk;- and when feveral -of the principal Officers 
(who had fome fufpickn of Col. LuB<fy'6 defign), as Cdl; 
Francis Hamilton, Col. Chich^Ofer, Cdl. Croftoft, Lieut. 
Col. Ponfonby, *fc. defired ti> be adAtfttcd, theyv^efe' 
abfolutely refofed, though at the famt Councif he pre- 
tended he had fcnt ior the twa firft, but faid they conW 
not be found, and for Sit Arthur 'Ra#dion,Vho he faid' 
was a dying. 

Col'. Cuningham delivered to Gov. Li^dy his Ma^ 
jeft/s letter and otdtti iffeBied i6 him ; but the Governot, 
who was Prefidem of the Councif, ^ave them the fame 
accotint of the ftate of the towif that he bad before given 
to Major Tiffin^.and therefore advifedtbem all to quit it, 
for he fald he would do fo himfelf. 

K Thofc 
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Thofc of the Council who came from England, think- 
ing it impoflible the Governor fliQuld be ignorant of the 
condition of the town, and obferving the account to pa.& 
without any contradiSion from thofe there who ha4 
been for fome time in it, but had not, it feems, informed 
themfelves, better ; foon agreed in the opinion of returning for 
England, rafher than ftay in a place not to be yidualled 
from the country, efpecially when, as he further faid, the 
enemy were near their gates with 25,000 men ; and there 
was no poffibility of a return from England in fo fhort a 
time, as the Governor affirmed what provifion they had 
muft be fpent (only Col. Richards argued againft it, be- 
caufe he looked oft the deferting that garrifon not only as 
the quitting the city, but the whole kingdom) ; accor- 
dingly they came to the following Refolution : 

'* UPON enquiry it appears, that there is not provifion 
in the garrifon of London-Dcrry for the prefent garrifon, 
and the two regiments on board, for above a week, or ten 
days at mod : And it appearing tbat>,the place is not te- 
nable againft a well-appointed army, therefore it is con- 
cluded upon and refolved. That it is not convenient for 
his Majcfty's fervice, but the contrary, to land the two 
regiments under Col. Cuningham and Col. Richards, their 
command now on board in the river of Lough Foyle: 
That confidering the prefent circumftances of aiffairs, and 
the likelihood the enemy will foon pofiefs themfelves of 
thisplace^ it is thought' moft convenient, that the prin- 
cipal Officers (hall privately withdraw themfelves, as well 
for their own prefervation,.as in hopes that the inhabitants, 
by a timely capitulation, may make terms the better wihi 
the eneqay ; and this we juc%e moft convenient for his 
Majefty's fervice, as the prefent ftateof affairs now. is.** 

On the refult of this Council, Col. Cuningham and 
Col. Richards, with their Officers, went down to the 
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fliip5, which that day fell down bplow Ried-Caftle : But 
Col. Lundy, to. delude both the Officers and Soldiers in 
town (who were earneftly begging that the Englifh forces 
might land, that with their afliftance they might take the 
field and fight the enemy, before their cannon were jbrpught 
over, in order to the prefervation, of that corner, into 
which the provifions and wealth of three or^ four Counties 
was crouded), told them publicly, " It was refolved, the 
En^ifli forces (hould immediately land, and when they 
wer^ in their quarters the gates ihould be opened, and all 
join in defence of the town." And to cloak, the intrigue 
the better, the Sheriffs were ordered to go through the 
City^ to provide quarters for them, who accordingly, did 
fo. But this was aU mere (ham to amufe the town, while, 
they might get away with, the greater eafe and fafety.. 
Thb order was not publicly known until the 1 8th ; but one 
(^ the Officers of this Council acquamted Col. Francb 
Hamilton and Capt. Hugh M'.GiU with it, and advifed 
them to go off. Capt. M'OiU difcoyered it to feveral 
(riendsi, and particularly to Sir Arthur Rawdon (who th^n 
by extremely weak, and was the only perfon there by 
name excepted from mercy in the Lord TyrconnePs Pro- ^ 
claroation). This- made them look .on the town as be- 
trayed, and reprefented affairs fo defperate to them, that 
they thought it madnefi in them Jta ftay behind, merely 
to Jbe cxpofed as a facrifice to the fury of the Irifli : And 
therefore many of them got off to th« ihlps the day fol- 
lowing. ''•... 

This day the boc^ of our foot that retreated by com- 
mand from Claudy, and thofe parts, came in tolerable 
order to the gates, but were furprized to find them fhut 
by . the Governor's oirder, who had but the day before 
commanded them to flee thither ; they called to the cen« 
tries .to open them, which they refuTed : But when one 
of the Captains of Col. Skeffington's regiment fired at /I 
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the centry, and called for fire to bufn the gate, that and 
the other gates were thrown open, and all that had 
been kept out the night before, now entered the toivn, 
whach made a confiderable body. 

There being no forage in thetowrt, the horfcwent 
all generally towards Culmore; fome, both Officers and 
Soldiers,' who hid obferved Col. Lundy's ill conduft, and 
the confofed pofture affairs were in, got to the ftiips ; 
thofe that flayed, gathered to Capt. Murray, and refolircd 
I to fcB their lives dear, rather than fail into the hartds of 
an enemy, from whom they expcSed no mercy. 

Gov. Lundy had placed Capt. Jeramet Governor 6f 
Culrtote, who afterwards by his order dieferted it, thopgh 
he had been formerly aSive in the fervice of the town; 
a few Irifh poffefled themfelves of h, but it wa& fbon 
recovered by a fmall artifice. 

1 7th.— King James and his army being advanced «5 far 
as St. Johnftown (5 mifes from Uerry), he, or Lieut. Gen. 
Hamilton, (ends one Mr. Whitlow^; a Clergyman, to Gov; 
Lundy, to know if they in the City weiJlrf furfendef-on 
honourable terms, which they fflould have, to puievent 
the effofion of Chriftian blood. Ott this' a Council-^ W&S 
held, who conclude to fend to' King James^ to know ^hat 
hk Majefty's demands were, " and what terms he -wonJd 
^rant to the City; ttfe meffenger -ttmlfelf' being rftewed . 
to fit and join in debates with them. ' The fSme Geriflcniatt 
harfon the 6th, told Coniet NichoRbn' (Ms "old acquatiit- 
unce), who enquired of him what Col. Lundy intended^, 
that the Town would be ddrvered irp before Satii^ay 
foltewing, and therefore advifed himto ffiift for'himfelfj 
he faid the fame to Mr. Henry Nicliolfon. Arch-deacon' 
Hamilton, Capt. Kinafton, and Capt; NeviH were -ftnt, 
who had accefs to the King, and returned that iwght, 
but were refufed entrance by the multitude. Only the 
two former fomc way got in ; the faft (who had before' 
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been very adiw), wfdte in a letter the accdunt of their 
negociation, and departed. 

A little before this tiiiie, Mr. Wm. Blacker and Eftfign 
Twinyo came to town, (ent (as was reported and confirmed 
by an intercepted letter), by King James from Charlemont, 
to amufe the garrifon with fuch accounts of the clemency 
of the King on the one hand, and the formidable ftrength 
of his army oh the other, as might incline them to a fur- , 
render. This difcoorfe foon expofed them to the ftifpiGioii 
of the garrifofa, who fti^d and put them tinder reftraint; 
Blacker, while thus confined, writes a letter to the camp 
(which was int^cepted) to this purpofe : ^ That he 
doubted not they knew he was detained a prlfoner in town, 
but he ferved their intereft as much there as if he were 
in their camp : They had many friends in town, efpecially 
Capt- Darcy, Mr. White (Colleaor of Strabane), &c." 
There was a Council held upon them, and after feme 
time they were both difmiiTed. 

The common Soldiers, who knew nothing of the fore- 
mentioned order of the Council, were fo enraged at their 
Officers, feveral of whom, as was before hinted, about 
this time left them and fled for England, that they could 
not forbear expreffing it with fome violence on fome of 
them« One Capt. Bell was (hot dead, and another Officer 
hurt, who had (as was fuppofed with that defign), got into 
a boat with fei^al other Officers. 

This day fame in the Town fent one Capt. Cole to Col. . 
Cuningham, to offer him the governn^ent of it, becaufc 
they fuf^eded Col. Lundy's integrity. CoL Cuningham*s 
anfwer was, " That he being ordered to apply himfelf to 
Col. Lundy for direftion in all things relating to their Ma- 
jcfties' fervice, could receive no application from any that 
oppofed that authority-" On the 18th, the fhips fell, 
down to Green CafHe, and on the 19th failed for England. 
On the 20th, about i o'clock in the morning, a ihip making 
. K3 to- 
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towiards the coaft from whence they came^ enquired whether 
they had met the Englifli fleet ; upon which Col. Cuning- 
ham, hoping that fome part of his Majefty's fleet might 
be near, from whom they might have provifions, refolved 
if he could procure from them provifions for one fortnight, 
to return for Derry. Upon which they gave the fignal, 
and made after that fhip, but found it to be the Bon Adven- 
ture Frigate, that was convoying fome fhips with arms 
and ammunition to Derry, but no provifions. This ac- 
count I had from Sir Arthur Rawdon and Capt. Hugh 
M*GilJ, who were then on board the fame veflel. There 
was none of the veflTels, but only that wherein Col.Richard*s 
was, that took the fignal, and made after the BonAdventure 
frigate. 

This night Major Crofton finding the gates open, and 
two of the keys wanting, doubled the guards, and changed 
the word. He was queflioned for it next day by Col. 
Lundy ; but he thought not fit to infift on it, and fo there 
was no more made of it. 

i8th.-^What fecret afliirances were given King James, 
that fir ft induced him to march his army down to the City, 
or to retire again, in expe3ation of the multitude being 
brought to a compliance, thofe can give the beft account 
that were moft aftive for a furrender, and privy to all the 
clandeftine tranfadions about it. But it is certain, that 
the Irifh army came this day to the ftran^bove the wind- 
mill, at the South end of Derry hill, and there (lopped, 
waiting what anfwer or falutation the City would give 
them. The Council had in the mean time given ftrid 
orders, that none ofier to fire from the walls on fevere 
penalties, and fome were fent about tlie walls to give in- 
timation of it. But how little the Council or their orders 
were valued by the Soldiers, the event foon (hewed. It 
was at this Council that Mr. }ohn Mogredge, who had 
been Clerk to the ibrementioned Council, held by Cof. 
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Lundy, Col. Cuningham^ &c. declared he would conceal 
no longer the refult of that Council, viz, ** That Col. 
Cuningham ihould return with the two regiments, and 
all Gentlemen and Officers quit the garrifon, and go with 
him." He dcfired Gov. Lundy to produce the order, 
which was a great furprize to this prefent Council, who 
(though they generally agreed too well with Col. Lundy 
about furrendering), yet deeply refented the concealing 
To material a thing from them. 

But our men on the walls paid fo little deference to 
either them or their orders, and fo little regarded the 
fecret treaties they were managing with the enemy, that 
when King James's forces were advancing towards them 
on the Strand, they prefently fired their great guns at 
them, and, as was confidently reported, killed one Capt. 
Troy, near the King's perfon. This unexpeSed faluta- 
tion not only (Iruck a flrange terror into the Irifli camp, 
but put the King himfelf into fome diforder, to find him- 
felf fo roughly and unmannerly treated by thofe, from 
whom he expeSed fo dutiful a compliance. And thofe 
who had encouraged him to try an experiment that proved 
fo dangerous, thought themfelves concerned to make fome 
apology for it. The Council therefore refolved to fend 
Arch-deacon Hamilton to the King, to excufe themfelves 
for what had pafled, and lay all the blame of it on the 
ungovernablenefs of the people, whofe violent humour, 
they faid, they could not reftrain, while his army continued 
there, and therefore begged his patience till the prefent 
tumult was over : And becaufe fome of the Council, as 
well as others, could hardly believe that King James was 
really there, Capt. White was fent with the Arch-deacon 
(having often feen the King), to put them out of all 
doubt about it. Capt. White returned to them with af- 
furance of it, but Arch-deacon Hamilton took protedion 
(that Svumner he (icken^d and died). But King James's 

being 
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being there, was an argument that had little force on our 
men on the walls, who were refolved to defend the Pro- 
tectant Religion, and King Willi^n's inter^, againft him 
and his army to the utmoll. Nay, .they now began to be 
impatient, to fee themfelves betrayed by fuch as fho^ld 
have been their leaders, and feverely threatened both the 
Governor and his Council, for tampering with the enemy. 

The Governor and his Council, though extremely dif- 
pleafed at the boldnefs and refolution of the Soldiers, could 
not help it, having lofl all authority and credit with them, 
of which this day produced a new inftance, as confiderable 
as this. Capt. Murray was advanced from Culmore Fort 
to the green field below Pennyburn-mill, with a confidera- 
ble party of horfe, within view of the town, having left 
1 500 foot below at Brook-hall. It was his appearing there 
had encouraged the men on the walls to accoft the Irifli 
army fo rudely. The Governor and Council perceiving 
his motion towards the City, difpatched one Murray an 
exprcfs to him, with a line to this purport : " That ht 
fhould immediately upon fight thereof, withdraw his men 
to the back of the hill, out of the view of the City/' He 
underAood not the meaning of fo ftrange an order ; but 
tbe meflenger being his relation, explained the myftery 
> to hi™ 9 that the Governor and his Council were about 
making terms with the enemy for furrendering the Town ; 
and added, that feveral of his friends advifed him tohaften 
to Town, if he defigned to make any effeSual oppoiition 
to the enemy ; for if he came not, the Town would cer- 
tainly be delivered into their hands : Upon which he re- 
folves to march with his horfe ftraight to the City, where, 
with fome difficulty from the enemy's dragoons, who fired 
at him in the way, he came to Shipquay-gate. Mr. Walker 
was fent firom the Council to difcourfe him, who would 
have had him alone, to be taken up on the walls by a 
rope, which he refufed with difdain; but Mr. James 

Mor- 
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Morrifon, Captain of the guard, without any orders, 
opened the gates to him and his troops. His prefencc, 
when he came, ftruck a cold damp on the Governor and 
his Council, but infpired the men on the walls with vigour 
and refolution. 

This fame Council this day proceeded to conclude a 
furrender, and drew up a paper to that purpofe, which 
moft of them (igned, and as far as I could ever learn, all 
of them, though many of the (igners afterwards heartily 
joined with us in defence of the place. 

But to return to Capt. Murray .-*»The multitude having 
eagerly defired and expefted his coming, followed him 
through the fireets with great cxpreffions of their refpcd 
siid afledion. He aiTured them he would (land by them 
in defence of their lives and the Proteftant intereft, and 
affift them immediately to fupprefs Lundy and his Council, 
to prevent their defign of fiirrendering the City ; defiring all 
who would concur with^him therein, to put a white cloth 
on their left arm, which they generally did, being aHb en- 
couraged to it by Capt. Bafhford^ Capt. Noble, and others. 
This greatly alarmed and perplexed the Governor and his 
Council : They conclude to fend for him, and try if they 
can prevail with him to fign the paper for furrendering 
the City : At their invitation he comes into the Council, 
accompanied with fome friends (though dilfuaded by others). 
What pafled betwixt him and Gov. Lundy being of fome 
importance to the right underftanding of that firange turn 
of affairs, on which the prefervation of the City depended, 
I (hall give the Reader this fliort account of at: . 

Col. Lundy defired to know the occafion of his jealoufies 
of him ? — Capt. Murray told him plainly, his late aftions 
had ^plared him either fool or knave ; and to make this 
cha^ good, he infifted on his grofs negleS to fecure the 
pafies at Strabane, Lifford, and Claudy, refufing ammu- 
nition when fent for, riding away from aa army of 10 

or 
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or 12,000 men, able and willing to have encountered the 
enemy, neglefting the advantageous paffes of Long-caufey ' 
^nd Carickin?, which a few men might have defended, &c. 
He urged him to take the 6eld, and fight the enemy, af- 
furing him of the readinefs of the Soldiers, whom he vin- 
dicated from thofe afperfions of cowardice which Col. 
Lundy caft on them ; and when CoK Lundy perluaded 
him to join with the Gentlemen there prcfent, who had 
figned a paper for furrendering the Town, and offered 
feveral arguments to thatpurpofe, drawn from their danger, 
he abfoluteiy refiifcd it, unlefs it were agreed on in a 
Genera! Council of, the Officers, which he alleged that 
could not be, fince there was as many abfent as prefent. 

This difcourfe being ended, the Governor and Council 
go on with their defign of furrendering. Capt. Murray 
leaves them, and returns to the Soldiers that waited for 
him : He obfcrved that the Council were refdived to give 
up the City, which if they fliould do, it was impoilible 
for him to keep Culmore ; and having advifed with his 
friends, he refolves to ftay in Town, and do his utmoft 
to prevent what he faw the Council intended ; to which 
he was the nwre encouraged, by the entire intereft he j^ 
had in the affeflions of the common foldlers, whom he 
knew to be generally as averfe to a furrender, and as 
refolute for defending the City as himfelf. 
, The Council goes on, after the paper for furrender was 
fubfcribed, to confider what methods were fit ^o be taken 
for capitulating with the King. They agree to fend out 
20 men to him for that end, as the King by a meflenger 
had propofed; but the men were not chofen this night. 
Before the Council was difmiffed. Gov. Lundy fent for 
fome of the Non-conforming Minifters to come to the 
Council ; none of them went but one, who refufed to fit. 
The reafons of their being feirt for, were partly to engage 
them to perfuade Capt. Murray to comply with the reft 

for 
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for furrend<iring ; partly that . their appearance there to 
countenance thofe proceedings of the Council, might in- 
duce the multitude to comply alfo, who were generally 
of that perfuafion ; but they not appearing, this projeft 
failed, and proved the laft feflion of the Council. 

That thefe pernicious intentions of the Council might 
be the more effeaually counteraded, Capt. Murray and 
a party with him, went this night to the nlain guard, 
took the keys from one Capt- Wig>bn, who then com- 
manded the guard, and appointed guards that night at 
the gates, and on the walls. 

The foldiers and multitude, thus headed by Capt.Murray, 
renew their threats againft the Governor and his Council, 
who were fo juftly apprehenfive of their danger from them, 
that after that time Cbl. Lundy kept his chamber until, he 
ftole away, and few of his Council durft for a while appear 
in the ffareets, for fear of the armed multitude. 

I have infifted t;he more largely on the tranfaftions of 
this day, betwixt Capt. Murray and the Governor in 
Council, becaufe the oppofition he made to their defign, 
both in the Council, and efpecially by bis* influence on 
the multitude, was the only thing that prevented the 
furrender of the City to King James, and altered the whole 
fcene of affairs in it. And I muft in juftice add, that 
though the body of thofe that joined with him were called 
the rabble, yet they were generally men as eminent for 
their great probity, as for their courage, afhiated with a 
hearty 2.eal to the Proteftant Religion, and animated with 
the hopes of fee'uig it ere long flourifli in the kingdom, 
under the happy Government, of King William and Queen 
Mary. And how much the main flrefs of the defence of 
that City lay on them, will appear in the following ac- 
count. 

This evening. King James with his army went back to 
St. Johnftown, and flayed there till the acth, waiting 
for an anfwtr from the City. 19th. 
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igthj-^Tht multitude having thus broken the authority 
of the Council, would have madeCapt. Murray both their 
General, and the fole Governor of the Town; but* he 
modeftly rcfufcd it, becaufe he judged himfelf fitter for 
adion and fervice in the field, than for condud or go- 
vernment in the town ; and therefore, whenieveral Gen- 
tlemen invited him to a Council, that they might choofe 
a Governor, he very readily s^eed to it. At this Council 
there were at firfi b4| about 1 5 in all, where all the Officers 
of the garrifon ought to have been, as matters ther^ flood. 
The perfons nominated were. Major Henry Baker, Major 
Mitchelburn, artd Lieiit. Col. Richard Johnfton. Major. 
Baker had the majority of votes, and was chofen their 
Governor. Having done this, they immediately confix 
dered what regiments might be in town, and concluded 
on eight, viz. 

Gov. Baker to be Colonel to Sir Arthur Rawdon's dra- 
goons. 

Major Walker to be Colonel to the Lord Charlemont's 
regiment, the Lieutenant Colonel being gone. 

Major Parkei' to command Colerain regiment. 

Major Mitchelburn to command Mr. Skelfington's regiment. 

Capt. Hamill to be Colonel to a regiment. 

Lieut. Col. Whitney to be Colonel to Francis Hamilton's 
regiment. 

Major Crofton to be Colonel to Col. Canning's regiment. 

Capt. Murray to be Colonel to . the horfe. 

This being done, the new Governor made a fpeech to 
acquaint them, " That the work they had now laid on 
hini, was too much for him to difcharge, arid therefore 
defired they would allow him an afliftant for the (lores 
and provifions." This he might have done of himfelf, 
but they readily agreed to the motion, and defired him to 
nominate whom he plcafed ; he named Mr. Geo. Walker, 
to which they aflented. 

The 
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The next thing the Gouhcrl fetl on'fniany niore being 
now come Wo it), wiis to profecute and perfeft what 
Lundy had left unfinifhed the riight beford, viz. the choice 
of 20 men to go but and capitolate with Kin^ James. It 
was propofed to C^)!. Murray 1 6 be one of them, but he 
refufed, and went to the wiatls. Col. Ltittdy (who kept 
his chaiDber), being informed that they had chofen a new 
Governor, and were proceeding to chufe the 20 Com- 
miffioners, Tends Mr. Seth Whittle, Parfon pf Bdlaghy, 
and Mr. George Hamilton^ to the Council, to make all the; 
intereft they could there" to have' friends (as he called them) 
choferi to go to King James^ which they earneflly endea- 
voured. The 20 are chpfen, and ready to go* out. Thic 
multitude (Ml the walls and at the gates hearjrig of it, arc 
To enraged, that they threatened, " That if a, man of 
theni offered to go out on that errand, they would treat 
them as betrayers of thie Town, the Pi-oteftari£ Religion, 
and King William's intereft.'* Upon which none of them 
durft offer to go, and fo a flop was piit te tliat dangerous 
capitulation, notwithftancfing the order^ of the Governor 
and Council. So little did the Soldiers regard any com- 
mands, that feemed to criofs then- refolutions of defending 
the City. . ' -: - 

Now the Soldiers, whorii their Officers had deferterf 
cholc'theh- Captains, antl each Captain which of the Co- 
lonels he Would ferve uriiJct," as they pleaftd tkemfelves. 

What the number of men, women, arid cKiHren in the. 
Townr might be, is uricertaiii ; fome of the ajed people, 
women and children, with fome few others, to ^e number 
of near roco, left us. • ' • 

This eyiepirtg ii trumpet conies to the walfe fricim Kihg* 
James, to know why they fent not out Cbnimiijioners 
to treat according to theif prop6fals. The multitude hav-' 
ing put a ftop to that. Cot. Whitney wrote a ifew lines 
to exCufe themfelves , to the King. ' -" 

20th. 
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2oth, — A party of King James's horfe arid foot marched 
down to Culmci:e, and from thence down through the 
Barony of Ennifliowen, and there robbed a great number 
of people that were waiting for paflage to Scotland. They 
placed guards on the Water-fide, to flop all paflage from 
this City to Culmore by land, which debarred us of in- 
telligence from that place. 

This, day the Lord Strabane came to our" walls with 
many propofals, offering honourable terms to the City, 
if they would furrende^. Col. Murray waitecl on his 
Lordfliip without the gate, and difcourfed long with him. 

His Lordfhip earneflly fpliclted him to come over to 
his party, offering him a Colonel's place in the army, 
and a thbufand pounds gratuity from the King; but his.i 
offers being rejeflcd, he tpok his Uave, Col. Murray con- 
veying him through our out-guards. 

This evening a party of our horfe and foot marched out 
with a defign to attack the enenay, but returned upo^ an 
information of fome defign againft them in the Town. 
About the fame time Col. Lulidy bribed a centineJ, with 
whom he flole away, and going to Brook-hall, which wa& 
then In the enemy's power, he wrote from thence a letter 
to a Lieutenant in Town, defiring him to leayc the 
Town, and bring off a croprhorfe with him. . 

2ift.-^The enemy placed a deniiculyerin, i;.8q perches . 
dlflant p. byN^from theTowpon the other fide of the 
w^ter, and begun early jihis morning to play upo» us, 
buj did littie harm, though it was then a little more fright- 
ful to our people than afterwards, when they were ipore 
familiarized to it. This day our men fallied out, both 
horfe and foot, towards Peoxiyl)m:Q-niiH, the horfe com- 
manded by Col. Murray, the foot by feveral Captains, 
viz. Capt. Arch Sanderfon, Capt Beatty, Capt. Thomas 
Blair, Lieut. David Blair, &c. ' Lieut. Col. John Cairns 
and Capt. Fhili) Dunbar, &c. being placed on the hill 

with 
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with a refer ve. Col. Murray divicks the horfe, ivhich 
were about 300 in number, in two parties : With the 
firft of thefe he charged himfelf, with great - courage ; 
the fecond fquadron was led on. by Major Nath. Bull, fon 
to Major Sam. Bull, of the county of Meath (who did' 
us very good fervice, by .bis integrity to the intereft of 
the garrifon, and his influence on the foldiers to animate 
their courage). The rear of that fquadron was brought 
up by Capt. Cochran, who, when his fquadron fled, ad- 
vanced with a few to the party that was engaged, hy; 
horfe being killed under him, and himfelf (hot in the leg. 
The enemy divided their horfe into two Tquadrons alfo : 
He that commanded the firft party, led them on with great- 
bravery. Col. Murray charged through that brigade,- and f 
had that day three perfonal encounters with their Com«< 
mander, in the laft of which he killed him on the fpot, 
whom the enemy themfelves confefled to be Lieut. Gen. 
Mammou ? It was alfo reported, that he killed his brother 
in the fame adion. In the mean time the rear of our 
horfe j9ed towards the walls, the energy's horfe being hot 
in the purfuit of them. CKir foot that wfsre at the Mill 
had done great execution on the enemy ; but obferving 
the horfe were generally fled (except a fmall party which 
continued with Col. Miirray), they came down to the | 
Strand fide, and lined the ditches ; And the enemy's horfe 
that purfued our's, having no other way to come back 
but that, our men fired fo thick on them at their return, 
that very few of all that party efcaped. This day when 
this difpute was begun, the enemy in the afternoon brought 
the cannon they had plied us with, down to the point, 
oppofite to our men on the Strand, and played. over warmly . 
at them (though without any execution), until one of 
our guns from the walls difabled their gun, and killed the 
gunner and others. We could have no certain account 
how many of the enemy were killed ; they were faid to 

be 
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be above 200 : We loft 9 df la, viz. Lieut* M'Phedris, 
Cornet Brown, Mr. Mackey, one Harknefs, and 5 or 6 
more private foldicrs ; fcveral were wounded. We got 
only one ftandard, but confiderabfe fpoil of horfes, arms, 
cloaks, faddles, watches, money, 5^c, This prey did not 
a little quicken the appetites, and animate the refolttions 
of the Soldiers in their' fallies afterwards; the manner 
whereof was ufually this : That when any Officer of note, 
with a few more attending him, was abont to go out, afl 
that were wilKng to hazard fhemfelyes in the enterprize, 
followed theni as Volunteers. 

The perfons of note faid to be killed on the enemy's 
fide were, Gfen. Mammou, Major TaafT, Major Woggan,) 
Major Gen iPufignan, Qua^'ter Mscfter Caflbire, Capt. Fitz- 
gerald. 

23d.— The enemy planted t\(ro cannons in the lower end 
of StrcngV oi'chard, near 80 perches diftafit fforh the 
Town, on" the other fide the water, over againrt Shipquay- 
fh-eet; thefe threw balls of about lolb. weight each^ with 
fhefe they pJayed fo incefltantly oh that ftreet, piercing 
the gartfets and. walls, that (bme were hurt, ^ftd few dqrft 
ftay above ftairs. The befieged having made a blind in 
that ftreet to preferve the people, repay them from the 
walls in the fame coin, and killed Lieut. Fitzpatrick^ Lieut. 
Con O'NerH, 2 Serjeants, fome Soldiers,^ and, (a§ was re- 
ported); 2'lufty Friars. 

25th.— Col. Miirray,'With'fofnte horfe, and i good party 
l^of foot^ fally out and beat the befiegers that had got into 
the ditches, out of them. Some few of our foot had pur- 
fued too l^^r V A party 6f thfe enemy's horfe coming fud- . 
denly aboiit the end of the Ihtfe hill, forced them to retire 
back: to the reft of our party, who obfervingthe enemy's 
horfe to advance fo quick towards them, took, themfelves 
to the ditch by the way fide, arid fired fo bri&ly and con- 
tinually on them, that they were forced to flee. Our 

men 
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men purfue them down to Pennyburn-mill> anH pteflcd fo 
hard upon them, that their dragoons (who were beat from 
the old Mill, near an Englifh mile up the fa^^e water that 
Pennyburn-mill ftands oh), left their horfes, and came 
down to affift their foot and fome horfe who were in hazard 
at Penny burn-mill. Our men kept them at warm fervice 
until towards the evening, and returned without any lofs". 
A party of men that went out late to be a rear-guard to 
our men at the Mill, were beat in by a party of horfe that 
were difpatched (with ieach a footman behind him), from 
the enemy'b camp, but without lofs. This day Col. Mur- 1 
ray. Major Nath. Bull, Capt. Obrey, Capt. John Kennedy, 
Capt. Arch. Sanderfon, Capt. Mich. Cuningham, Capt. 
'Wm. Beatty, Capt.Wm. Moor, and others, behaved them- 
felves with great bravery. The difpute at both the Milk 
was very .iharp, and iafted fome time. What number of 
the enemy was killed we could not learn ; we loft but 
2 men, and had 8 or to wounded, who recovered. 

This night Major Parker left the City, and deferted their 
Majefty*8 fervice. A rear-guard of foot had been left to 
defend our men from a party of the enemy, which we on 
the walls faw coming on them. Thefe Major Parker was 
too (low and negligent in bringing off, according to his 
orders, whereby they were expofed to great danger from 
the enemy. For this mifbehaviour he was- threatened 
with a Court-Martial, whom he took this courfe to avoid. 

The enemy pknted their mortar- pieces firft in Strong's 
orchard, on the other fide of the water, and threw into 
Town fome fmall bombs, which did not much hurt« Our 
ammunition was put into feveral places, as the Church, 
dry wells, cellars, &c. 

At this time, that there might be a good underftanding 
and harmony among the befieged, it was agreed to by 
Gov. Baker, that the Qonformifts fhould have the Cathe- 
dral Church the one half of the Lord's day, during the 

L whole 
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whole time of the Siege, and the NQn-cobfonnifts the other 
half; the latter entering at 12, had two fennons there 
every afternoon, hefides two cr three other meetings in 
other parts of the City. In their aflemhlies there were 
every Lord's-day confiderable colledions for the relief of 
the poor people, and the ftck and woonded foldiers, who 
had otherwife periOied for any care was taken of them : 
And they had the ufe of the Cathedral every Thurfday. 

1 Gov. Baker, together with Col. Walker (who was alfo 
complimented with the title of Governor, but always un- 
dcrftood with reference to the (lores, the over-fight whereof 
was, befides his regiment, the only tnift committed to 
him by the garrifon), examined the (lores, and continued 
the old ftore-keepers in their feveral places, uptil our 
(lores began to fail, and then all was put into one flore- 

' houfe, which was carefully kept by Mr. Jo. Harvey, and 
his brother Samuel, all the time of the Siege. There 
were perfons appointed to fearch all cellars, and what pro- 
vifions they found there (which had been plentifully laid 
in by private Gentlemen and others of the country), they 
brought to the (lore, and thefe were the fupport of the 
garrifon. 

Some of the chief Officers fpoke to the Non-conforming 
Minifters to b« Chaplains to their Regiments,, as others 
to fome of the Conformifts. Col. Walker invited myfelf 
to be his, the generality of his Officers as well as Soldiers 
being Non-conformifts ; yet the Non-conformift Minifters 
received no allowance out of the (lores. Some of them 
had brought to Town a confiderable (lock of provifions 
of their own, which was taken to the public ftore-houfe, 
and others of them lived on their own money. The 
Conformift Minifters generally were maintained by the 
ftore for fome time, and after that had 2s. 6d. a week paid 
them, while the others had no fuch allowance, which had 
like to have been refented to a high degree in the garrifon, 

if 
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if fomc that conlidered our prcfent circumftances had not 
been careful to prevent it. 

About the 27th of April, Gipt.Darcy (mentioned be- 
fore, one that was brought from Scotland by Capt.Ha- ^ 
milton during the Siege, and left prifoner here, having fled 
from ^England, where he was one of King James's party), 
had a pafs given him by our Governor to go with horfe 
and arms, which he accordingly did. Lieut. Col. Whitney 
had fold him fome horfes, which were faid to be none 
of his own : Upon which and other mifdemeanors, Whitnfey 
was confined, and afterwards tried by a Council of War, 
and found guilty of being no friend to the garrlfon, for 
which he was under confinement during the time of the 
Si^. 

About this time, Capt. Lance is chofen Colonel to Cile- 
raine regiment, which Parker had deferted, and Capt. 
Monro is chofen Colonel to Whitney's regiment. So 
that now all the regiments had their Colonels, which 
continued fo during the whole time of the Siege. 

Col. Mitchelburn'^s, of 1 7 Companies.

Col. Monro's, of 12 Companies.

Befides thefe men that were regimented, there were 
feveral Volunteers in town who did good fervice, as Capt. 
Jofeph Johnfton, who was very careful to have good pa- 
troleskept; Capt. Wm. Crooke, Mr. David Kennedy, and 
many others,. were frequently out upon fervice;^ the firfl 
of thefe having his leg brojce with a piece of a bomb, 
whereof he died. 

L 2 A- 
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Abowt the beglnHing of May, Col. Mitchelburn was 
fufpeSed by Gov. Baker and the garrifon. The Governor 
confined him to his chamber, betwixt whom there was 
fome little fcuffle when he was apprehended. He continued 
under the rules of confinenaent, but was never tried by a 
Council of War. What the grounds of the fufpiclon were, 
is too tedious to relate, but he was afterwards noniiuiated 
by Baker, Governor during his ficknefs. 

About the fame time. Gov. Baker, feariz^ leaft enemies 
within the town ihould work mmts in cellars near th« 
walls, took with him Mr. Wm.Macky, one of the Citixcas 
that was very aSive and induftrious for defence of the 
Town : And they two fearched all celtars near tbe^ walls, 
under pretence of examining the provifions, but found 
nothing of what they feared. 

Few days paffed (while the cnemy^s camp were coming 
nearer to us), but Col, Murray,, Capt. Noble,, Gapt. Dun- ' 
bar, Capt. And. Adems (afterwards Major), Capt.WilTcaa, 
Capt. Arch. Hamilton, Capt. Beatty, Capt. Sanderfon, jun. 
(whofe father, Capt. Alex. Sanderfon, was very ufeful in 
the garrifon : So were alfo Major Alex. Stuart, Major 
John Dobbins, Capt. Cha. Shaw, Capt. Sam. Wright, Capt. 
James M'Cormick), Capt. Baihford, Capt. Cuningham, 
Lieut. Dunlop, Lieut. Maghlin, or fome of them„ went 
out with fmall parties (and fbmetimes private foldiers only), 
and they feldom returned without doing fome execution 
on the enemy, or bringing in fome f(nall prey, 

Capt. Noble and others, found feveial letters in the 
pockets of the flain, giving them forae inteUigence, par- 
ticularly about the furrender of Culmore : We were in- 
formed that Lundy as he pafled by. Tent a meflfage to them 
that Derry was furreadered : This added to the difcou- 
ragement they were under (having Uttle ammunition, and 
eight of the guns being before fent up to Town by Capt, 
Jcmmet, on Lundy's orders), is faid to have inclined them 
t^ follow the example. >. May 
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May the 5th. — About the mitWle of the iHght, <ht be- 
fieg^rs, Under the <:oitimand of Brig. Ramfey^ catt^ to 
the Wind-mill, and ^ beat in our tnit-guarife wbkh were 
but few, 9iad poficfltnd thcmfehres of that place, and b^ore 
fun-rifiog had a line drawn from tlie bog to th« w^ter ; 
it was old ditches, which they quickly made up. 

Early on the (Sth, Gov. Baker and oth«r Officers were 
about detaching 10 out of every company to attack them,, 
but the men were impatient, and ran out of their owft 
accwd, fomeat Bi(hop's-gate, otlwrs at Ferry quay- gate; 
their number being tku« encreafed, they advanced on the 
eneray, who were come into the ditches and dd walls, 
and beat them from ditch to ditch, until they Were got 
into the line they had made, where they fo continually 
fired on them,- that they forced them to'quit the fifte they 
had drawn, and flee for it. Our men purfued them fo 
clofe, that ihcy came to dub-muflcet with it. Sut their 
foot and dragoons flee in great confiifion. Ramfay en- 
deavoured to rally them, but to no purpofe, for he and 
feveral other CflScers were killed on the place 5 our men 
purfued them beyond all the ditches to the top of the 
hill, and drove foot and horfe all before thefm : They 
returned about 12 o'clock. The enemy loft on the place 
about 2CK), many of them ihot in the face, forehead, and 
breaft, over their own line as they were firing* a great 
number alfo died of the wouftds they then received. 

In this adion we got four or five colours, fevcral 
drums, fire-arms, ammunition, and good ftofe of fpades, 
(hovels, and pick-axes. Cf the enemy thcfc peffons (rf 
note were killed, viz. Brig. Gen Ramfay, Capt. Barnwell^ 
Capt. Fox, Capt. Flemming, Lieut. Kelly, Lieut. Welfh, 
Enfign Barnwell, Enfign Kadel. And the peribns follow- 
ing were taken prifoners. Lord Nettervlle, Sir Oerrard 
Aylmer, Lieut, Coj. Talbot, Lieut. Ncwcomen. We 
loft but three or four private men, and fome wounded, par- 
ticularly Lieut. Douglas, who afterwards died.

7th.— Gov. Baker defires the enemy to fend fomc j 
private Soldiers and an Oflfker to bury their dead, which I 
they did after a very carelds manner. 

This week .Gov. Baker, with the advice of fome Officers, 1 
refolvcs on drawing a line crofs the Wind-mill hill, from 
the bog to the water. TJiey fet men to work and foon 
finifhed it, and afterwards fecured it with redoubts, the 
better to defend our men from a cannon the enemy planted 
on the other fide the water, direSly oppofite to the end 
of the works our men had rtiade there : He alfo orders 
every regiment to be, by turns, on guard night and day 
at this new line on the Wind-mill bill, but afterwards the 
guard was kept by detachments out of each, occafioned 
by a fufpicion of an Officer on that out-guard. 

About this time the two Captains, Clofles, left us, and 
took protection. 

I oth.— Lieut. Mitchell went away alfo, and came again 
with Major Gen. Kirk into the Lough. About the fame 
time Mr. John Brilben, a Curate, left the Town, and 
took protedion. 

A party ' of our men, about 200, under the command 
of Lieut. Col Blair, were gone out, and were pofted 
among the ditches, doing fome execution on the enemy, 
A great party of the enemy were coming down on them, 
whom our men in the hollow could not fee, but thofe 
Kon the walls feeing them. Col. Murray rides along Bog- 
flreet, and though a party of the enemy behind a ditch 
fired inceflantly at him, he went on to the ptace to warn 
them of the danger, fo that they came off fafely. Capt. 
Rickaby was (hot in the arm. 

The befiegers foon after placed a camp at Ballyougry, and 
another at Penny- burn mill, and a third at the orchard be- 
yond the water. They kept the guards fo ftriSly along 
the water on each fide, that we were barred up from 

all intelligence. 

After 
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After the placing of thcfe qamps, they brought their 
guns to Ballyougry, and there fucceflively difcharged them 
all in the dufk of the evening : They alfo ordered^^their . 
men in a long range' in all their camps, and made them 
all fire round, with a defign (as we fuppofed), t^ ftrike 
the greater terror into the. hearts of the befieged. The 
enemy were bufied in bearing faggots,, and -making forts 
or trenches, and in fome parts piling up thefe faggots. Our 
men fally out, canie to their forts and piles of faggots, 
and burned both them and feveral little houfes the enemy 
had for quarters, with many bridles, faddles, &c. and killed 
feveral, both Officers and Soldiers. The befiegers had 
built a trench near Pennyburn-mill, on which they planted 
fome of their guns : Our men refolved in the evening, 
that next morningearly they would attack that fort, and 
either bring away their guns, or nail them up, and ac- 
cordingly they went out, about 2 or 3000 of men, but 
effeSed not their defign, which was after w'ards thought 
might have been accomplifhed, if purfued. Though the 
enemy difcharged their guns at our men, none were hurt, 
one only was {hot through the leg with a fmall* bullet. 

About this time our men went out, viz. Capt, Jo. Cu- 
ningham, Capt. Noble, Capt. Arch: Sanderfon, and fome 
others. Thefe Captain* with about 100 went too far out 
in the open fields, where they feized ^ fort the enemy had 
made on the Heathy-hill, and beat the foot out of it. .. In 
the mean time, a party of the enfemy's horfe came at full 
careet betwixt our men and the Town, took Capt. Cu- 
ningham prifoner, whom, after quarter given, they per- 
fidioufly murdered. They gave us ether inftances after- 
wards how. faithkfs they wete to their word— particularly, 
they defiredoiie White might come over tb fome of his 
friends j -engaging their word for his and the boat's return ; 
but they detained both him, and the boat, to our lofs who 
•had no oth^r, but to. their greater reproach and diflionour. 

• Capt. 
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Capt. Noble and the reft came off, being good footmen. 
We IqA 15 or 16 men at that time. 

May 21ft, being Tuefday, the N'ortHron/QrmiJts kept a 
folemn iafl> and had fermons in two places of the City, 
befides the Cathedral, where there were confiderable col- 
leSions made for the poor, who begun to ftand in 'gfeater 
need of them. Soon after the Conformijls aUb kept 
another. 

June 4th ."^The enemy apjH'oach to our works at the 
Wind-mill with a great body of foot and horfe : Our 
m^n ordered themfelves fo, that in each redoubt there 
were four, and in fome five reliefs, fo that they were in 
a poflure of firing continually. The Irifh divided their 
horfe in three parties, and their foot in two. The firft 
party of horfe was commanded by Capt. Butler, the Lord 
MountgarretV fon, and confifted moft of gentlemen (who, 
it was faid^ had fworn to top our line). They attack 
our lines at the Water-fide, and the other parties of horfe 
were to follow thefirft: The one party. of the foot at- 
tacks the lines betwixt the Wind-mill and the water, and 
the other <being grenadiers), the lines at the Bogfide, be- 
twixt the Wind-rniill and the Town. Capt. James and 
John Gladftanes, Capt. And. Adems, Capt. Francis Boyd, 
Capt, Robert Wallace, Capt. John Maghlin, and Capt, 
Wra.Beatty, with their men, had taken their ground next 
the water. The firt party of horfe charged furioufly, 
having faggots of wooo carried before them ; they came 
on with a huzza, fecondt with a huge (hout from the 
Ififh camp. They came b the end of the line (it bein^ 
low water), notwithftanding our firing conftantly on them. 
Our men, \\%. Capt. James Gladftanes, Capt. John Glad- 
fbnes, with others nei^t tp them, left their redoubts, and 
took the Strand with their muftets, pikes, and fcythes, 
and fell on them with th^t vigour that foon fpoiled the 
tune of their huzzas, for f^w of that party efcaped : Many 

of 
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of them were driven into the river, and Capt. .Bnticr 
himfelf taken prifoner by Capt. John Gladflanes. The 
reft of the horfe feeing the firft party fo warmly recdved^ 
had no great flomach to come on. In the mean time 
the foot (who had alfo faggots of wood carried before 
them), attack the line betwixt the Wind-mill and the 
water : They were as warmly received as the horfc; and 
whereas they imagined our men would fire all together, 
finding that they fired fucceffively, they foon wheeled 
about, and drew off; only a few came fiirioufly to the 
back of our works, and were either killed or hauled over 
by the hair of their heads. In the mean time the other 
party of foot being grenadiers, attack our forts by the 
Bog-fide, and came on fiercely, but were as vigoroufly re- 
pulfed by our men there. 'Col. Monro did there acquit 
himfelf very well; Capt. Mich. Cuningham (one of the 
Citizens that had been always very aftive and zealous for 
the defence of the Town), was at the Bog*fide with his 
company, kept our men to their pofts, and oppofcd the 
grenadiers with great courage. He narrowly eicaped with 
his life, a cannon bullet tearing up the ground about him, 
and he had a fmall bullet cut out of his back. Lieut. James 
Ker, Lieut. JofiasAbernethy,« and Lieut. Cljerk, Ad good 
fervice, the laft being wounded. Mr. Tho. Maxwell was 
killed about the fame time on the walls. This day Gov, 
Baker fliew:ed both his condud and courage in ordering 
and bringing out frequent reliefe, where the grcateft danger 
appeared. Oin* women alfo did good fervice, carrying » 
ammunition, match, bread, and drink to our men *" and 
affiled to very good purpofe at the Bog-fide, in beating 
oflf the grenadiers with (tones, who came fo hear fo oar 
lines. The enemy loft a confiderable number of men; 
nioft of their Officers were either killed or taken pri- 
foners. When they retreated, they carried away on their 
backs manv of their dead asd mortally wounded with them 
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(as was fuppofed), to flielter themfelves the better from the 
(form of our (hot. Thofe of note killed on the enemy*s 
fide, were Lieut. Col. Parrel, two French Captains, Capt. 
Graham, Lieut. Bourk, Quarter-mafter Kelly, Adj, Fahey, 
Enftgn Norris, Enfign Arthur. The* prifoners were, Capt. 
Butler (foh to the Lord Mountgarret), Capt.M'Dpnnel, 
Cornet M^Donaghy, Capt. Watfon, a French Lieutenant, 
Lieut. Euftace, Serjeant Peggot. We loft 5 or 6 private 
men, and one Capt. Maxwell had his arm. broke With a 
cannon bullet, whereof he died within three weeks after. 
He had that clay behaved himfelf with great courage. And 
, one Tho. Gow had all the flefli fliot off the calf of his 
leg by a cannon bullet; but the bone not^ being broken, 
he recovered. There were three of our Colonels out 
this day, Murray, Munro, and Hamill ; the laft got a 
hurt on the cheek with a fmall bullet. 

The next day, one Mr. Edmund Stones, in time of a 
parley, went to a little well beyond the Bog, having leave 
from the Irifti firft. But a French Officer came, and putting • 
his hand to Mr.Stones's cartridge-box, with the other 
treacheroufly pulled out his fword to have killed him ; 
but he ftartin'g back, the fword only pierced his fide, and 
the wound proved not mortal — So meanly bafe were 
fome of our enemies. 

From^ the loth of May, until near the end of the Siege, 
we had many little parlies with the enemy ^^fometimes. 
to admit DoSors to fee the wounded prifoners, the Lord 
Nettervile and Talbot ; fometiities to admit provifions to 
them, which we granted them. Sometimes that we might 
have leave with fafety to fend meffengers to the (hips, 
or abroad for intelligence, but that we could not obtain. 

Capt. Cole had been among the Iriih army for near a 
month together at the beginning of the Siege, and about 
the loth or J2th of May came into Town again. Gov. » 
Baker being fufpicious of his b^ng an Agent for the enemy, 

'' or- 
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ordered him to be confined until he was fatisfied he had 
no ill defign againft the City, but had fccretly made bis 
cfcape from the enemy, who had detaii-ed him prifoner^ 

About the end of May, moft of the Officers having been 
for fome time fufpicious of Gov. Walker ^ drew up fevVral 
Articles againft him, fome of which were to the effea 
fallowing, according to the account I had of them from I 
the memories of fome of the Officers then prefent. 

One was, That he and others about Jhe 1 8/^ of April 
had afecret cabal ^ wherein they agreed ^ and privately fefi$ 
a mejfenger to King Jamety with propofals about getting 
the Town to be delivered up. 

Another was. That the faid perfon being on his return 
eonflned on Jufpicion of thisy was taken out privately by Mr, ; 
Walker's means ^ and fent over the walls : He went to Cuk 
fMre^ which was foon after furrendered. 

Another was, That on fever al days^ ^efpecially about the 
latter end of Aprils Mr. Walker held a confultation with 
fome others in the Town, zvhile our men were out againfi 
the enemy f to flmt jhe gatee upon them^ to facilitate afufm 
render » 

Another was, For felling or embezzling the fiores. 

Another was, That he offered to betray the Town' for 
500/. in handy and 700A a year^ which offer was approved 
by King James^ and the money primifed. 

Another was, For abuftng Officers that went to the ♦ 
fiores. 

Others of them relating to Per fonal Vices ^ I (hall not 
mention. 

But for a more particular and full account of thefe 
matters, I refer to the Articles themfelves, which were 
lodged in Col, HamilPs hands. 

There were feveral perfons had examined wltnefles, and 
undertook to prove thgfe articles ; and Col. Hamill, Col, f 

Murray, 
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Murray, Col. Crofton, Col. Monro, Lieut. Col. Fortef- 
cuc, Capt. Noble, Capt. Dunbar, and above loo Officers 
more, fubfcribed a refolution to profecute him upon thefe 
articles, in order to the removing him from all truft either 
in the (lores,, or in the army. This occasioned a 'motion, 
which Gov. Baker readily aflented to, vix. That the go* 
vernment of the ftores, as well as the garrifon, fhould be 
.managed by a Council of Fourteen, of which he was to 
be Prefident, and nothing be done but by them. But the 
meetings of this Council were foon after, through the 
difficulty of th€ Siege, efpecially the danger of the bombs, 
miich interrupted, though the authority of it continued 
until the end of the Siege. This being granted them. 
Gov. Baker earneftly perfuaded, and at lad prevailed with 
them to deiift at that time from the profecution of the 
forementioned articles. Yet thefe articles were revived, 
and increafed to the number of 14, foon after Gov .Baker's 
death. Yet all this did not fufficiently caution Mr.Walker 
from what the garrifon looked on, as an intruding himfelf 
into that part of the government that was never intended 
him : For after Gov. Baker's death, he called a Court- 
martial, and appointed Lieut. Col. Campbell to be Pre- 
, fident of it. The Officers hearing that the Court was 
fet, came in, and publicly difcharged them from fitting 
any longer, declaring that he had no power that appointed 
them, and accordingly they were prefently diflblved. 

There are but two things relating to the Articles fore- 
mentioned I would take notice of. Thofe who moft fuf- 
pcfted the defign mentioned in the third Article to be 
real, privately agreed in all their fallies, afterwards to 
keep a good referve in the Town for the prevention of 
It, the care whereof was entrufted by turns to Lieut. Col. 
Cairns, and Capt. James Gladftanes, two Gentlemen that 
ftiewed great fidelity and prudence in the Council, as well 
as courage in feveral fallies for the defence of the City. 

And 
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And the fourth Article occafioned an order of Council, 
that Mr. Walker's .note ihould not be accepted by the 
Keepers, until figned by the Governor or Major Adems. 

5 th. — The befiegers had thrown a great n>any finall 
bombs before this, but they began about this time with 
great ones of 2731b. weight, each of them being weighed 
after 1 71b. of powder had been taken out of it. Somfe 
of thefe (both great and fmall) did not b3:eak, having loft 
their fire. Thofe which they threw in the night, did not 
much hurt to the people that were able to go to the 
walls, becaufe they were eafily feen and fhunned; but 
fevcral that were (Ick were kiBed in their houfes. Wc 
were in greater hazard by thofe thrown in the day, it 
being more diffiqult to fee them. The dread of them 
forced our people to lie about the walls att n^ht, and to , 
go to the places reraoteft from hotufes, fome out of Perry* 
quay-gate, fome to the Ravelin, and others to the Wind- 
mill hill : And the cold which the men, efpecially the 
women and children contraSed hereby, added to thw 
want of reft and food, occafioned difeafes in the garrifon, 
as fevers, flux, &c. of which great numbers died. The 
bombs, by throwing down fome houfe^, furniflidd us with 
fuel, which we then flood in great need of. One ©f theft 
bombs fell into the houfe of C^t. James Boyd, and broke ^ 
down the fide of it, killing himfelf ; but feveral Offic«rij 
who were then at dinner, efcaped the danger, though it^ 
fell near the room where they dined. Another bomb 
killed Mr. Alex. Lindfay* the Chirurgeon, who wa«^ v«py 
ufefiil to the (ick and wounded foldiers. -« One Major 
Breme was killed with a cannon ball. Another bomb 
killed Mr. Henry Thompfon, a Burgefs of this City, who 
(hewed great zeal for the defence of it. Another kUkd 
14 men, and fired one or two barrels of powder in 2. 
back-houfe. Another killed 7, and another kilk4 3 of 
our men. 

7th- 
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"/th.— There came three fhips up to Culmore, and fired 
at the Caftle feveral days, and one of them runninglaground^ 
or being left by the tide, was much endangered by the 
enemy's cannon. The enemy called to us from their lines, 
to fend down carpenters to mend her: But we foon had 
the fatisfa^ioh of feeing her get off again.— Abput this time 
Gov. Baker was a little indifpoftd, and kept his charhber. 

13th. — Major Gen. Kirk appears with a fleet in the 
Lough below Culmorc, which gave us at the prefent the 
joyful profpeft, not only of the Siege being foon raifed, 
but of being furnifli^d with provifions, which then grew 
very fcarce, as appears by the allowance our men then 
had from the (lores. They were already reduced to fuch 
fbaights, that where they could find a horfe grazing near 
flic Wind-mill, they would kill and eat him : But when 
we faw them lie in the Lough without any attempt to 
Come up, it caft a cold damp on our too confident hopes, 
and funk us as low as we were raifed at the firft fight of 
them. 

Upon the appearing of the fliips, the enemy feemed to 
be in a mighty confternation. We obferved a great motion 
in their camp of pulling down tents, as we heard, in order 
to decamping; and many pf their common fotdiers, as the 
couhtry people informed us, changed their red coats, and 
fan away. But the terror was foon over, when they faw 
them make no great attempt to come up, though they 
had both wind and tide to afllft them. And the enemy 
quickly began to draw down their cannon, and foon after 
to raife batteries at Charles Fort, where they planted fome 
of their guns to oppofc the fhips coming up to our relief: 
And fome time after they begun to make a boom crofs 
the river from that Fort to Brook-hall, direaiy oppofite 
to it- This firft boom was made of oak beams, chained 
together with iron and great cables twifted about them. 
fct d week together we faw them making fome prepa- 
ration* 
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parations for this boom crofs the river, as drawing of 
timber, &c. We afterwards faw feveral boats on the 
\^ater bufied about it, but (as the country people Jincc in- 
formed us), it was not entirely finiihed until about a fort- 
night after the (hips appeared in the Lough. .But this 
boom, when finiihed, was ufelcfs to their defign, becauft 
it/did iiot float, and it was broke by the great tides. After 
this they made another of fir beams, chained ais the other 
was. ' This floated, an4 ferved their pilrpofe better : But: 
this latter boom, or what was left of it, the Mountjoy of * 
Derry broke. . 

f6th.— Col. Walker had propofed to agree with the a 
enemy to take 500I. ranfom for Li^ut. Col. Talbot, A 
fort of Council was held in Gov. Baker's chamber, wherein 
this was carried; but Gov.' Baker perceiving it to be ill 
refented in the garrifpn, declined it : But Col. Walker . 
urged it with fome violence and thr(feats againft thoft 
that oppofed it, and ordered the, bier that (hould carry 
him away, to be this day brought to his lodgings ; at 
which the multitude were fp enraged, that Mr. Walker, 
fhould take fd much on him, that they took the bier and 
made a fire of it in the main guard. They fearched for 
Mr. Walker, who had fled for fanftuary to Baker's chanil^ 
in the Bifliop's houfc : Not finding him immediately, the^ 
took all the prifoners that were able to walk, frorii their 
feveral lodgings, and carried them to gaol. They had 
fearched Mr. Walker's own lodging, whence they took 
the beer, mum, and butter which they found, to the ftore • 
And being informed that Mr. Walker was in the Bilhop^s 
houfc, they purfued him, fome threatening to fhoot him^ 
others to fend him to the gaol. Gov. Baker, vto whom 
they paid a great deference, came out, though indifpofed^ 
to pacify them, engaged there ftiould be no ranfom taken 
for the prifoners, entreated them for his fake to pafs by 
Vfh^t Mr. Walker had done, and fuffer the prifoners to 



1 
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go to their own lodgings again ; all which they^ with fome 
difficulty, confentcd to, at Gov. Baker's entreaty. What 
conflruSion the multitude put on this pradice of Mr. 
Walker's, I think not fit to niention. 

We afterwards offered to releafe Lieut. Col. Talbot 
oe condition they would permit a meflenger to go and 
leturn from the (hips ; but this would not be granted, and - 
foon after Talbot died, and put an end to this difpute. 

About this time, the fever, flux, and other diftcmpers 
grew rife, and a great mortality fpread itfelf through the 
garrifon, as well as the inhabitants, infomuch as it was 
obferved, that 15 Captains.or Lieutenants died in on^ day ; 
and the garrifon being in great ftrait for want of provifions,. 
fome of the Citizens and others concerned for the public 
good, met, called the Captain of the gjunners, Aleic, Wat- 
fon, sod ordered the gunners (who for the mod part 
Eyed in Town), to make diligent fearch for provifions^ 
which they did to good purpofe; for digging up cellars 
and other places^ they got nmch provtdon under the ground,, 
which fome that went away, and others durring the Siege 
had hid : And many that faw how fmcerely concerned they 
were for the fafety of the place, brought forth their pro- 
vifions of their own accord. By this means the g;arrifon 
wa» fuiniflied with bread ^though the allowance was 
little), until the end of the Siege/ 

Our iron bullets were much fpent, but this defe^ was 
Applied with lead bullets made with pieces of brick in 
the middle of them. Wm. Brown, Adjutant to Gov. 
Baker's regiment, was> induflrious and: dexterous int thia 
piece of fervice. 

There were oats,, fhelling, and maJt ia> Town, which, 
could not be uied for want of imills^; therefore Capt. 
Gregory and feme otfacar workmen took, care to ha^ a^ 
horfe mill bujir, as alfo to have carriages^ made for the 
guns, totttQ of which w^ece fo out of order, that fome- 
times we could not ufe them when we wanted them. 
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Abotit thi> time^ fince the enemy had fo hatred us up 
from getting any meflenger fent to the Ibips for intelligence, 
the befiq^ed built a boat (none being here) to go down by 
water. Lieut. Crookihanks took care of this, and fome 
of our men in the night attempted to go down in it, but 
they were beat back by the enemy's (hot from each fide of 
the >ater. 

/une 17, or thereabouts. Gov. Baker's diflemper en- 
cifeales, and he becomes dangeroufly ill; and Col. Mit- 
cbdburn was deputed by Baker, Governor during his 
ficknefs. . 

June 1 8. — Col. Murray, Capt. Noble, Capt. Dumbar, ^ 
Capt. Homes, two Lieutenants, and about 20 more, went 
up the water in the night in our new boat ; 'twas given 
out to rob the fiih-houfes in the Ifle, but the real defign 
was to land a meflenger or two in a wood about 4 miles . " 
up the river, to fend to Innifkillin : But the enemy foon / 
took the alarm, and as the boat pafled by Evans's wood, 
they fired a great gun planted there at her, which narrowly 
mifled her. As our men went further up, the enemy fired 
at them on both fides the ihore;; but when they came up 
to Dunnelong wood, where they defigned to land their 
two meflengers, the boys were fo terrified that they durft 
not venture afhore ; and it being now early in the mom* 
ing, our men difcovered two large boats behind them, 
which the enemy had fet out and manned with dragoons to 
cut off their return : Our men made towards them, and 
foon came to a very fliarp engagement ; for after their 
ihot being fpent on both fides, one of the enemy's boats 
came up clo(e to theirs, thin^ng to have boarded them ; 
but, as it happily fell out, thty catcht a Ttartar^ for our 
men were as quickly in upon them, beat back fome of 
them into the water, and killed 3 or 4 others, befides a 
Lieutenant in the enemy's boat, whereupon the reft threw 
down their arms and called for quarter. We took 1 3 pri- 
M foncrs 
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feners in this boat. The enemy in the other boat 'iVnn^ 
this itl fucceft of their friends, made off with what hafle 
they could. We carried our prifoners and fome Ihudl 
prize towards the city, the enemy ftilt firing at us fewa 
the (kore ; yet in alt this adventure not one of our naen 

I was hurt, (except Col. Murray, who received fome fliots 
in his head-piece that bruifed hb head, and for a while ta« 
dtipoTed him for fervice), but one of the prUbners that 
fat among them was wounded by a Ihot from the fhore. 
Bo remarkable was the guard of Divine Providence aboot 
tis. Our men being encouraged by this fuccefs, landed 
their prifoners near the city, delivered them to the guards^ 
an^ returned to attack a party of the enemy who were at 
that time drawing off one of their guns ; but the enemy 
fierceiving the rdTolute approach of our men, left her and 
fled: Our men porfued them to the top «f 6ie hiU, 'tiH 
^ley percdvod another ftrong party marching under covert 
of the lull, to get betwijct them and their boata, upon 
which they retreated, and had fearoe time to recover her 
before the enemy came up. 

About the aoth of June, Convtd de RoTee, MMfefehid 
General of King JamesV ferocs, arrived at the enemy'^ 
caamp, and foon after rsufed (everal batteries in tbe night, 
and a line on the other ftde of the bog oppoTite to the Wittdt* 
fnill, and brought their camp and trenches ne«r to us, and 
tun a line through the orchard, oppofite tcUBntcherVgatc, 
within fome few perches of it, tmd txrdered the mortar* 
pieces to be taken from the ordiard on the other fide the 
water, and placied on the fide of the hill above the bog, 
on the wefli'fide of the town, and (danted their battering 
pins (which threw a ball of 20 or 21 pounds w^ght) at a 
convenient diftanoe before Butcher's-^ate': They piy'd us 

I hard both with their bombs and battering^guos : The 
bombs they threw fome in the night, and fome in the day, 
at uncertain hours, Hill ^ 21ft of July, after which time 

they 
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thejr threw no ipore. Of the Humber pf the bpvib?, m4 
the tiiM ©f their throwing, yov*H find fi9 acwynt im- 
jiejcrd. And here began the clofe fii^. 

Wie ufed all eindeavpurs to get intelligence frop the 
fliipe, but could have none. We ^lade 014.07 (igns from 
the fteeple, both by jcannpn-fbot and .druwiog io our fiag^ 
to rfprefent our dUtrefled condition to th^p. 3Mt June 
2i, -one Hoch, a m^flenger, c^me to town jfroro Majo^ 
QencralKir)^; when he cju»e to the wat.cr-fide, haying 
DO Q^^tanpn of a boat, he fw^m over^ and gave us an 
account of th^ (hips, «ien, proviTions and anxi9 that werp 
iheriB for our relief^ adding, th^t 'twas defired if he got 
futfi to town, t.o give them in the (h^ps notice of it by ^ 
ipins from the fleeple, which w$s accordingly done. There 
came another meflenger along with him, one Cromy ; but 
beczuft he could not fwitp* he lay hid a day or two in the 
Iwifliesi, «^cpeding a boat to be fent for him in the nighty 
«8 the other b^d prpmifed : but the enemy's guards found 
hixnp smd beii:^ in hazard of his life, they ma(^ him pro-* 
^ft tp give the be^cged a difcpura^png account, and then 
hvf^pist afl^ fpr a parley, which was gr^Ated» and fpnne 
w«rc fex^ x)vcr the water tp difc>»rfe hinj : He (being 
ifvom tp do Sq) x^ated to them thf words that had been 
l^ut into bb mouth ^ but when li^t. Cpl. BUir enquired 
why hfi gave a di0ejent ^ccpunt from wha^ l^och had done, 
he replied, be was in the (eneipy*8 canip, Roch witbm 
tbp walls of Dcrry. Roch tried tp gp tp Major General 
Kirk a^ifl, hut was (brc«d to pome back becaufe of the 
cnenoiies guards .on the water-fide. 

This extremely troubled us, that no ipeffenger could get 
down to give the Major General pn account of our dtf- 
ireffed condition. There c^me one M*Gimpfy to Col. 
Murray, and voluntarily offered to fwim dowji the water 
Wth intelligence. Cpl. Murray acquaints the Deputy Go- 
V£z:n9r, Mitchelbur/i^ with it; but he .delaying, h^refolved 

Ma to 
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to fend him down, promifed a reward, and wrote by htm 
a letter (igned by himfelf, his Lieut. Colonel Cairns, and 
Capt. Gladftaned, reprefenting the great extremity they 
were reduced to, and with all imaginable earneftnefs im- 
portuning fpeedy relief. 

Thi^ letter was clofe tied in a little bladder, in which 
were put two mufquet bullets, that if the enemy (hould 
take him, he might break the little (faring wherewith 'twas 
tied about his neck, and fo let it fink in the water. Whe- 
ther this meflenger was taken alive by the enemy, or was 
lulled by running himfelf againft the Boom (as. fome re- 
ported) is uncertain ; but within a day or two they hung 
up a man on a gallows in the view of the city on the 
other fide the water, and called over to us to acquaint ut 
it was our meflenger. 

The enemy work every night to bring their trencher 
near the walls for mineing. Our men were diligent to 
counter-mine them, being incited to it every night by Go- 
vernor Mitchelburn. Thefe works were carried on by the 
care of Capt. Schambroon, and the indefatigable pains 
and charges of Capt. Michael Cuningham, and Mr^ Will. 
Macky, who both paid fome of the foldiers for work- 
ing -out of their own pockets, and gave many of thofis 
that wrought meat at their own houfes : Hereby the ene- 
my were kept from getting to the near fide^of the bog, 
without which they could draw no mines : There was 
befides a blind raifed by the perfons fore-mentioned before 
Butcher's-gate, to defend it from the enemy's battering 
guns, which had already done fome hurt to it. A col- 
leSion, by way of free-offering, was made among the in- 
habitants to carry on this work. 

June 28th. — The Lord Clancarty with his regiment 
comes to the befiegers camp, and that night attacked our 
out- works at ButcherVgate, and few of our men being 
out at that time, they foon poflefled themfelves of them. 

In 
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In the mean time, they were throwing their bombs, one of 
them coming (hort of the walls, fell among their own men, 
which difcovered them on their march towards the faid 
works: Upon this, the few men that were out retired 
within the gate* The eneitiy was led on by their Lieut. 
Colonel Skelton, who had fome detachments widrhim be-^ 
(ides Clancartie's regiment : One on horfeback comes clofa 
to the gate, and called for fire to burn it. Capt8< Noble 
and Dumbar fally out with our men, fome at BiibopV 
gate, and fome at Butcher's-gate, to the number of 60 
or 80 at firft, more foon followed. The failyers attad^ 
them fo briikly, being well aflifted from the waifs by great 
and fmall fliot, that they were forced to quit our works, 
and run to thrir own lines, to their great diibonour-as well 
lis lofs. The number of thole killed oh the place" was 
about 30, how many were wounded, and afterw^i'cb died, 
we could not telL Some officers were killed, viz. a-French 
Lieutenant Colonel, Capta'm O'Brian, a French Captain,, 
an £ngli(h Captain, an Engliih Lieutenant, Captain Mac- 
kartie, Corporal Mac-Guire, and a private, foldier^ were 
taken prifoners. 

At this time Governor Baker died, juftly lamented by 
the garrifon, in whofe affeSions his prudent and refolute 
condud had given him a great intereft. After Governor 
Baker's deaf b,. there were feveral meetings appointed for 
the eleSion of a Goirernor, but '* continual adion. pre- 
vented them : However Colonel Mitchclburn, who had 
been Deputy-Governor during Baker's fickneft, continued 
to ad as Governor, tho' without any confirmation froni 
the Council. 

June 30th. — Conrad deRofeii, Marflial General of King 
James's forces, (who was faid to fwear by the belly of 
God, that he would demoUih our town, and bury us in 
its alhes,) fent in this following letter to the Goveniop 
^nd Officers.

Thtfe pro^nriift not being accepted, the French G«tat«- 
rat tflnes out Us of deny as he had tbreateiled in' bis letter, 
and drove in all the Prdl^afifs lor ne^r ten miks ronrnf^ 
plrotefted as wetl as unpToteded, men, women, and ehil^ 
dren, the 2d of faif^ Many tender people, aiAi foiM 
vrchnen with diiM, died by the rude' and bffirbaroos tshgt 
t^ met with on the r oadv (being moft ftriped and gnaiiM 
in dirty ^unds and rotten hoofes, Sfc^) When they fifft 
appeartd, we tdok them for a body eS the enemy, and 
the tO!t9 wvre difcharged at them, hut the (hot (bciifg di- 
reded by in ntitfrring hand), moched none df <Hir fri^fids^ 
but as we aftetwards heard, kiHcd (mkc ci thoTe mtrctldti 
Soldiers that were pttfliing ihemi 4m. Bot it w^ dir«iat to 
us to hear their cries, when we perceived who? they were, 
and iaw the enemy chiving them with their <h'awn fworda 
doTfrn to the waits. Our men refoked to put them wtrtidiit 
our lines at the Wind-mill, and in the night many of them 
were brought within our lines, it rti&ftd our compafltiem 
the more, when thefe-pdor people ^earrte(tily entreated ua, 
not to furrender out of pity to them, acSding, that they 
knew they would faye neither us nor them' aKve after rt. 
This put the Governor and Officers oa maldng the follow- 
ing experiment : They inunediately ordered a g^Rows to 
be ereded on the baflion nes:t the eam^, on which they 
threaten to hang all the pnfoners (now put into.gaoI) if 
theie people have not teave to go to their feveral habitati- 
ons. Lieutenant Cotonel Campbell, and Captain Jenny a 
Clergyman, (two gentlemen that were very faithful and 

ac- 
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mS&tt in the (arrtfon) are lent to remind them oC prcfftr* 
ing for d^h : Upon wliicb thej writ this foUowiiig ktter^ 
and have leaire lo fend a mtlGbngtr to eatry it^ And brifi^ 
bach an anfwer. -^

But notwitfaftandlag this adVer^ we fuppofed flie r^ 
ffard they had la thtir iffl^rUoAed frieticb i^evj&d wtdi 
them : For ^ ^^oor people had liberty to retwrn to theiv 
dwellings on the third of Jnly, and inanjr ef our w^ah 
people, and womeni got aw^y arbong them, di(^ theyfent 
many back knowing them by their colonr : We got Tome 
si&le Aica aatioDg them^ which were drivoi in^ who flayild 
vidi us to the dod of the fiege« The enemy foon faw 
their error in this treatment of the poor people. The gilr^ 
Ytfott had here a cxmviiicifig inftance before their eyes^ bow 
little tnsft fhert waa to be repofed in their promifes ; For 
snany of ^(e peofAe had protedioM oader the King's dr 
lieutenant OeneraPs own h^nd^: And |hi§ could not fail 
nf making thein dsftfnate a^inft all propofals of forren* 
dferingi white it wins pofltUe to hold otf|. The people be- 
ing hai away, the ga{lows was taken dpwn, ax)d the yrt* 
onerafent to their f<nreral lodgkw^i About thi^ time^ Mp. 
Aadrew Robinfon left ua, but the e^tinty dripped aad lent 
Urn back, becauie of fome imfinident espreifions^ 

Capt. Beattry aMo went away^ md tcjok prote^en, and 
Ii%ed at Moneymfare. Bot the rcafon of it was, becaufe 
he had a violent flux, which rendered him ufelels to the 
l^iTon, and he went to try if he could recover his 
health : For be had been at all the encounters and &ir« 
mi(he» with the enemy before, and ever behaved htmTelf 
\v^th great int^ty and valour. 

About the ^b or 7th <«f July^ we obferved few men 
about their camps: Governor MItchelburn by ^vicQ 
draws out the body of our men beyond our lines at the 
A^iad-mill, that we might know what body of men would 

ap. 
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«ppcar to oppofe them : Some of our men go down to the 
dd ditches, and ifirc at theirs in their lines. The enemy 
fred at them. ColonclBarker with about a dozen horfe, 
came to the ftrand, and ftood at a diftance : Few of their 
foot, not above two companies, appear marching down to 
the reft that were in the lines: But it growing dark, our 
menbymiftakingthe word of command, came within our 
own lines agam in fome confufion. Col. Barker r^eived 
a fliot in his hand, which put him into an high fever, 
whereof he was reported to have died. 

About this time^ we heard a loud huxza in all the camps 
of the enemy round the city, which when we inquired the 
reafon of, they told us it was for joy of Innifldllin bdng 
taken. . 

July nth. — The enemy calls for a- parley, and fends 
one to know if we would treat with them for furrenderii^ 
the city. We confidered moft of the Ihips were gone, we 
knew not whether, provifions grew extremely fcarce; send 
therefore to gain time, it was thought aArifableto agree to 
it : They defired that if we agree to treat, there may. be 
6 Commiffioners chofen on each fide, that we fend the 
names of the fix we would choofe, and the terms we 
would demand with fome perfon the next day being the 
1 2th, and they would fend the names of their fix the fame 
day, that they might have time to confider our terms. 
And Saturday 13th, was appointed the day of treaty : All 
which was agreed to. 

The names of the Commiffioners, and the terms, you'll 
find in the commiffion and articles annexed at the end. 

Thefe aVticIes were fcnt to the enemy, with the names . 
cf the Commiffioners for the City, on the 12th of July, 
and on the 13th, the fix Conmiiffioners went out, being 
empowered to treat with the enemy. * 

About their Commiffion, there was great debate : ISome 
of the Council of Fourteen would haye had the Commif- 
fion 
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itOTi run in tlieir name, becaufe they had the power: 
Mitchdbtirn and Walker laid fome claim to it (though Mr. 
Walker had only his firll poft, and Mitchelburn was only 
deputed Governor by Baker during his ficknefs, but never 
confirmed Governor , by. a CountiK) The Colonels and 
odier Officers would have had it run tii theirs; becaufe 
the intereft was chiefly theirs. But at lad the name of Go* 
ycrnors in general, without any particular application of 
it, was (t(io' not without great oppofition) thought fit to 
be ufed, for this reafon, that the enemy might not look 
upon us asaconfufed multitude without any Government. 
.' July i3th.^r-Our Commiflioners went but to the ene- 
• .my's camp, and had a long debate till night with the Com* 
miiConeni pn their fide The enemy confented to all things 
material demanded in the aforefaid Articles, except three, 
viz. I • The time for furrendering ; they would grant no 
longer time than till Monday the 15th at 12 o'clock* 2. 
The fecuring of hoftages; they would allow they (hould 
be kept in Derry, but not put into the fliips that Major 
General Kirk brought. 3. The manner of marching out ; 
they would allow no arms to our foldiers, but only to the 
Officers and Gentlemen in town. Our Commiflioners re* 
turned^ and with great difficulty obtained time till next day 
at 12 o'clock to return an anfwer. 

That night,^ after the return of the Commiffioners, there 
was a Council, where the Commiffioners gave an account 
of their negociation that day, and a Council was appointed 
at 8 o'clock pext moaning, to confider what anfwer they 
fliould return. 

While our Comrtiiffioners were out on the treaty, Col. 
Walker received a letter from Lieut. David Mitchell out 
of the (hips by a little boy,' and tranfcribed it with fome 
additions of his own : For whereas the letter nientioned 
Major General Kirk's having fent fome to encamp at Inch, 
he wrote it 4Q00 horfe, and podQ foot ; thi^ hunfipur was 

the 
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the linor^ UR^cciM^tabl^, beeture upon lb« teliirft tf the 
Commiflionm, he tutntf&y urged a comjilianee ivith the 
€Aefny*s demands, for furrendering the tdvfn the tiett day: 
And therefote when the contents «f his letter froin licut. 
Mkchell were objeSed to him as a ftrong argrnnont againft 
Anrrendering, efpeciaiiy the numbers that were laiided, he 
confefled that part of the letter to have-bten framed by 
himfelf: Which indifcrettOn, joined wkh his iH ad^i€e> 
had like to have proved of as dangerous confe^uenee to 
himfelf, as the advice had beto to the gatrifdn, tf the^ 
had complied with it. 

July 14th,— The Council met, aitd had fome debate a- 
bout the anfwer to be returned r And the following anrwer ^ 
Vra^ tefolved upon (not w'ithout renewed oppofitioii from 
Col. Walker,) ** That unkfs the enemy would give us 
time till tfrO fi6th of July, nfii fecure the hoftagea in the 
(ihips, we woiild not furtender : And for the manner of 
fr^rching ottt, that was left to the Commiilioners to de- 
bate. The Commftffiooef s vi^eM out, and delivered thia 
a^wer s But the enemy refufing abfoiiitely to grant theft 
terms, the treaty #as ended. So evident^ did that graci- 
ous Ood (who had determined our deli^ranee, and te 
whoie alicomprehending eye that particular fe«fon of it 
that would mod illuftrate his own glory was obvious) in-, 
fatuate the councils, and harden the hearts of our enc* 
mies : Had they accepted the propofals, the city had been 
inrravoidffbly fiirrendered ; and we could not have held out 
tliree or four days longer than the time We deiired. 

July 16th. — About 10 o'clock, a fmall party of the 
enemy fuddenty «ta<ked our works without ButcherV 
ptte (none of our men being out) and foon pofl^l them- 
fchrcs of them; but from the walk they were warmly 
T^puffed, and beat off again. Our men beat them with 
flones rut of the old wails. Some few were killed, and 
oi^e takein prifoner in this a3:ioii. 

Two 
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Tw6 regiments of tht entmy marched dbwii ftcfrA thcit 
camp in of dcr, toward* the wotb on the Windmifl-hill. 
Our rteii gb otrt chcatfully to the urorits in confiderabl* 
ntimbets, encouraged theretd by (Jov. IVfitehelburrt. The 
emamy ^faeti they came to the tftiyldle of the hill, ftoppe^ 
and tirheeled aboot, stnd niarched back again up the other 
fide of the park. . Chir men raifed an huzza from one end 
of the fine to the bther, waving their hati td them to 
come down, but they marched otf. 

This day Coi. Murray, ^d about 12 more^ith him, | 
went down to flank the enemy's trench bcfbrc Butcher's- 
gate> smd continued firing tilt their ammutiition was fpent; 
one of his men was kilted, vix. James Murray, and him- 
felf (hot tftrbUgfi both the thighs up near hi§ body, which 
proved fo dangcrou)s to him, that he did not fulty recover 
of it till neir November. A few diays after he was wound- 
ed, there fetl Oirt a fad accident in his chamber : Lieut. 
'Rofs came thete, . to fearch as he pretended for fome of 
'Sir Arthur Rawdon's faddles, &c. His unexpeded rudenefi, • 
occafioned fome heat betwixt him, and one of Col. Mar- 
fay's regiment, and the Lieutenant ftriking feveral times 
at him with his fwbrd, the other took up a carabine and 
(hot him dead. 

The enemy had played very fmartly at the town and 
gates with their battering guns, and about this time, they 
took them away in the night down to Brookhall, where 
the Boom was, and planted them there. 

There was no a£tio1i of note from this time to the ^Sth 
of July : The enemy had feveral cows feeding behind 
tlieir lines very near us ; our men refolve they will try to, 
get fo welcome a prey Into their own hands, and accord- 
ingly, July 25th, early in the morning they go out at Ship- 
quay, Bifhop's, and Butcher*8 gates, furprized Sir John 
Fitzgerald's regiment who were in thofe lines, made ha- 
vock of them, beat them from their trenches, killed Lieut, 

CoL 
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Col. Fitzgerald; and Capt.. Frank WUfon took Captain 
Nugent prifoner. A party of the enemy from the nev- 
ed camp came quickly down, which forced our men (b^ng 
then enfeebled with the fcarcityof proviAon) to retire 
Without their deiired prey. There was a confiderable 
number of the enemy killed ; we loft one Lieut. Fifher^ 
who was killed by a (hot from the enemy^s drake, as he 
was going out. We afterwards tried another experiment 
of tying a cow to a ftake, and fetting fire to her, in hop« 
of drawing in feme of theirs ; but ihe breaking loofe that 
projed failed. 

About the 20th of this month, provifions growing ex- 
tremely fcarce, one Mr. James Cunningham, merchant, 
found out a way of fupplying the garrifon for fixor feven 
days. He (hewed them where there was a good quantity 
of ftarch in the town, which they mixed with tallow;, 
and made pancakes of; which proved UQt only good food, 
but phyfick too to many of thofe whom wearinefs and ill 
diet had caft into a flux. 

July 28. — This morning Capt. Charleton left us, and 
went to the enemy. Mr. Walker ' about this time had 
preached a difcouraging fermon : And indeed the defperate 
necefTities that were growing upon us had almoft funk us 
all into a defpair of relief. But the hour of our extre- 
mity was the fit feafon for Divine Providence to interpofe, 
and render itfelf the more obfervable in our deliverance : 
For this evening about feven o^cIock we perceived three 
(hips, (viz. the Mountjoy of Derry, (he Phenix of Cole- 
rainCy and the Dartmouth Frigate,) coming up the Lough 
of Culmorc, betwixt whom and thofe in the Fort there 
was defperate firing : But when we perceived they had 
pafled the Fort, our expeditions of fpeedy fuccour raifed 
us to a flrange tranfport of |oy. The enemy plyed them 
with cannon and fmall (hot from both fides the river, and 
the (hips made them good returns: Bi^t when the foremoft 

veflel 
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veflel came (as it is fuppofed) to the Boom, (he made fome 
(top, the little wind they had while they pafled the Fort 
entirely failing, and a dead calm fucceeding. The fmoak 
of tl\e (hot both from the land and from the (hips clouded 
her from our fight, and fhe was (as we afterwards learnt) 
unhappily run a ground. And when the enemy, who ga- 
ther^ in fwarms to the water- (ide, raifedaloud huzza 
along the ihore, telling us, our ihips were taken, and we 
perceived them both firing their guns at them, and prepar- 
ing boats to board them, this ftruck fuch a fudden terror in- 
to our hearts, as appeared in the very blacknefs of our 
countenances. Our fpirits funk, and our hopes were ex- 
piring. But this did not continue long ; for the Mountjoy 
by firing a broad-fide, with the help of theencreaiing tide, 
got off from the (hore. And we foon perceived the (hips 
firing at them, and advancing towards us, tho' but (lowly, 
which made the enemy draw their guns from place to place 
after them. But at laft they came up to thfe^Quay, to the 
inexpreffible joy of our garrifon, that was at this time re- 
duced to that diftrefs,' that it was fcarce po(rible for them 
tO'iubfift above two or Areedays longer. The firft that 
broke or paflTed the Boom was the Mountjoy of Derry, 
comnnanded by Capt. Micah Browning, who was to our 
great regret killed by the enemy's (hot (a Gentleman, 
whofe memory (hould never be forgotten by the garrifon 
and inhabitants of Derry, who generoufly facrificed his 
own life for the prefervation of theirs, and had freely of- 
fered to make this attempt fooncr, if Major General K. 
would have permitted him :) But the Phenix of Cole- 
rainc came firft to the Quay, Capt. Andrew Douglas, 
Matter, laden with 800 bolls of meal from Scotland. 
The (hips came in late : And that we might the better 
fecure the people employed in bringing in the provifionsio 
the ftores, there was a blind made along the Qu*y of ca(ks 
and hog(heads filled with earth. The enemy continued to 

fire 
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fire «t wfrom their trenches, su before, till the 31ft of 
Juljr. That day wc perceived them firijjg feveral parts of 
the tcuntrj about. In the night they burned all the tents 
f nd huts of their camp roifnd the city, and befiire day. 
light had gone cff towards Lifiord and Strahane, Iteming 
z UtroRg rere-^guard of horfe. We had no horCe hft tp 
pitrA»e tbfimB ^ our foot wejrt m no coo4ition to make 
Aich an attempt. They enctaiped at Lifibr4 and Str^« 
banc, till they ht^rd the ui9welcon» new« x£ their forcoi 
under the comnand of Major tJeneral M'Carty, bfeif^ 
routed by the InnifldUin men. This fb alarmed them^ tha^ 
fior haffe they burft fome of their big guns, threw ws^» 
gofls of arms into the rlirer^ and left many pf their army 
that were (ick behind theoi. Some few of our men wicut 
out, and brought in fome grenadiers prjfojner^y thait yr^tm 
foifighou&e at 6 or 7 miles ififtance fr^om the city. Otbeiy 
of Airem wKsoi X9 Ipch, where Col. Stewsrt havii^ r^ 
ceived ordcirs to fliip all his men and come off^ bad csjleii 
a Council of h^s QfiicerGi, and by thdr advice drbyed th^ 
executioa of thcscn, till hf had (en^ to acquaint the Major 
Getterd wiA the condition of the Proteftants ther^e, ami 
ihonld roDeive his fi^tber orders, -as being. Jotb to expofi^ 
ib con(iderab(e a body of ^m as had come in tp hima tQ 
the mercilefc fury ^pf an jenrjiged enemy. 

And thus wa$ the Siege ^ Dprry raifed, to the adni- 
ratiou of our friends, who fcad giv^ us over fo^ loft, and 
to the dHa{3pointment of our jenemies, who were no Jefs 
confident they Ibould fopn make tKemr<^lv<es mafter^ of fp 
weak and indefenfible a place. The glory of it being en^ 
tirely 4iie to the Almighty, who infpired ajg^rriion fer the 
moil part rhade up of a few raw ai^ untrained men, m^ 
thpfe 'Iabourln{( under all poffible difcpiiragements, witfjt 
that refoliition that enabled then[» tpid^at alt the attcQipta 
of. a numerous army to reduce them. Their z-^al and af* 
fefkion for the p& caiife they had undertaken^ J&pplytM; 
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ail the dsftOs of military difcipline. So fingular has been 
the favour of God to that City (a;s well as Innifkillin) in 
making it once more a fanduary to the diftrefled ProteP 
tants of the province of Ulfter, ' 

Aug. 4 -^ Capt. White, Capt. Dobbin, *Capt. J. Ha- 
milton, Capt. Jenny, ^nd Mr, Knox were fent to the Ma- 
jor General, who that day came to town. Col. Croftoa 
had waited on him at Inch, and defired leave to draw out 
a or 300 men, t^ go put into the country at large, tp pre- 
ferve the houfes of the Proteilants from being burned, pro- 
mifiiig alfo to bring in a yaft quantity of cattle ; but hi9 
propofal was fejeded. And near a week after that (bmc 
fmall parties of the Iriih that (layed behind burned Nn- 
Lemavady,' and feveral Gentlemen's houfes in the county. 
The Majpr General put out feyeral Proclamations, one, 
*' That all perfons not in arms, who had fled to that 
place, fliould leave the City (the country being now clear) 
and repair to their refpedive habitations, without taking 
any of their goods with them, unlefs they had a particu'^ 
lar order." Hereby the bedding of many was detained 
from them. Another was, ** That no perfon dying (hould 
\ie buried within the walls.'* Great droves of the country 
people's cattle were brought near the town, upon pretence 
of their belonging to the enemy, and fo few could recover 
their own again, that many families were deprived there- 
by of theon]y confiderable means of their fubfiftence. Col. 
Mitchelburn was p:iade Governor by the Major General,, 
in whofe hands the cattle were left, who fold them ac* 
cording to the Major General's orders for good rates to the 
butchers and others. 

An Addrefs was prepared to be prefented to the King, 
and Col. Walker was appointed by the Major General to 
go with it- Many of thofe that fighed it neither knew of 
the bearer, nor were well pleafed with the great compli- 
ment pafled on the M^jor General in it, but were not 
ndlRng at that time to make any diflorbancc by a pub« 
lie oppofition to it. The

The men were all drawn out to the field, and every Co* 
lonel's regiment by itfelf. The foldiers went out the more 
chearfuIFy, becaufe i| was reported the Major ^General 
itirould that day diftrilj^te aoool. amongft them. But they 
foon found themfehres mift^ken, not only in that, but in 
their hopes of continuing in their prefent po(b. Colonel 
Mitchelburn't and Col. Crofton's regiments were joined, 
and Crofton reduced. Col. Walker's and Col. Hamil's 
were joined. Walker demitted, and Hamil reduced, Capt. 
White being made Colonel to it, (who died September 
following.) CoK Monro's and Col. Lance's regiments 
joined, Col. Monro reduced. Lance made Colonel, (who 
died September following.) Col. Baker's and Col. Mur- 
ray's regiments were defigned to be joined, but all of Col. 
Murray's (except a very few) refufed, and went off into 
the country with their carabines and piftols ; ^ the Ma* 
jor General feixed their faddles, as he alfo did Col. Mur- 
ray's horfe, which he had preferved with great care during 
all the Siege.. St. John was made Colonel of Baker's re- 
giment. This being done, the Major General named new 
Captains to the moft of the companies, leaving them tp 
choofe their Lieutenants and En(igns ; fo that a great 
many of thofe Captains, who had not only raifed and 
armed their companies almoft wholly at their own charge, 
but had done the greateft fervice in the defence of the 
town, were cither diibanded or reduced : And their com- 
panies were given to others, who had neither expended any 
thing of their fortunes, nor hazarded their lives in the 
caufe. . This was ill refented in the garrifon, but when 
one of thcfe Captains took the liberty to complain of it, 
inftead of any redrefs, he was (as himfelf informed feve- 
ral of us) threatened with the new gallows, which was 
ordered to.be fet up without the ravelin!— There were 
orders alfo given to the centries at the gates, that none 
ihottld be fuffered to go out with any arms, and fome 

that 
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that w^ere watking out at thecgates had their arms feized 
by the gciards placed* thet^. This, unexpeded. treatment 
icemed-very hirrfli and ftrangc to them^ that they could 
not be tlcufted^to bear thofe arms about them wliichr they 
had ib' lately employed ia the vigorous defence of their 
country. The weak and fick foMLers had nothing, allowed 
thtm' to fttbfift <Jft out of the ftores,- whereby they were 
forced to travel, and beg- their bread in the country, which- 
being extrc^mly depopulated, many of them peri(hed for 
want. The Lieutenants land Enfigns fared no better than 
the Captains, many 'of them being turned out, ariddtheys, 
who had at lead never been in the fiege, put in their 
places. And, fome that continued 'Cap!ain^,^fia^!' d^ach- 
mttitsof 1 5 nien t'akeh oiit of tfieir coriiiftnfei an^'pat' 
irito the regitn^irts 6f futhai^ coiild^ ribt^ riarfe ihdrf, and 
then the Cajitalns wtr^ threatciiAi td bc"^ tijffried^ oiit if' 
they mai&not'up tfieit cbrtipames:' Nay'fbm^ of thttii' 
wefe tum^d^ off, aftcf they'h'afd been mad6*iifi?of to dd 
that' piece of fervice for fuch ak wtfre intenTfifd ^'{u<fte€^ 
theiti: Atid' even the ncV inodelied l^giriieiits of ITerry, 
that w'ere r^ceivcdinto the General's army, had oMjr the" 
fbHowinjffiiibfiftfehce: ""

The Tnrti&flfin foot had the lame afldwance, and their' 
hdrfe had only pd. a day f<Jf evtffy pirivate trodp^rjartd edl 
a day for ciaicH of the dtagoohs.; 

But however they have bech ufedby'the M&jo? G<f-' 
ncrtrs influence, they haVe alWays had a deep* and grateful' 
fenfe of his Majefty*s extrabrdinary care and concerri for 
their prefervation. And th(6 honourable charaftcr wHicK^ 
he was gtacioufly pleafed to give of them ahrf thefr fer- 

N vices 
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vices in his letter to them, was itfelf thought a valusible 
reward, and refcnted with the higherf affe^ons that fub- 
jeGts can pay to a Prince who has an entire Sovereignty in 
their hearts, and from whofc generous goodhefs they ftiH 
expeft all the favour and encouragement, that niay put 
them into a capacity of giving more evident proofs to the 
world of their xeal for the Proteftant Religion, and af- 
feSion to his Majefty's Government. 



LETTER to my Lord Mount joy, from the Inhabi- 
tants of Derry. 

Right Honourable, 

THE lafl: poft carried up to his Excellency the newg 
of what our rabble had done in the town, how they 
had (hut the gates againft fome of the Earl of Antrim's 
regiment, which we then blanncd them for, though we 
could not reArain them ; but yefterday and this day, be- 
ing on ail hands informed th^t a general maflacre was 
determined, at leaft inUlfter, to be executed on theBritifh 
Froteftants ; and having certain intelligence that the Priefts 
and Friars of late bought up great numbers and quantities 
of horfes and arms, and other habilinients of war, as 
chain-bridles (whereof Dean Cahan for his part bought 
up twelve) ; recolle£ting further many dark fpeeches in or- 
dinary converfation of late, . and very odd fermons by the 
'Priefts and Friars preached in this neighbourhood : And 
hearing that the very foldiers that were to quarter there, 
had been overheard to utter terrible threats againft us, as 
to burn houfes, &c. And feveral outrages being committed 
by fome of them on feveral perfons, particularly one of 
them, without any provocation, cut one of the Ferry- 
men almoft to the lofs of his hand ; fome of them broke 
open houfes, and took provifions thence by force, &c.. 
And when we were certainly informed, that under pre- 
tence 
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tcBcc of 8 companies, confiftiiig of 400 men, that were 
to come to this town, there were at leaft 1200 on the 
road to this place, befides great numbers of women and 
boys (which the Ultoghs always carry along with them^ 
when they expeS fpoil.) And laftly, when we caufed the 
potent to be infpeaed, and found that it referred in the 
body thereof to the names of the Captains underneath, 
and yet not one named. We cannot but think it a moft 
wonderful providence of God, to ftir up the Mobile for 
our fafety, and prefervation of the peace of the kingdom 
againft fuch bloody attempts as thefe Northern people had 
formed againft us, which we doubt not but his Excellency 
wiH look upon as a great and very acceptable fervice to his 
Majefty, to whom we refolve always to bear true faith 
and allegiance againft all difturbers of his Government 
whatfoever ; and only to aft in our own defence, without 
the leaft difturbance or prejudice to ^ny that will live 
peaceably with us. And we doubt not but all that are'a- 
iarmed and terri6ed with the like danger, in this and the 
adjacent .country, hereupon have put themfelves alfo 
upon their defence, (to the number, as we are informed 
from feveral parts, of near 20,000 horfe and foot) will do 
the fame, if they be not aflaulted. The rabble in their 
heat found means to get into the Magazine, and thence 
took fome arms and ammunition ; but we have caufed it to 
be locked up, and a guard fet thereon, and an account 
taken of what is taken thence, and what left therein* 
Our requeft is, that your Lordftiip will reprefent our 
danger to his Excellency, the neceflity we are under, and 
obtain from him his allowance and countenance, for fe- 
curing ourfelves from thefe Ulfter enemies, that will never 
be. obedient, when they have power in their hands. Your 
Lordftiip's kindnefs herein will be a perpetual obligation 
on the inhabitants of this City and. neighbourhood, and 
very much tend to his Majefty *s- fervice in prefer ving the 
N 2 Fives 
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Ikes of thoufands of his good and ipnocent fubjibSs^ that 
were defigned for flaughter.

LETTER from Derry to. the Society of LoHpoii» 
fent. by Mr. Cairns* 

Right Worftipful, 

IN our fad calamity, and under the greateft apprebeiiijH 
onsof our total excifion by the Irifhin theft parts of the 
kingdom which border upon us, we thought it neceffary 
for us immediately to^ difpatch David Oirns, Efq; (a very 
worthy Citizen of this City, and lately a Member of this 
Corporation)' into England, to report our cafe to you, 
and toufe his endeavours by. aH juft means fdr our fpeedjr 
relief. And wehave^eternai obligations land on u§ to blefs 
God, whofe nf\er<y and providence fefcued u* from the 
defigns of wicked tpen, that confpired 40ur ruin, without 
any provocation- on oyr parts, whofe' inclination as well as 
intereft it was to live peaceably with* all nUeii. 

On Friday the 7th inftant, feverdl intimations* came to 
feveral hands hereabout, that on the Sunday following a 
maffacre was defigned by the Irifti in IMer ; and although 
it caufed great thoughts of heart to the mod affdred^- 
mongft us, yet none of the more aged and grave caftie te 
aifty other refolution than fo fubmit to the Divine Provi- 
dence, whatever the event might> be : And juft in that 
jundure, whilft the younger and 'more inconfider ate were 
confulting their own fafety, (and it feems had refolvedon 
the means) a part of the Earl of Antrim's regiment (newly 
levied, and all compofed of Highlanders and Ulfter Papifts) 
came to the river-fide, and their Officers came over into the 
City to the SheriiTs, for quarters and lodgings, for them. 

We 
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We confefs our fears on the occafion became morei^ngent^ 
but we ftill remained fitent^ except our prayers and devo* 
tions. But juft as the foldiers were approaching the gates^ 
the youthhood, by a ftrange impulfe, ran in out body and 
fliut the ^ates, and put themfelves in the heft pofture 6F 
defence they could. W^ blamed/ but could not guide or 
perfiiade them to any lefs refolution that night ; and fo 
the foidiers retired, and were quartered in the neighbour- 
hood, >vhere, although they did riot itmrther or deftroy 
Mhy, yet niiiny threats they tittere^d, and 6utrages commit- 
ted. The next day we hoped to prevail xvith thofe. that 
'aflumed the power of the City, to open the gates and re* 
ceirc the garrilbn ; but the news and intimations of the 
general defi]gn canae fo faft, fo full froitt ill quarters, that 
we then bieiTed God for our preftttt efcapc, effeacd by 
mearis uhforefeen, and againft dur ^ills. In the general 
hurry and confternation t>f not us only, tut all the neigh- 
bouring counties, when we have but fcarce time to hear 
the repeated informations of our dahger, it is not poflible 
for us to futriifh the be^Ker with dll requlfite teftimbnials 
to evinfcc this fad truth j ildf ifrill it confift with our fafety 
to protrad his ftay 'till it tan bd done, the teJTel that Car- 
ries him beihg juft ready for fail. We tnuft refer you to 
his report, arid copies of papers carried over by him (figned 
by us) for your further fatisfa^i^H in particulars; but do 
moft humbly and heartily befeech you, as you are men of 
bowels and charity^ to aflift this Gentleman how bed you 
can to fecure us from the conimon dinger, and that we 
may peaceably live dbeylrig his Majefty and the Laws, do- 
ing injury to no man, nor wi(hing it to driy. Your in- 
tfcreft here is now no Argument worthy to engage you, the 
lives of thoufands of innot^nt men, women and children 
are at ftake. If you can, and will not now afford your 
help to the dtmoft, ^e (hall never be able to ufe a motive 
to induce yoii^ 61: to! prevail upon you. May the Lord

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fend deliverance to us, aud preferve you all in peace ind 
tranquillity, is the hearty prayer of.

THAT the faid I^rd Mountjoy ftall with all poffi- 

ble expedition, and at furtheft within i $ days after the da~te 

hereof, procure a free and general pardon to all and every 

the inhabitants of the city, fuburbs, and liberties of the 

city of Londbn-Derry, and to all and every perfon and 

perfons within the province of Ulfter, that have abetted 

or adhered utito them, for all matters and things relating 

to the late commotion and revolution in the faid city ; and 

for all offences done againft the Law, murder excepted, 

and all penalties thereby incident and incurred ; the fame 

to be perfefted under the Great Seal, and delivered to the 

Sheriffs of the faid city, or their order, within the time 

before limited, and publiflied by proclamations. 

2. That until the faid pardon be fo perfefted and deli- 
vered, no more or other foldiers Ihall be garrifoned in the 
faid city, or quartered in the liberties thereof, except the 
two companies commanded by Liciit. Col. Rob, Lundy, 
and Capt. Wm.

The KING'S LETTER to Ireland, by Captain 
Leighton. 
HAVING received an account from Capt. Leighton, 
ef what he was intruded to reprefent to us, in relation to 
the condition of the Proteftants in Ireland : We have di- 
reded him to aflfure you in our name, how fenfibly we 
are affeded with thp hazards you are expofcd to, by the 
illegal power the Papifts have of late ufurped in that king- 
dom, and that we are refolved to employ the moft fpeedy 
and effedual mpans in our power, for fefcuing you from

perfons, accordng to their behaviour and deferts, do 
hereby authorize you to promife in our name, to all fuch 
who (hall demean themfelyes hereafter peaceably and inof- 
fcniiveiy, our protedion and exemption firom thofe pains 
and forfeitures, which thofe only (hall incur who are the 
maintainers and abettors of the faid illegal authority, af- 
fumed and continued contrary to Law ; or who (hall afit 
finy thing to the prejudice of the Protelhnt intcrcft, of 
the difturbance^of the public peace in that kingdom. And 
for further particulars, we refer you to the report you (hall 
receive from Capt. Leighton (who hath acquitted him- 
felf with fidelity and diligence in your concerns), of the 
fmcerity of our intentions towards you.

And that they might be the better enabled to do it, there 
arc two regiments already at the fea-fide ready to embark, 
in order to their trantptortation into that province, with 
which will be feot a good quantity of arms and ammuni* 
tion. And they will be fpeedily followed by fo cohfideraUe 
abody^ as (by the blefling of God) may be able torefcue 
the whole kingdom, ^and resettle the Ih-Oteftant intereft 
there. His Majefty does very much rely upon your fide- 
Kty and refolutton, not oftly that you (hall actjuit yourfelf 
according to the chara^er he has received of you, but 
that yon (hould oicourage atid influence others in this (fif- 
fkult conjunSure to difcharge their duty to their Country, 
their Religion, and their Pofterity, all which call upon 
them for a more than ordinary vigour, to keep out that 
debge of Popery and Slavery which fo nearly threatens 
them. 

And you may aflure them, that befides his Majefly^s 
care for their prefervation, who hath a due tendernefs and 
r^ard for them, (as well in confideration that they are 
his Tub jeSs, as that they are now expofed for the fake of 
that religion which he himfelf profefles), the whole bent 
of this nation inclines them to employ their utmoft endea- 
vours for their deliverance ; and it was but this very morn- 
ing that his Majefty hath moft effeaually recommended the 
cafe of Ireland to the two Houfes of Parliament.

THAT all perTons, as well Officers and Solcfiers, 
Clergymen and Laymen, as others, that now are in the 
faid city, or have been in the fame fince the 7 th day of 
December laft, or that have borne arms againil his.Majefly 
King James the Second, in the provinces of Ulfter and 
Connaught, or either of them ; or that have been aiding, 
abetting, counfelling, adviftng, or in any ways affifting to 
them, or any of them, or any way deemed of that party, 
(hall be pardoned and forgiven until the 26th day of July 
inft. of and from all treafons, rebellions, robberies, felonies, 
^nd other offences whatfover, by th^m or any of them 
committed againft his faid Majefty, or any perfon or per- 
fons whatsoever. And that fuch of the faid perfons now 
alive, or which (hall be alive the faid 26th jday of July, 
and the Heirs, Execytors, Adminiftrators, or Afligns of 
fuch of them t]^at are dead, or (hall before that time be 
killed or die, (hall be immediately reftbred to all their per- 
fonal and real eftates ; as if they or any of them had never 
taken .up arms, or committed any offence againil his fs^id 
Majefty, or any Qther perfon or perfons whatfoever.

2. That all Ecclefiaftical perfons of the Proteftant rcli- 
gion within the faid provinces, (hall immediately have the 
poffeflion of their feveral Churches, Qiapels, Tithes, 
and other Ecclefiaftical dues, and enjoy the fame, as thcy^ 
did before the 7th day of December laft. And that all 
other Proteftants, as well Minifters as others, fhall from 
the faid 26th of July inft. have the fall and free benefit and 
cxercife of their religion, as they had before the &id Jtit 
of December. 

• 3. That all perfons whatfoever now in London-Derryp 
fhall have free liberty to depart this kingdom for England 
ct Scotland; and thole that are wilJihg to remain in th'it 
kingdom, fhall have fafe conduds to Dul^lin, or any other 
part in Ireland, with tfceir gbods and chattels : And thofe 
that have a mind to tranfport themfelves by the fliippinjf 
under the power of the faid King, or by odicr lEnglifh'or 
Scotti(h (hips, fhall have pafsports from time to time al- 
lowed them, and liberty of boats ^om Eliglaad or Scot-* 
land to tranfport them. 

4. That all perfons to be pardoned, that pieafe, fiMt 
tranfport and carry with them their goods and chattels, 
unlcfs they have a mind"to felt them here, and that then 
they may have liberty to difpofc of therii to their beft:ad-- 
vantage: And like wife thofe that .depart the kingdom, 
fhall be put in poffeflion of their goods' and chattels,. land» 
and tenements, by their Attomies, whic^i they fornaerly 
enjoyec), and reprifals of goods and chattels^ if not to be 
found in fpecie. 

5. That fuch perfoni, men, women, and children, as

time, they ftall be fent into England or Scotland, or to 
any part in Ireland, as they (hall think fit, and convcniency 
ihall offer, with provifions and fafe paffes.

* I (hould not ta^te notice of fo trivial a thing as Mr. 
Walkcr*s Tigning fhrft, if it had not been improved into an 
argument of his being Governor of the garrifon, as well 
as the {lores. But, as the fore-mentioned debates about 
this very Commiffion, as well as the whole ftory of the 
fiege, evidently fliew, the contrary : So to obviate this 
objeSion againft the truth of thofe paflages, 1 am obliged 
to add, that Mr. Walker's iigning firft in fome papers dur- 
ing the fiege, wa? partly owing to the modefty and com- 
plaifance of Governor Baker^ ap^ afterwards Governor 
Mitchelburn, but much more tp the forward temper of 
Col. Walker ; who, when Gov. Baker or Mitchelburn 
ifigned firft, feldom failed to croud in his name before them. 
Of which I could produce fevcral notorious inftances, but 
fhall only mention a late one: Several certificates were 
figned by Mitchelburn in November laft to fome officers of 
Baker's regiment, which, when brought here. Walker not 
only thruft in his name above him, but blotted out thefe

The fame gentleman confirms the account given before 
concerning the boom, and even when the (hips came up 
to our relief, they faw boats working at it to repair it, 
for fome days before they made the attempt.

SIR JOHN DALRYMPLE^s 
' Memoirs of Great Britain and Ireland. 

WAK having been declared (in 1689) between France 
aqd England, the firft hoftilities appeared In Ire- 
. landi for, while England was rent with fa£Uon.^, Lor(r 
Dundee h^editating a civil war in ScotUnd, and one half 
of Europe animated againft.the other, to fiipport or deprefi 
the caufeof the late King (James), that Prince had failed' 
from France, and arrived upon the. 12th of March, at 
Rinfale, in Ireland. . Before Ke quitted .France, he had 
written to the Emperor to a(k that affift^nce, wl>ich, .he 
faid, onjB Popifli Prince might expeS frpm another,, in ^ 
caufe common to all .Princes. The unhappy find few. 
friends \ — The Emperor*s anfwer,. under the conomon co- 
ver of aflFefbed pity, was filled with reproaches of pad mif- 
conduft, and of tl^at fecret*. French alliance, which he 
well knew, had never been made ; an,d, Xb make the aflrqnt 
more public, both letters w^i;e printed. But James had 
met with mortificatlpns which w^re fiill more humbling: 
The preparations for his enter^riz«, and even the pro-, 
priety of the. enterprize itfelf, having become the fubjeSs 
of intrigue among the French Minifters, he, to whom a 

. na- 
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nation of Freemen had been in ufe to bow, hung long, in 
uncertain hopes, upon the fervants of another, perhaps 
not forgetful of his own inattention, on former occafiohs, 
to the fufferings of others. But the French King, feeling, ^ 
from fympathy of rank, for his unhaj)py gueft, what iid 
Minifter could, gave orders to haften the preparations for 
his voyage. James was attended by a multitude of British 
and Irifh nobility and officers who had adhered to his for^ 
tunes, 2500 foldicrs of the fame nations^ and about 100 
French officers. Marfhal Rofen commanded the expedi- 
tion. The Count D*Avaux, who had fp often, when 
Ambaflador in Holland, given warning, in vain, of the 
Prince of Grangers intentions, now accompanied James as 
Ambaflador from France : in his perfon, a fad monitor of 
pad errors ; and, in his office, an omen of future misfor- 
tunes ! — The French King fupplied James with 400,006 
crowns in money, and with equipage of every kind befit- * 
ting his dignity. The fame Prince offered to fend with him 
a force of French troops. But, with a magnanimity 
which he was found afterwards incapable of fupporting, 
he anfwered, ** I will recover my own dominions with my 
own fubjefts, or perilh irt the attempt.** Lewis XIV. 
who deemed It to be a part of a great Monarch's charaQcr, 
to ftudy his compliments, and who mingled the grand and 
the pfeafant in all his fayings of ceremony, faid to his 
friend, at taking leave of him, " The befl:. wi(h I can form 
for your fervice is, that I may never fee you again." 

James found the 'appearance of things in Ireland equal 
to his wUhes : Tyrconnel, the Lord Lieutenant, devoted 
to him ; his old army fleady, and a new one raifed, mak- 
ing together 30,000 foot and 8000 horfe ; the Proteftants 
over the greateft part of Ireland difarmed ; the province of 
Ulfter alone in difobcfdience ; the Papifls in arms, frantic 
'^th joy, enthufiafm, and the profpefl: of independence 
upon England ; no EngliOi troops in the kingdom, no fleet 

on 
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on the coafts ; his reception at Kinfale and Cork cordiaf, 
and his public entry into Dublin nnagnificent. Upon intel- 
ligence of Jameses intention to come fpccdily to Ireland, 
Tyrconnel had fent Col. Hamilton, the fame man who had 
forfeited his honour to King William, againft the Protcf- 
tants in the North ; for thefe, having at laft in March re- 
c«vcd encouragement from King William, had proclaimed 
him and his confort. Hamilton's forces drove their oppo^ 
nents from poft to port, and gave them fo compleat a de- 
feat at Dromore, that it was called, in the Iriih manner ©f 
cxpreflion, The Rout of Dromore. After this, mod: of 
thofe who were ill affefted to the Government of James 
retired into Scotland and England, or hid themfelve$, or 
accepted of written proteftions, from their enemies. The. 
braycft, however^ of the Proteftant intercft, to the nuni- 
bcr of 10,000, gathered together around LondonrDerry, 
relblved to make their laft ftand at that place for their Re- 
ligion and Liberty. A few alfo rallied themfelves at Innif- 
killing, and, after the firft panic was over, . became more 
ntrmerous by the junQion of others^ . . ; . 

James took his meafures for a continuance in Ireland. He 
called a Parliament to meet Tiim at Dublin on the 7th. day 
of May, as if this mock ftate, in a province whofe Par- 
liaments had been little confidered hitherto, could fupply 
the want of real fovcreignty. And, in the mean time, quit- 
ting Dublin, as foon as the fpring would permit, he went 
to lay (iegc to London-Derry ;— a town rendered famous 
by the defence which it made, and the confequences which 
that defence had upon the future operations of the war. 

Amidft the difficulties which King William had to find 
officers in Ireland whom he could truft, he had appointed 
Col. Lundy to be Governor of London-Derry ; a man 
whofe fidelity was fo little known, that the officer fent to 
him from England with the ftores of w^r was ordered not 
to deliver bis charge, until Lundy had taken the oaths, in 

his 
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lus prefence, to the iiew..GovcniiiiiBiit* The precatttion 
was neceflary, hot weak : for Lundy^ haviog beeo onerof 
Tyrconnel's officeVs^ hnl quitted; the interefts of %ng 
James, only witK a view to ienre them the* more effe€hi* 
ally. Landy, as James's anny adyaoced towards London* 
Derry, abandoned pafs after pafi, fometimes with feeblie,. 
and fometimes with: no defence: and, at laft, lipoo the 
13th of April, tookrcfiigc in the town k 

Two days before King James could overtake Lundy,. 
two regiments, under, the commands of Col.^ Richards and' 
CoU Cunningham,, arrived^ from Engtand^' in the lake 
which makes a conmiumcation betwixt the fea and the 
town. Their orders having been diftjr^ioiiarfj to land the 
troops or not, according as ^the lervicelhpuld re<piire,.,they 
offered to join Lundy : They urged him, to. march out of 
the town, and defend.-one of the pafts which was (till lefL 
Lundy wrote them -an ambiguous and cootradiSory anfwer^ 
In the beginning of his letter, he deiired them to land;, 
in^he endof it, .he toM them the place was untenable, an<t 
referred them for particulars to the officer who carried the 
letter : The officer delivered them orders not to land the' 
men, but to come to town themfeli^es^ with fome of their 
officers, in order to attend a council of war.. To this, coun- 
cil Ltindy called only twoof his own officers^, thirteen of 
thofc belonging to the two regiments, and the Town-clerk, 
whofe afliftance was neceffiury to frame, the minutes <^ 
council. To theft perTona he painted^, in the ftroi^od 
colours, the weaknefs of the town, in military ftores, in 
defences, in proviiions; be even averedj that to his owi^ 
knowledge^ there was not fubAftence in it for ten days. 
The council came to a refohition, oppofed only by Ri- 
chards, not to land the regiments, and ihkt all the: officer! 
ihould privateiywithdraw from the towar.. The two Go* 
lonels, with fome of thdr officers,' retired from the couor* 
dl to their (hips. Lundy next .called^ a meeljbg^oC tho 

town- 
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town-council, wh^rc it was irefolved to fend mefTeng^rs 
to King James, with an offer to furrcnder the town next * 
day. 

It wa9 intended to keep the refult of theft councils fe- 
cret. But, next morning, the Town-clerk * convening a 
number of the people, informed them of every th^ng that 
had paffed. The inhabitants^ and many (oldiers of th^ 
garrifon, crying out, " They were betrayed by thole whp 
were bound to defend them,'* rpfp in a fury againft the 
Governor, the Town-council, and fuch of the Officer^ as 
they fufpeSed. They (hot one of the Officers ; they 
wounded another. (lence th^ higheft uproar and divifion; 
for, whil? fijme wejre framing the t^rms of furrepder, o- 
th^rs were planting guns on the walls. In om plage, the; 
ipultitude wa5 prefled to yield tP fi^ceffity; in another, 
Ypicef w^TC beard calling to fire upon tbofe who prppolej it. 
During this ftatci oiF 'public diftra^ipn, Jame? was fcen 
flowly advancing with his army, tp t^Kc pofleilion of ^ 
town wliich h^d fent meflengcrs ig receive bind : ^ figh^ 
which encreafed the fears of the one party, and the rage 
of the other/ At this inftant, advice wa$ brpvgHt^ th^t, 
/on the pppofite fide of the tpwn, Capt. Murray, abr^v6 
pffiger,. fpnfj^cuoqs inp^fon, and known to. all, was ad- 
vancing wirt inipetupfityp at the head of a body of horfe, 
to prevent X\\e furrcndcr. Lundy fent him orders td retire 
from the vieyr pf the inhabitants. But grpa^ nqmbcw 
ftretching their arms a|id bpdie^ fT(m th? wal|?^ ^d^qJling 
upon bin(i by nan>c, and uppn a|l his followers wbop tjucy 
knew, tp advance to their relief^, he ent^r^d the place. 
In brpken fpeepbes, he galled to tfee nniuUitu4e, whp fur- 
rpunded him a.8 foon lis he paflTed the gate, ^.rejpember 
glpry,. f»fety, religiont th^Ir. cpuiury, themiclves, their 
po{brity, with other topic;^ which nfU;ural paAlon ^i^led, 
or th^ pr^fent exigency required. He ppintfid tp Alff^^ni 
perfoQ^ to fecure the gatQ$, . tp rno' tp arms, tp ax^nt thf 

P ' walls,

.walby to point the guns. He direded all thofe whofe 
voices were ^or defending the town, to diftinguifli them- 
felves, hj tying a white cloth round the left arm. From 
thence he haftened to Lundy, then fitting in council, whom 
he tried, but in vain, to footh with flattery, or roufe by' 
reproaches. In the mean time, the multitude, kindled bj 
the ardour of Murray^s fpirit, rulhed to obey the orders 
they had received, (ired upon King James, killed an officer 
by his (ide, and obliged him to retire. 

When thefc violent adions were over, and the inhabi* 
tants ref^efied there were no regular troops among them* 
fear, and confcioufnefs of what they had done, and what 
they had to exped, feized them : They prelTed for the 
landing of the regiments ; they offered to fubmit to autho- 
rity ; they even kept Lundy a kind of prifoner in his own 
houfe, to prevent his departure. Embracing thofe officers 
whom chance threw in their way, they conjured him not 
to abandon them to the rage of an affronted enemy. They 
flattered, encouraged, reproached, menaced, but in vain. 
The remaining officers of the two regiments, with many 
others of the garrifon, withdrew, and failed to England. 
The lefs valiant part of the multitude, following their ex- 
ample, fled from the town. Lundy dole off with a load 
on his back ; a difgraceful difguife, and fuited to the man 
who bore it! — About 7,500 militia in arms remained, to 
defend the place againfl: an enenfty, once their Sovereign, 
at the head of 20,000 regular forces. 

Men abandoned to themfelves, often exert a vigour, 
which, while they trufled to others, they knew not they 
poffeffed. The town was weak in its fortifications, having 
^ wall only d or 9 feet thick along the face of the rampart, 
a ditch, 8 baftions, and fome out-works lately thrown up, 
and of little confequence. It was weaker in its artillery ; 
there being no more than 20 ferviceable guns on the works. 
Near ao,oo6 unarmed hands encreafed the numbers, and 

dimi- 
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diinimfli«d the ftrength of the place. But its beft defence 
lay in the minds o£ its defenders : Men refined from all the 
drofs of their party, and poflefied of the valour and enthu* 
ftafm of thofe Scottiih anceflrors, from whom moft of the 
inhabitants of Ulfter. are defcended. They offered the 
conmi^nd of the place to Capt. Murray y ^ith the inge- 
nuous franknefs which . is the common attendant of true 
courage, he anfwered, ** He was better Atedfor offenfive 
than defenfive war ;*' and offered to take the comniand of 
ihehorTe. Major Baker was chofen Gbveroor: With 
thatmodefty, which likewife attends true, courage, be begr 
fed to have an afftftant. The garrifon, untfcr the imprch 
lions of religion, which danger incites, chofe Mr. Walker, 
a Clergyman, to aiSft him; a m^n. who. hid a great. s^nd 
warlike fpiritund^ the moft peaceful of profeffions, Thefe 
men formed the garrifon and inhabitants into^ a number dF 
regiments, proportioned to that of the baftions : And, in 
order to create the greater emulation, .they affigned dif- 
ferent parts of the works to different xegimenU, which they 
alone were to defend. The befieged repaired their fortifi- 
cations and artillery, as well as the (hort^efs of the. time 
would permit* They alarmed King James by continual 
iallies in the day, in jthe night, in time of meals, in rain^ 
in mift. They deftroycd his works; or, where fuccefe 
failed them* they returned contented that they had haj- 
raffed his troops. Thefe Tallies they made mpre forniida- 
ble by a pradice which pedants in the profefBon of «:ms 
.would have difapproved. When a Tally was to be made, 
the command was offered to whatever officer would under- 
take it, and the officer offered the fervice to whatever foU 
diers would attend him : Hence competition amongft the 
officers, hence confidence among the foldiers, who rear 
/oned upon the merits of thofe who commanded them; 
and followed thofe only, in fudden fervices, under whom 
thev were fure to con<iuer. Murray flew from m^i ^0 man, 
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and from body to bod7. ^Walker aflembted tham at fer* 
moos. Murcay cried out^ ^ That it^ waa not.a few fnili«- 
tary evAhitiona, nor tbe.mavemeiitrqf afiasby rule, tbc 
mere parade and. foppery of war, which made fUdieirs; 
but firong bodies, ftronger minds, the contempt of dan- 
gers and death: Or, if in regular fields* of battle, difci* 
plined troops had the advantage ever a militia, ufelefs was 
that advantage here, where the defenders fought behind 
walls ; afituatioa in which tho& who oould bear meft fa* 
irgu^, and durft ftand longeft to their pofts; muft in the 
end prevail in the conteft.'* Walker pointed to their 
churches, to the iky : ^•' Theft were the holy fanes, froitt 
which their enemies wttfe" to dvive •them, if they furvived 
with difgrace;^ this the afy turn prepared for them by their 
God, if they died with glory in his caufe/* The young 
animated the old ; the old gave coiinftl, gave praifts to 
the young. AH Vere fired b/ hatred of the Catholic re- 
ligion, enthuflafin for their own, atid the dread of a ven- 
gcah<ie proportioned to both. Perhaps, too, the fpirit of 
competition, and the glory of defending a place which re- 
gular troops had abandoned, was equal to any of their other 
inditeftietit's. James continued his ! attacks unfuccefsfuHy 
^during eleven -days, arid then went to Dublhi to meet his 
Parliament. He left his army under'Hamilton to continue 
the fiege. '--"• ' " 

Upon tTie report of thefe things in England, great mur- 
murs aroTe againft Government, i for leaving Ireland fo de- 
fencelefs. Pity for the btave defenderiibf London-Derry, 
defe'rted by the foldiers who were-fent^tb defend them, 
mingled ItfeJf with difconterit. The people, in theii^ ima- 
ginations, tranfported'themrelves into the town, fa^^ the 
fanzine, and heard the cries of the befieged calling in vain 
ht help and for vengeance. Their fiifferings and dangers 
were augniinted by diftance ; and hence, greater honors 
%er^ paid to them; ^hefe cpmphfifits^ were in<:rej|fed by 
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ioteIHgieiice reaeivted^ - (h^t the Fraich had made another 
emterkatiep ofApresi and fame; . troops, for theierylce o£ 
thfiir aUijKs in ; Iireland, Admir^l']tl^ri?ert was. th^efpre dif- 

- .rpatched fx<xa. Spithea^, in f^efi, of ^^ Ftfench fleet, which 
'^lAs to<:ondii{i;ri^,fmhar»kation^ and PT/ders v^ere given 
for all fik^ (h^sif)f war v/h\^h . wf r^at hapd to^attend him, 
Af^ ptfaeTB tafoHow as fa(l;«s thej^ come into (he ports of 
Eitgland, cnr could be .<q^ifysed.

fbccefs. • In'tbe fevening^, the.Eugliih retired towards Sci.lly ; 
the . enemy :tovi:ard*ke!^p^. No: (hips werq loft on either 
fide; 'botfeverAl were difcibled. Each Admiriil, as often 
bappeqs in fea^ngagements, claimed the fup^i^iQrity in pub« 
He bat ihere was this diiferenpe in the private fehtioaents 
of thofe^ they commanded), ths^t the EcgliOi . officers and 
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feamen termed it a defeat, not to have been Tidoriotis 611 
* their own element ; arid'tKi French accounted- it a vidoryt 
becaufe they were not diefeiited. TR* latter, however, 
made their difembarkation good, a^ returned unmolefted 
to their own country^ which determinfed on whcrfe fide 
the advantage lay. When the news of this advantage 
reached Ireland, D'Avaux,' the Fr^nith' Ambaflador^ haf- 
tened to James to inform him that the lEnglifti fleet had 
been defeated by the Fiterich. James, with a generous 
peevifhnefs, anfwercd,- CTfi bUn^Ja prtmfref^is d9nct^^ It 
IS the firft time then." 

The acceflion of 'ftreriglh to James's Jsitrty, by the dif- 
embarkation from Prance, <)id not fliake the refohition of 
the faithful defenders of Londbn-Derry. Gen. Kirk had 
been icnt to them from England, with provifions, and a rein- 
forcemeiitof 5000 men. «Fr6m' different accidents, he did 
not arrive in the lake of Dcrry unlll the 1 3th of Jun?. 
Upon the fight of his fleet, vrhich conflfted of 30 fai^ the 
befleged gave the ufuat fatutations of joy ; but, perceiving 
them received with filence, and no jovial returns made \xj 
the feamen, they looked upon each other with uncertain 
and foreboding eyes. Soon after, they were informed, 
that Kirk, upon receiving ihformation that the paflfage of 
the river to the town wa^s fecured by works, refolved to 
retire to the Inch, an ifland 6 miles from London-Derry. 
Thefe works were batteries s^long the banks, veflels funk 
in the channel, and a boom which had been thrown acrofs 
the river, and which was defended by two forts; and all 
thefe were reported to be much flronger than they were. 
Upon thefe fad news, the beftegedmade ftgnals of diftrefs, 
from their fteeples, to Kirk ; but in yaim After a fliort 
ftay, he fct fail ; the inhabitants of the town following 
his (hips with their eyes as long as they could perceive 
them. Kirk chofc the Inch for a ftation ; becaufe it fa- 
cilitated the junfllon of the volunteers, vho lay at Innif- 
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killing, with hi$ <tetachment ; and far that reafen, too, 
he fortified jt. From thence he fent a letter to the town's 
men^ afluring them, in terms full of aflfedion, that «very 
thing in Scotland, .England, and Ireland, wa& pr ofperous i 
and that fuccours, beyond their withes, were fpeedily to 
join them i but he concluded with {^vtng them in charge^ 
to httfl)and well their provifions t A letter more alarming 
than all the menaces of the enemy. 

But the befieged, though in a defperate condition, did 
not give themfelves up to defpair. Not contented with 
making fallies, and defending the out-works of the place, 
they even advanced new ones, and became expert in forti- 
fication and mining, by imitating the arts which yrere em*, 
ployed againft them. The women attended every fervice, 
animating the men by their cries, ^nd often aflifting them . 
with their hands. AH the fpare time of the garrifon, and 
of the inhabitants, was fpent in private prayer, or public 
devotion. Yet it wasflrange, amidfl the union created by 
common danger, to fee religious divifions break forth. 
The Conformifts and Non-conformifts infifted, each, to 
have pofleflion of the Cathedral ; nor could mutual daugh- 
ter have been prevented, had it not been agreed, that the 
one clafs (hould attend fervice in the forenoon^ the other 
in the afternoon. About the middle of June, when the 
weather greyr fultry, difeafe at laft feized them, cooped % 
up in a narrow place. They buried 1 5 officers in one day. 
Baker, their Governor died. Yer, even death in this form, 
more difmal than in that of war, difmayed them not. 
Their provifions being fpent, they preferved life by eating 
horfe-fleih, tallow, ftar<;h, falted hides, impure animr.t. . 
^nd roots of vegetables. When their cannon ball v 
fpent, they made ufe of brick covered with lead 
fituation. Gen. Hamilton preflTed them to furrer 
conditions that were reafonable. Their anfw 
in a(king, ** If he thought they could truft 01 - ' 
betrayed the truft which their tnafter had put 



Jam«, tired with ttl^ tedibufttf* of the (lege, 4Wd A- 
httntd ii Kirk'^ arrival, fent Marfhftl Rofeil, his Ctdift^ 
itiatider iti Chief, if) th^ Md 6f JUrf^) tdUfge mitners wtfh 
fti6te vigour.

At length, provoked 
by the fidelity of the garrlfon, irtfiead 6f honouring k^ h^ 
todk a ftcp unparalleled in modern age^: He gave orders 
tiiat alt the inhabitants ten ntifeiarduhd Londort-DerryV 
Aould be drli^eh under the walls of the town ; he ordered 
the eounify to be bufiit • he prdclafmed, if the toWit did 
nbt rurreftder before ten days weife elipfed, that all the lit- 
hibi):2lnts withi^t fhduld be put to the iVord ; i^oo, or> 
as other writers ifelate, ^dbb mifefable. Wretchefi, Sliti\6 Mrtft 
colle&ed from the country around, men, women, the bt^, 
the young, even the fick, and niirfes with infants harigirig; 
on their breafts, all were driven, with drawn fwordis, lifider 
the walls of the town! — This device we&kefted the fpititJ 
of James's army by its horror, and ftrengthened thoie of 
the befieged, by turning a fedate, into a furious vilpUf. 
Many of the prifoners called to their friends on the walk 
above themi " to attend to their own intereft, nottheifS; 
for, that a furrender to men void of all chriftian humanity, 
could not lave thofe who were without^ and would only 
involve thofe who were within in one common flaughter.** 
The Irifli officers executed their orders againft their colin- 
trymen, weeping and obeying ; and many of them owiied,' 
that the cries they then heard rang for ever after in their 
ears ! — The befieged, on the other hand, ereaiftg a gibber 
"-*^ ^he baftibn neareft the enemy, gave orders to hang up 
**yer prifoners fell into their hands; and wrote to the 
\p fend Priefts to confefs them. During two days 
*-'nights, the unhappy viSims of Rofen*s refentmenc 
ed at the foot of the walls, without meat, dfiftit, 
, fliclter, where many hundreds of them died I — At 
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iii« end of that time, (lich of them is were able to go a-- 
^ay^ were permitted to do fo. But thofe who died were 
the moft fortunate; for the others, filled with the feeds of 
tlifeafes, and with deje^tioii, as they wandered homewarck, 
beheld^ ^ all fides> their habifatidfis iri a(hes^ here and 
th^re, at diftaft^^s, the fnlokeof foMe not ei(tingu!(hed; 
their cattle, furniture, pfovifion^, dfirfied ofl*. — A vitt 
liletice teigned 6Ver the land ^ and they envied their com- 
piftiorts who weiPe at reft ff dm thetf miferiesl— -It Would 
be irthtiman to the memcfy 6f the unhappy, to impute the 
di%race of this adiOn to }^mes^ he revoked the order 
a^ foort ai he heard o( it ; becaufc his own fufferii^s had, 
ptchihly, httight him to jfeel for thofe of othci^s. 

Kirk, in the mean tihie, heard their Cries, and ftw the 
fees^ thbugh enwgcd, yet pethapS fiot difpleifed, to fee 
to Owti chatiiSler fot cruehy exceeded. At laft, deceiving 
intelligence thilt the garrifort, funk with fatigue, had fent 
propofafe of capitulation, and that they hid provifions only 
fbr two (kys, he refolved upon an altempt to throw a con- 
voy bf provtfibhs into the place, by meins of three vidua! 
frigates,.' and a mart of war to cover them ; an attempt, 
upon thefuetedj of which, it Wis obvious to all, the lofa 
Of pf effef yatlbh of the t6wii ciOUld riot fail to depend. 

So foon as the vefleU approached the town, upon the 
30th of. July, the Irifh army hafterted to that fide ; fome 
to oppofe them, and th^ rferf to gratify their curiofity. 
That part of the gafrifon wfeich was not lipon duty, ranged 
themfelves alofig the Wallk neareft the river, with eyes in- 
tent, and hands lifted up to Heaven, for the fuccefs of the 
convoy. Kirk^had been deceived in the (Irength of th« 
enemy's Works. The fliip of war, too, by galling the 
enem'y^s batferife^, drew theilf fire upon itfelf, and thus faval 
the viSuallets from danger. - The fotemoft of the ViQual- 
ler^, at the ferft (hock, brolce the boom; but ran aground 
by the turn which this gave to her courfe. A About burft 
fr^rn the bdiegfers, as from the ntouth of one man, which 
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echoed to the (hips, the camp, and the town. Multititikt 
of them, quitting their ranks, flew to thefliore, and pluag^ 
cd into the water; fome puflied off with their hands the 
boats they found there ; others leaped into them ; all ad« 
vaticed, or called to advance, againft the veflel in dUbrtfu 
The fmoke of the enemy's fire, and of her own, covered 
her from the fight of th^ befieged. During this darkneA 
and confufibn, the befiegers called from the oppofite fide 
of the river, that the veflel was taken ; a (hrill cry of mi«- 
fery, Kke the wailings of women, was heard from the walk. 
The commpn palenefs of fear appeared not upon men who 
bad loft alt fenfe of it; for, one, who was an eye-witneis, 
relates, that, in the depth of defpair, they looked black in 
the eyes of each other. But, in a little time, the vidual- 
ler was feen emerging from the fmoke, having got off by the 
febpund of her own guns ; and (he and her followers, amid 
the tumultuous cries of both parties, failed up to thetOMm. 
The minute enumeration of circumftances in hiftory 
nee^s no apology, when they are the caufes of great events. 
Upcn the fortune of this convoy, turned the fate of Lon- 
don-Dcrry, apd perhaps of Ireland. For, next day, the 
enemy raifed the fiege, after having continued it three 
mcnths and a half, confcious they could have hoped for 
focc^fs from famine alone ; not from their fwoyds. The 
garrifon was found to be ycduqed from 7,500 men^ to about 
4000, of which 1 000 were rendered unfit forfervice; 
and the remaining part of th^ garrifon fcarcely deferved to 
be called men; as by watching and famine, they had ra- 
ther the appearance of (hadows. Their eyes being hallow 
and funk beneath their brows, there appeared, in the ex- 
preflion of their looks, rather figns of refentnfKnt that their 
enemies had efcaped, than of joy that themfelves were free; 
even to their friends who refcued them, thofe dark loob 
f feemcd to mark the remembrance that relief had fo often 
been called for in vain. Of the unarmed multitude, aboqt 
yooo had perifli^d by famine, difeafes^ or the (hot of the 
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«nemy. The fupply of provifions wts received with (ilcnt 
gratitude, as if it had been a gift from Heaven ; not with 
the noify rejoicings ufual upon fuch occafion«. The gar- 
rifon, in a long, and devout order, repaired in proccffion 
to Church, checking the cffufion of their joy, until they 
had returned thanks to that God who was the author cf 
their relief. 

Could Hiftory confine herfclf to the recital of glorious 
adions alone, her pi£hires would forever be pleaGng; but, 
if (he purfues them to their conclufions, the fad lot of hu- 
manity often tears down the beautiful trophies (he has rear- 
ed. The regiments having confcnted to continue In fervict, 
were modelled by the unfeeling Kirk. He reduced many 
of the officers; fome he degraded to lower ranks; and 
filled the places of both with dependants he had brought 
ixrith him from England. Inftead of keeping thefe bands^ 
of friends together, he draughted one half of the men, 
tnd transferred them to regiments in which their adion* 
and their virtues were unknown. From th^ brave Murray, 
under the pretence of the neceffity of fervice, he took the 
war-horfe, which had fo often carried him into the ranks 
pf the enemy. Walker^ having been fent over with newt 
to the King, was rewarded with money, not with rank in 
life, Vhichthc high-minded covet far more than gold. 
This man was afterwards killed at the battle of the Boynet 
When the King was told of it, he is reported to have faid, 
^* Fool that he was, what had he to do there?*' — Word$ 
which dishonoured the living, not the dead !* — By a par- 
tiality infeparablc from all free Governments, becaufe Go- 
vernment itfelf depends often on thofe whom it commands, 
no higher punifliment was infli£fced upon Lundy, for be- 
traying Richards and Cunningham, than upon thofe officers^ 
whofe only crime was, that they had been betrayed. All 
three were difmiffed the fcrvice.--rA punifhment too fnadf 
for him, tpo great for them.

• Mr. George Walker, fo juitly famous for his defence df 
Deny (when Lundy, the Governor, would have fiirrendered it tb 
Kbg .fameO* was born df Etiglilh pamits in . the connty of 
l*yrohe, and educated in the univ^fity of Glafgdw •, he was af- 
tvrwatds Redtor of Ponoughmore, not many miles firom the city 
of L.Derry* Upon the Revolution, he raifcd a regiment for the 
defence of the Proteilants ; and upon intelligence of King Jamts 
having a defign to befiege L-.Derry, retired thither, being at lafl 
chofen Governor of h.

BATTLE OF THfi BOYNE. 

(FROM THE SAME.) ' 



KING Willnm arrived at Carrickfergus on the 14th of 
June^ 1690. A vafl: number of veflels of burdea 
joined him from difierept ports of England with ftort^ 
provifibns, artilleryi and every thing neceflary for a great 
expecfition* The forces wbieh failed wilh hinfi>,tir joined 
faim in Ireland, amounted to jd^ocio men. But, (fiifaiift- 
'ingEngli& foldiers to fight aginftone who had been lately 
Kbg of England^ he took car^ thgt lyiorethan one half of 
hit army ilibuld confift of foreigncjrf : For he had lO^oqp 
Danes, 7000 Dutch and Br^drnUirghcrs, apd 2000 
French Protefti^t refugees ; and the fuperiprity ia gener^ 
officers, three fourths of whon) wer^ foreignersi, or ha4 
been DttK;h officers, was (till greater. * 

As it was publicly kiiown, that William wa$ to go to 
Irelantci^ the Frei|ch had niade preparations fc^ his recepr 
tion> by fending thither ^ great q^s^ntity of warlike (lores, 
fpme money, s^d 5Q00 of the bed troops of France, un- 
der the command of the fanious but unfortunate Laufun ; 
^nd ordf rs were gi^en for nwc to follow them. The 
tr-finfports carried back an equal number of Irifh trpops tp 
Frai^ce: A device which, ftrengthened James, witho.ut 
weakening France^ ^nd fifnilfir to that of Hannibal, who 
employed the Carthagifii^n tr^ps in Spain, and the Spa- 
niard$ in Africa, befrauf^ vanity aiid competition, augment 
the v^Ionr of foldiers wheii the -eyes of foreigners are upon 
them. The reft of James's army confifted of 45,000 men*

But the Engtifii and Iriih armies were difTerently diftribut- 
ed. William being eager to determine the vtax at a blow^ 
kept all his troops together ; but James wiOiing to protraft 
itf in order to give time for infurre&ions in England and 
Scotland, and invafion from France, kept only 27,00a 
men aroutid hn perfon, and fent the reft into garrifons in 
the (Irongeft parts of the kingdom. The fpring had been 
fpent in confiderable attempts upon both ftdes, becaufe 
both Princca .were preparing for the great events of the 
fummer. But the eyes of all Europe were now fixed upon 
Ireland, in which two warlike Kings were to contend, as 
upon a public theatre, for empire, and where the fingular 
fpedacle was to be exhibited, of a nephew fighting againft 
his uncle, and of two fons^ againft their father-in-law. 

William having received news, that the French fleet was 
failed for the coaft of England, rcfolved, by meafures of 
fpeed and o£ vigour, to prevent the impreilion which that 
circumftance might make upon the minds of his foldiers; 
and therefore haftened to advance againft James^ who, he 
heard, had quitted Dublin, and was now at Ardee with 
part of his army, while the reft lay at Dundalk. All the 
arts of a General, and a man of fenfe, he put in praSice, 
to draw the attention of his foldiers from the misfortunes 
of laft year in Ireland, Jand the danger of the prefent. 
The fame day upon which all his troops, from different 
quarters, joined at Loughbrickland, which they did upon 
the 22d of June, he joined them 5 he ordered the army to 
pafs him, and threw a march into a review : For, inftead 
of keeping one ftation, he rode in amongft the regiments 
fo foon as they appeared, to encourage the foldiers, and 
to fatisfy himfelf of the ftate of every regiments An or- 
der having been brought him to fign for wine for hii table, 
he faid aloud, *' No, he would drink water with his fol- 
diers.'* He flept every night in the camp, was all the day 

on

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on horfeback, flew firom place to place to furvcy the army 
or the country, and trufted nothing to ethers. While at 
one time he brought up the rear, with an anxiety which 
engaged the a(re£tion8 of the foldiers ; at another, with a 
fpirit which inflamed them, he was the foremoft in ad- 
vanced parties, if danger feemed to threaten, or the objcft 
to be known was of importance. When he approached 
Dundalk, he took care to avoid the place where the army 
had laft year been encamped, left the fight of the fcene of 
paft calamities might create prefages of future ones: And 
to prevent impreflions which might arife in the minds of 
the foldiers, from the fear of delay, he faid, in their hear* 
ing, when ibme delay was propofed, '' That he came not 
to Ireland, to give leave to the grafs to grow under h» 
feet.'* He made his fleet fail flowly along the coaft, fpread 
out in fight of his army as it marched, to elevate . their 
fpirits by the grandeur of the fpeSacle, amLfto con&jii 
them by the idea of fecurity which it conveye*. 

The Irifli army, intent to gain time, and to draw Wil- 
liam from the fea, attacked him not, whilft. he was engaged 
in the fame difficult march which laft year had given fo 
much trouble to Schomberg ; nor defended the ftrong pais 
of Newry ; but, as William advanced, they fell back, firft 
from Dundalk) and then from Ardee, although both places 
had been fortified during the winter. At laft, upon the, 
29th of June, James fixed his camp in a ftrong ftation, on 
the other fide of the Boyne : For, on his right, a little 
dov^rn the river, on the oppofite fide, lay Drogheda, pof- 
fefled by his garrifon ; and on his left, upoii the fame fide 
of the river with him, a bog difficult to pafs. In his front 
were the fords of the river, deep and dangerous, the banks 
of which were rugged, and bounded by. old houfes; the 
houfes by rows of hedges in the fields ; the hedges by a 
range of fmall hills ; and the whole by the village of Dun- 
ni<»'e, which fiood upon a height, and conunanded the 
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view of all below. In thefe different faftneffes his grpiy 
was placed. Three miles higher up the river, , flood the 
bridge of Sfane ; but the bog on the left pf the qamp Uj 
between the camp and the bridge, and the communication 
from the one to the other was by a narrow tra^ of ^ound 
at the back of the bog. The ftation was equally fecure 
for retreat : becaufe, three miles behind Dutunpre, lay the 
village and pafs of PuleeH» which ten men abreafl could 
not pafs. 

Here King James held councils of war. The . more 
cautious part of the Iri(h advifed him ftill to avoid a battle, 
and to retire behind^ the Shannon; whilft other?, pf ^, 
warmer temper, urged him to give his enemy battle. 

James had privately refolved to tranfport himfelf from 
Ireland to France, in order to. take advantage of the jnif- . 
chiefs that had been concerted there and in England, al- 
though he concealed his refolution, that he might not make 
that concert public. But, aihamed to fly jvifl upon the 
approach of the enemy's army, wes^ried with a flatcof 
uncertainty, irritated by his want of power in his own 
kingdom, and provoked even by the tone of impatience 
and independence, in which thofe different advices had 
been given, his pride at firft made him refolve to maintain 
his poft, and wait for the enemy. And, accordingly he 
made preparations for it. Afterwards the new$ of the ad- 
vance of the French fleet through the channel, ppei)ing 
new hopes, and reviving former projeSs, he leaned to the 
fide of retiring with his army. For this purpofe he fent 
off moft of his artillery and baggage, and wrote private 
orders to Sir Patrick Trant, Commiffioncr of the'Iri(h 
revenue, tp get a veffel ready at Waterford to tranfport 
him to France^ But the fudden ^triwzl of his opppnent, 
upon the oppofite banks of the river, reduced him tp th^ 
difficult fituation of maintaining the paflage of the'river. 
and of taking meafures for retreat at the fame time. The

yjci^ pf bqth arpijes to each other, and 10 near, that k can- 
jionade inimediately commenced. 

yi^ilUam had no fooner arrived, than )i^ rode alonjg the 
/}4c pf tlje river in the fight of both armies, to mate hit 
Obfervations upon the field, which was n«ct day to deter- 
|nii?c Janjes's fate and his own. The enemy haying ob- 
served him fit down upon the ground, whilft he was writ- 
hing nptes of what he had obftrycd, fcnt, into a field op- 
pofite to him, a body of horfe, who carried two'field- 
|>i^ps. concealed in their centre, and had orders to drop the 
c^finpn ijnpcrceiyed, behind, a hed^e as they naarched along. 
-tf^efc guns were deliberately aimed at his horfes ; and 
^ jWhcn he iadoujited were difchargei The balls killed feye- 
Jzi pf .his JFpllowers, and one of them wounded hinifelf on 
, the fljpiJd^r. A .ftout from, the Iriih camp rient the ikies. 
.A^eppyt, th^t he waskiiled, inftantly fleW througli fre- 
Jjnd, ,i^r^d in an incredibly Jfhort fpace of time reached r^- 
'^8.' The gpns of the. Baftile were fired, the city was il- 
JHn^i^^^ted, and-all nien congratulated each other, as upon 
jfhe greateft of viQiories. Triumphs for his death,' flfatter- 
jng to the king; . becaufe they expreffed the fears which 
Jiis Jife gaye to his enemies. So foon as his wound was 
, drflfTed, . he jrode. from end to end of his camp, to undeceive 
his friends and his foes. 

The King called not a council of war until nine o'clock 
at pight ; apd tljien, without alking advice of his officers, 
be dcclarfd his refolution to force the paflage of the river 
^cxt ixxornipg. For, rendcired impatient by the news from 
Jlngland, apd receiving intelligence that James was conti- 
nuing to fend off his artillery, and baggage, and fome of 
his troops, with a view to retreat, he would liftcn to no 
council. Diftrufting his Englifli officers, yet, fenfiWe it 
was ijmpoffible to make a dlffinjaion between them and the 
pthers, he concerted not the plan of attack with thecoun- 
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cil, but intimated that he would fend to every one his or- 
ders before bed-time ; a refcrve which he obfcrved even to 
the great Duke of Schomberg, who, ignorant of the cauie 
of it, laid, with fome peevilhnefs, when he received the 
order of battle, " That it. was the firft which had ever 
been fent him.** 

The King direded the river to be pafled in three places. 
Count Schomberg, fon to the Marflial, was, at 6 o'clock 
in the morning, to go up the river, with the right wing of 
10,000 men, confiding moftly of cavalry; to pafs it at 
fome fords which the King himfelf had difcovered below 
Slane-bridge ; and, after difperfing the troops which (houM 
oppofe him there, to make his way to the pafs of Duleck, 
with a view to attack the enemy behind, and cut oflF their 
retreat at the fame time. Some hours after this body was 
on its way, and whenever its fuccefs (hould be known, the 
centre under the Duke of Schomberg, in which the great 
body of infantry was placed, was to pafs at the fords, be- 
twixt the twocajnps; becaufe, upon ground broken and 
unknown only infantry could zEt. In the difpofition of this 
pirt of his army, William ordered the Dutch, the Bran* 
denburghers, the f'rench Proteftants, and the Innilkillinets, 
to pafs the river firft ; partly, becaufe he knew the attach- 
ment of the two former to himfelf, and of the two latter 
to their religion ; and partly, becaufe he was not yet fuf- 
ficiently acquainted with the Danes, and would not venture 
Englifli forces to fight againft one who hlid formerly com- 
manded them. William was himfelf to go down the river 
with the left wing, which was compofed of the reft of the 
cavalry, pafs a ford betwixt the army and Drogheda, and 
flank the enemy whilft they were, engaged. After all thefe 
things were- difpofed for the aSion of next day, WiUiami 
ftill anxious, and afraid that fomething had been omitted, 
went himfelf through the camp by torch-light : A piece of 
duty, which, by ftiowing the vigilance and ardour of th« 
General, communicated the fame difpofitions to the fol- 
ders. Next 
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Next morning James, feeing the eaemy drawn out, and 
the impoflibility of a retreat without a battle, prepared 
himfelf to receive them. He had thrown up fomc bread- 
works upon the banks of the fords which lay betwixt the 
two camps ; and he now gave orders, if his troops were 
driven from thefe, to retire to the lipe of houfes; if from 
' the houfes, to the hedges; if from the hedges, to the 
range of fmall hills; if from thefe to Dunmore; and, if 
they could not make that ftation good, they were to retire 
to Duleek, and (lop the purfuit by defending the pafs. 
I Even in the laft order which he gave, James experienced 
the difobcdicnce of his Irifli fiibjeSs: For having com- 
manded the 5000 French, becaufe they were veterans, and 
accuftomed to works of defence, to place themfelves in the 
bread- works and line of houfes, the Iriih cried out, 
** They were affronted; the poft of honour was theirs; 
and they would fire upon whomfoever (hould attempt to 
take it from them.'' And he was obliged to place the only 
force he 9ould depend upon beh'uid the Iriih, among the 
range of fmall hills ; the only place in which they could not 
cffeOiially ferve him. After thefe difpofitions were made, 
James took his own ftation upon a height, at the Church 
j of Dunmore, from whence he could view the operations 
I of both armies ; but with a prefaging mind, when he re- 
j fleded, that all the precautions he had taken were con- 
^ trived to make retreat lefs dangerous, not to improve upon 
viQory. 

When James perceived Count Schomberg march off to- 
wards Slane, and great bodies of troops in motion after 
him, he imagined the whole army was taking the fame 
route, and that the Engllfb, confcious of the difficulties of 
the fords betwixt the camps, were not to attempt them. 
Fearing to be attacked on the flank, but niore to be cur off 
from Duleek, he therefore fent great bodies of troops fu<> 
ccflively to watch Count Schomberg, and, by this move- 
* Q-2 ment. 
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meaty weakened his prineipat army. The Count having 
out-marched the French, who, on the other fide of th# 
rhrer followed his motions, found little oppofition in his paf- 
ftge, eafily difperiing the few troops which arrived fooncft 
to oppofe him. The bog firft ftopt him ; but, upon exa- 
mination, finding it, though difficult, not impoilible to be 
pafled, he fent his cavalry round by the narrow traft of 
firm ground at the back of it, and floundered through the 
bog with his infantry. The boldnefs of the adion difcou- 
raged the enemy on the other fide, who fcarcely waited 
to be attacked, but made the beft of their way to Duleek. 
The Count purfucd, but flowly ; for he had no guides, 
except the flying fteps of his enemies ; and the bogs and 
ditches, which they who were acquainted with their intri- 
cacies paffed with eafe, proved obftacles to Um every mi- 
nute; fo that, whilft he thought he was gaining ground, 
he often found that he loft It. 

William had no fooner heard that Count Schomberg wi|s 
got over, than he fent orders to the advanced body of the 
centre to crofs the river. The Blue Dutch guards entered 
firft. The Brandenburghers inflantly followed, impelled 
by national competition. The fiidden refiftance to the cur- 
rent fwelled the river, fo that the infantry pafled it, fontie 
breaft high, holding their arms above their heads, and the 
reft to the middle, and many of the horfes were obliged to 
fwim. The Irifli troops, who, according to the manner 
of men infolent to their friends, were cowardly againft their 
enemies, fled firft from the breaft-works and houfes, §nd 
then from the hedges, after making fires confufed and ill 
pointed, which killed not a man. As.faft as the advanced 
bodies got footbg, they formed. The Englifli and Danes 
haftened to follow them through the river. But Marflial 
Schomberg, aradous, and ftill doubting of fuccefs, in an 
attempt which he thought defperate, kept his ftation, with 

a flrong body of troops around bitn> to give his aflifbnce 

where- 
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whereter it ftdiild be firft needed. Gen. Hamilton, whd 
comnti^nded the triih cavahry, enr^ed at the cowardneft 
^th Dirhich ^he infantrjr cf his eoontrymen had behaved^ 
ordered braifdy to be diftrrbuted amongft his dragoons; 
and then, with a rage that was rather frantic than brave, 
j^iired down upon the enemies, who were now got dear 
of moft of the hedges, and were advancing into the open 
ground. At the fame time, new troops feemed to dart 
from the catth ; for the French, who had been hitherto 
tindtfcovered, rofe now upon the fight, among the little 
kills^ appearing more numerous than they were, by the aid 
which the interpofition of objeSs gave to the imaginatiod, 
and becauCe, they rofe to view only by degrees. This bo- 
dy advanced to fupport Hamilton's charge, with an order 
proportioned to his want of it. - The double fliock threw 
William's centre into diforder. The Dutch (lopped : The 
French Proteftants were broke through : The Engliih ad- 
vanced ilowly : The Danes, without waiting to be attack- 
ed, turned round, and fled back through the river. Part 
of Hamilton's dragoons plunged into it after them. Calli- 
motte, who commanded the French Proteftants, the faith- 
ful partner of Schomberg in all his fortunes, was rode 
down. Schomberg, hearing of hil friend's diftrefs, and per- 
ceiving that of the centre, haftcned from his ftation to their 
relief. Calliittotte and Schomberg pafled each other in the 
river, unknown, and at a diftance; the one mortally 
wounded, carried oflT in his foldia^' arms, and calling to 
to thofe who pafled him, ** A la Glmr^^ mts Er^anf, a la 
Ghire.^^ ** To glory, riiy children, to glory I" The 
other on horfeback, in thedeepeftpf the river, rallying 
the French Proteftants, pointing out to them their coun- 
trymen in the Irlfh army, and crying out, " Voila^ Mtf- 
Jieursf vous PerfecuteursP " There, gentlemen, arc your 
perftcutors." In the mean time, that part of Hamilton's 
dragoons which had entered the river, finding their career 

(h>p« 
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flopped, returned to their own (ide of the river, and, in 
their way, breaking through the French Proteftants a fe- 
cond time, wounded Schomberg, and hurried hinn along ; 
and his own men firing upon them, without knowing he 
Was amongft them, killed him. Hamilton's charge on the 
one fide, and the relief which Schomberg had brought on 
the other, gave time for both parties to rally, and prepare 
for a renewal of the engagement. 

But, whilft they were (landing oppofite to each other, 
William, who had pafled the river below, appeared at the 
head of his cavalry, with his fword drawn, his arm throwa 
loofe of its bandage, inflaming his men with his voice, and 
preparing to fall upon the enemy's flank. At this fight they 
retired to the (Irong flation of Dunmore. He followed 
with his cavalry : His infantray advanced : And, in the 
mean time, all the enemy's forces, except that part which 
was retiring to Duleek, gathered from all quarters around 
their King. At this place the battle lafled half an hour, 
with various fuccefs, reprefenting in the (landards, the 
looks, the drefles, and the language of the combatants, 
the horrors of civil and foreign war mixed together. Bcp- 
caufe, while different nations were oppofed to one another 
in fome places, French fubjeds fought with French fub- 
jeds, and Britilh with Britifli, in others. In the heat of 
the a6Hon, one of William's dragoons, miftaking him, 
clapped a piftol to his head. The King turned it afide, 
faid calmly to the foldier, " What, do you not know your 
friends ?" The Irilh infantry at length gave way. Ha- 
milton with his cavalry, again attempted to recover the 
battle, and had almoft fucceeded, but was taken prifoner. 
Tames feeing this, and hearing that Count Schomberg was 
ftill making his way to Duleek, quitted his ftation, while 
the armies were yet fighting ; and leaving orders for the 
army to retire to defend the pafs of Duleek, and after- 
wards to fall back to the Shannon, he himfelf, with his 

prin- 
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principal officers fled. Upon hearing this, William aftcd 
Goi. Hamilton, who was brought prifoner before him, if 
he thought the Irifli arm^ would fight any more ? Hamil- 
ton anfwcred, ** Upon my honour, I believe they will.*' 
The King, with that fliort but ftrong manner of fpeaking 
which was natural to him, muttered, *' Your honour I 
your honour !" alluding to Hamilton's former breach of it 
to him : And then, without loofing time to put his troops 
in order, direSed a purfuit from all quarters. The hurry 
of the flight, and of the purfuit, prevented the enemy from., 
defending the pafs of Duleek, and the vidory became com- 
pleat. Two thoufand of the Iriih were killed ; the Eng* 
lifli loft nc^t a fourth part of that number. 

The late King went firft to Dublin, and next to Water- 
ford, breaking down all the bridges' behind him, by the 
fuggcftions of the French officers, who, impatient to revifit 
their own country, hurried him froni Ireland, and adde4 
wings to his fears. In his flight, he received a letter writ- 
ten with Lewis the XIV*s own hand, in which that Mo- 
narch informed him of the viSory of Flenis, which had^ 
put it in his power to draw his garrifons from Flanders to 
the coaft, and of the (lation his fleet had taken, which pre* 
vented his enemies from fuccouring each other. In this let- 
ter, Lewis urged him to fail inftantly for France, and to 
leave the conduft of the war to his Generals, with orders 
to protraS it, and promlfed to land him in England with 
30,000 men ; A letter which, while it filled James with 
hopes, covered him, at the fame time, with mortifications, 
when he refleSed upon the contraft betwixt his own fitua- 
tion and that of his ally. In his paflage, he met the French 
fleet of frigates, with which Seignelai had originally in- 
tended to burn the Englilh (hipping on the coaft of Eng- 
land, and which was now deftined to burn William's tranf- 
ports on the coaft of Ireland; but, communicating to other 
nations the bad fortune which attended himfelf, he carried 
it back to France for the fecurity of his perfon. The 
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Ilie day after the battle, WUIiam fummoDed Drogheda 
to forrender: The Governor heliuted; but, in the im- 
portance of the crifts^ the King thought himfelf juftified 
in threatening to put the garrifon to the fword, if it made 
any relifiance. It inflantly yielded. A few days after, he 
Qiade hit entry into Dublin, wherc^ in compfiment to the 
devotion of thelrilh Protefiants, the firft place he repaired 
to was the Cathedral. 
. In the mean time, the Irifli army had fled Areddj to the 

' Shannon. There they were joined by James's principal 
piEcers, who, after taking their farewell of him^ returned 
to continue the war, and explain the caufe of his retreat. 
For James, having unguardedly fald^ while he haftened 
through Dublin, that he would never again truft his fate 

^ to an Iri(ti army ; his foldlers, upon hearing it, exclaimed^, 
** Complaints of cowardice came ill from the mouth of 
one Who had been the firft to fly from the battle, and the 
only perfon, not of foreign birth, who had fled froni the 
kingdom^ and that, if the Engliih would change Kings 
with them> they would Bgjtit the battle over again." 
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IRELAND now (r688) exhibited a gloomy fcene of 
oppofition and deje3ion, of infolence and derpair, of 
power exercifed without decency, and injaries fuftained 
without redrefs. That Englijb intereft which Princes and 
Statefmen had wifely laboured to eftablifti in this country, 
was difcouraged^ deprefled, and threatened with final eb- 
tirpation; But new changes and new commotions were at 
hand. The pride, the obftinacy, and the bigotry of the 
King (James)^ his headftrong and infidious Counfellors, his 
foreign enemies, the fpirit of the old Republicans not yet 
exttnguiflied, the juft and general indignation of fubjefibs 
whofe rights had been trampled down with fcorn, their 
well-grounded fears for the Conftitution, their folicitudc 
for religion, all confpired to produce a Revolution, the 
moft glorious and important of thofe events which dignify 
the annals of the Britifti empire. 

The Iriih Catholics affeaed to defpifc the Prince of 
Orange and his attempt. They exclaimed that the States 
of Holland were weary of him ; and, therefore, were fend* 
ing him on a defperate enter prize, to end his days on a 
fcaffold like the Duke of Monmouth. Nugent, the Lord 
Chief Juftlce, delivered thefe fentiments from the Bench, 
and fpoke with dellcht of Englifti rebels hung up every 
where in clutters. But, advices were foon received that 
the Prince had landed, that James was defertcd by his fub- 
jeds, that the Prince advanced, that he every day gained 

new 
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new adherents. The Irifh and their Chief Governor for- 
got their pride, and funk at once into confternation. Tyr- 
connel defcended to flatter the Proteftants, to boaft of hii. 
equal and impartial Government, and to court them to 
make the mod favourable reprefentations of his condud. 
The Englifh Protefbnts, on the other hand, were roufed 
from their dejeSion • and no fooner had they received in- 
telligence of Commiflioners being fent by the'King, and a 
treaty opened with the Prince of Orange, than the moft 
fpirited among them propofed to feize the Cafile of Dublin. 
But the uncertainty of events in England, the well known 
feverity of }ames, (hould he once be extricated from hit 
prefent diftrefs, and fome hopes that Tyrconnel would of 
himfelf abandon the Government, operated on the more 
cautious, and defeated this defign. In the meantime, new 
commiflions were iflTued by Tyrconnel for levying forces. 
They were granted to all who would accept them, with- 
out paying even the fees of office. The Popifli Clergy en- 
joined their people to take arms in this time of danger. 
In every quarter of the kingdom an armed rabble fuddenly 
ftarted up, who called themfelves the King's foidiers, and 
unpaid and unreftrained by Government, fupported them- 
felves by open depredations. The EngKfh inhabitants en- 
deavoured to defend themfelves againft thefe marauders, 
and the whole country feemed gradually to decline from the 
order and fecurity of foci^I and civil life. 

A letter addrefled by an unknown perfon to Lord Mount- 
Alexander, in the county of Down, warned him of a ge- 
neral maffacre intended by thelrifli. The ftyle was mean 
and vulgar : nor was the information on that account lefi 
plaufible : it was confident and circumdantiat, and pointed 
cut Sunday the 9th day of December, as the precife time 
when this bloody defign was to be executed, without dif- 
tindion of fex, age, or condition. The like intelligence 
was conveyed to fome other GcQtleipen of the Northern 

pro- 
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province. And whether thefe letters were the contrivance 
of artifice, or the efied of credulity, their influence was 
wonderful. Men habitually poflefled with horror of Irifli 
barbarity, who in the very fcene of all the fufferings of 
their fathers, had liftened from their infancy to hideous nar- 
ratives of the infurredion in^ the year i64(, who were 
now expofed to the infolence and violence of the Irifli,. 
and ready to catch the alarm at the lead appearance of 
commotion, could not hefitate a moment to give credit to 
thefc informations. They were confirmed by fome fufpi- 
cious qircumftances. Popifh Priefts had announced to their 
Congregations what they called " a fecret intention," and 
enjoined them to ftand ready armed to obey, their orders. 
It was remembered, that a Friar of Derry had preached 
with unufual energy on the fubjeft of Saul's deflroying the 
Amnlekites, and the iniquity of fparing thofe whom Divine 
vengeance had devoted todeftru3ion. Lord Mount- Alex- 
ander's letter was inftantly fent to Dublin ; copies multi- 
plied ; the intelligence was conveyed through all orders of 
men. In a moment the capital became a fccne of uproar 
and confufion; the guards of the Lord Deputy flood a- 
' ftoniflied; the Caftle bridge was drawn up, while a tumul- 
tuous crowd of men, women, and chilu'ren, ran precipi- 
tately to the fliore, imploring to be conveyed away from 
the daggers of the Iri(h. In vain did Tyrconnel difpatch 
two Lords to afliire them of fecurity and proteSion ; their 
remonftrances were drowned in clamour, (hrielcing, and 
waiUng. An unufual number of veflels lay in the harbour; 
the people crowded theni in an exftacy of terror and impa- 
tience, leaving their lefs fncjcefsful friends ftupified with 
cxpeSation of the fatal blow. 

The dreadful intelligence was foon conveyed to, every 
part of Ireland. In fome places it was received on t|ie very 
day afligned for the maflacre. The People ftarted fuddenly 
from their devotions, fled aftoniflied, propagated the panic, 

and 
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au^d thil^ i^tiltd th« ttpwds of Tugltives ; foiYit gained the 
coaft, and were ttanfported to England, others fought Ihcl- 
t^tin trailed towns and Proteflaht fettlements, leaving their 
effe^ and habitations to the metcy of Irifh plunderers. 
In the Northern counties, where the Protcftants were moffi 
ntim<(r6us, they colleded tlfe arms ftill left among them, 
refolving to defend themfelyes, and already meditating the 
defign of rifing againft the prefent Government* 

Of all the Northern cities>*;pcrry, or London-Derry, 
(as it is called) afforded {Jriniipal ihelter to the fugitive 
Protcftants. Seated on the Weft fide of the Lake Foyle, 
it maintained a communication, by a ferry, with the coun- 
ty called by the fame name with the capital : It was fur* 
rounded by a firm wall, ftrengthened by baftions, but was 
by no fheans fnfficient to fuftain the fiege of a regular army. 
On th^ firft alarm of an invafion of England by the Prince 
of Orattge, Tyrconnel had recalled the garrifon of this city 
tb iDuWiti, It confifted of a regiment well dlfciptined and 
tippoihtfed ; it was under the command of Lord Mountjoy, 
fon of Primate Boyle ; and being for the moft part com- 
pofed of Protcftants, was acceptible to the inhabitants. 
Tyrconnel foon perceived the error of leaving this city to 
the government of the towrifmen, and detached the Earl 
of Antrim's regiment, confifting entirely of Papifts, Irifli, 
and Highlanders, to take their quarters in Derry. A body 
of 1200 men, tall and terrible in their afpcS^ fotlbwed 
by a Crowd of women and children, arrived at a village 
Called Lemavady, within 12 miles of Derry, at the very 
moment when the inhabitants received the information of 
an intended maflacre, and were deliberating on this import- 
ant intelligence. The proprietor of this village was terri- 
fied at the diforder and turbulence of a body, which, in 
this time of fufpicion, feemed rather the inftruments of 
daughter and barbarity, than the regular forces of Govern- 
ment* He inftantty difpatched the moft alarnung accounts 

to 
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to Derry of the numt>^, appearance, and ^eftiimtion of 
hit gueflt, conjuring the citizens to Qii^ their gate$ againft 
the barbarous crew. His letter found them already aUrnied 
by the general reports of danger. T'^^y were colleded 
in their ftfeets, conferring earneftly, fome refoUite, fonae 
wavering, fome wifliing to excludie the Popifli forces with- 
out appearing to take part in the attempt. Torokins and 
Norman, two Aldermen, confulted the Biflnop : the Bi;> 
Aop, cautious from years, and, by his principles, an ene* 
my to reiiftance, preached" peace and fubmi^ion. Some 
graver citizens concurred with him : others afleded to 
concur. The troops approached; two of their officers 
were afa-eady in the town to provide quarters ; aii advanced 
party appeared wi&in 300 yards pf the Fcrry-gate. I9 
this critical moment, nine youi^g men of the populace, 
with an enthufiaftic ardour, drew their fwords, fnatched up 
the keys of the city, raifed the draw^bridge, locked the 
Ferry-gate, were inftantly joined by nupi^bcH-s of thejr owp 
rank, fecured the other gates^ aQciy^led in tti^ great fquare,, 
deaf to all timid counfels and rempnftrances, feized the 
magaaine, and were ibon countenanced and applauded by 
men of better condition. The body of inhabitants caught 
the fame fpirit, and declared for a brave defence. Their 
numbers vere quickly encreafed hj a confjux from the 
neighbouring diftri^; the magazine afforded th^m fome 
few arms, and a fmall quantity of ammunition. Philips 
of Lemavady> the man who firft encouraged them to this 
enterprize, was chofen their Governor. They threatened 
to fire on the King's foldiers, and conjured their neighbours 
to concur with them in defi^fi^je of iheir }ives, their pro- 
perties, and religion. 

To the Society pf Lpn^ they im^iediately tranfmitted 
an account of their dangers and proceedings; and Oirnes 
the moft confideraUe of their party, was commiflioned to 

folicit fuccours from the Prinze pf Qrang^. At the fame 

time.

time, their Magiftrates ind graver Citizens, anxious for 
the event of an enterprize, commenced under every dif- 
advantage, addrefled themfelves to Lord Mountjoy, and, 
by his mediation, to Tyrconnel. They fet forth their ut*. 
ter Inability to reftrain the populace, terrified by the ru- 
mours of a maflacre, and the outrages of the new-raifed 
regiment ; afcribing their infurreQion to Providence, wht 
had ftirred them up for their own fafety and the public 
peace, againft the wild attempts of the Northern Irifli. 
They declared their refolution to confine themfelves en- 
tirely to felf-defence, without violating their allegiance ; 
at the fame time, they reprefented the vaft number* of 
Northern Proteftants who had been driven to take arms 
from the fame fears, and for. the fame purpofes. 

Tyrconnel, too late, perceived his err^r in withdraw- 
ing his garrifon from Derry, and endeavoured to correft 
it. Lord Mountjoy, and Lundy, his Lieutenant Colonel, 
were inftantly remanded to Ulfter with fix companies, and 
ordered to reduce this city, Mountjoy, a Proteftant Lord, 
was highly acceptable to the inhabitants; his PopiSi forces 
they detefted. They difclaimed alt mutinous and feditious 
purpofes, but dill exprefled their firm purpofe to defend 
themfelves. After various conferences, Mountjoy was ad- 
mitted upon conditions. It was particularly ftipulated, that 
a free pardon (hould be granted within 15 <lays ; that, in 
the mean time, two companies only fhould be quartered in 
the city ; that the forces afterwards admitted ihould be 
formed qne half of Proteftants at lead; that until the par- 
don were received, the Citizens (hould keep the guards ; 
and that all (hould be left at liberty who defired to remove. 
Tyrconnel had now the mortification of finding the peo- 
ple of Derry aflTuming the power of purging and model- 
ling his forces, and difmifling and difarming his Popi(h fol- 
diers. Mountjoy aflfumed the command of their city, and 
was obeyed as a friend and a(fociate. By his advice the 

arms 
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irms were repaired, money ch^arfully fu)!)rcribcd, aramu* 
nition purchafcd in Scotland, and Cairncs the Agent ear- 
neftly folicited to procure fupplies. 

The Northern Proteftants beheld the fpirit of the men 
of Derry with a generous enjulation. Enni(killing, the 
only Borough-town in the county of Fermanagh, (ituated 
on an illand in the narrow part of Lake Erne, and inhabited 
by a few refolute Proteftants, refufed admittance to two 
companies of Tyrconnel's Popifh army. In Downe, Do- 
negal, Tyrone, Armagh, Monaghan, parties arpfe under 
the direfiion of Mount- Alexander, Blaney, Rawdon, Skef- 
fington, and other leaders. Their aflbci'ations were pub- 
liflied in the feveral counties, declaring, that they had 
united for felf-defence and theProteftant religion ; that they ^ 
refolved to aft in fubordination to the Government of Eng- 
land, and to promote a free Parliament. County Coun- 
cils were nominated, and a General Council, to meet' at 
Hillfl>orough, which appointed oiGcers, and direded the 
operations of the aflbciated body. 

The Deputy (Tyrconnel) had too long fufFered the 
Northern Aflbciators to proceed unmolefted, awed by Lord 
Inchiquin in Munfter, who appeared in arms with more 
zeal than ftrcngth ; in Connaught, by Lord Kingfton, who 
ftood at the head of the Proteftants in this province, and 
preferved a communication with their brethren of Ulfter. 
The Northerns had attempted to reduce Carrickfergus, but 
without fuccefs ; and, though their powers were greatly 
magnified, yet the men were inexperienced, their officers 
unflcilful, their ammunition utterly infufficient, their arms 
fuch as they had fecreted on the general order for difarming 
Proteftants. Thefe defcfts were fupplied by zeal and ar- 
dour. On aflurances of fupplies from England, they boldly 
proclaimed William and Mary in the North-eaftern towns. 
But thair exultation was fpeedily allayed. A proclamation 
by the Deputy commanded them to lay down their arms, 

and 
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and to dlfTotve tbcir.$0<eQ[ibIi^ ; and tl^e^ had the iportifw 
cation to find it fubfcribed by l/ord Granard, and fqipe 
other Proteftant Counfellors. General Hamilton marched 
againft them with a formidable body of troops. They^ 
abandoned Newry ; they retired gradually to Drpmpre ; 
here they were overtaken by the enemy ; ^bey fled before 
their fuperior numbers, and were purfued withrflaugbter; 
they gained Hilhborough, but quickly abandotnsd this 
town, refigned the Caftl6, and continued their, flight. They 
feemed entirely broken; feveral fled to^ Britain, others ac- 
cepted protedions from the Irifh army. But, Ijy the fpt^ 
rit and authority of Mount JVIexander, Ra,wdon, . and othfir 
leaders, about 4000, were ftill kept jcmbodied, .and tmk 
their ftation at Colcraine, in order to pr^v$;gt fb^ .^ii^H^y 
from pafTing the river Bann : at. the fame tifpje, tjupfe.^f 
-the North-weft poured into £nniikil|ing ^& Ab^r.pla^.pf 
refuge. 

The Iri^ army werefo totally icngaged in riot And plun- 
dering, that the confederates had time to. collet, and |o 
fortify Coleraine. Hither Lord Blaney found it n^ccdTary 
to lead his party from Armagh. The garrifons of Char- 
lemont, and Mountjoy were informed of bis inotii>^s, .and 
attempted to intercept him, by feizing the bridge.^at a pJa^e 
named Artrea. He was more alert, and fecurcd the pafs 
juft at the moment of their approach. They .advance '. 
he drew up his men and marched to attack them ; t\\ty 
fled, were purfued and flaughtered ; and this .inc;onfi<iera- 
ble advantage ferved to animate the^Noitherns. Cpler^ipe 
was attacked, and the enemy bravdyrepulfcd; but tjie 
place was not long found tenable. The Irifli, after a Xuc- 
cefsful flcirmifli, paffed the Bann in boats,' and the Nprth- 
erns haftcd.by various routes, to Dcrty^ before the enemy 
(hould cut them ofi" from this their laft refuge. 

From the time of Lord Mquntjoy's^departure, the go- 
vernment of this city, and the principal dire£tion of the 

North- 
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North-eaflcrn counties had been refigned to Lundy, a man 
who flattered the Proteftants by declarations of attachment 
to their caufe, and refolution of fighting bravely, at leaft 
againft the tyrannical and illegal Government of Tyrcon- 
nel. Notwithftanding thefe public prpfeffions, he was fuf- 
pe^d of retaining a regard to James and his fervice. He 
had frequently difappointed the expedations of the aflbciate 
Proteflants, obliged them to abandon pofls thought fuffi- 
ciently tenable, and by an inaSive and. irrefolute condufi, 
which was not attributed to any defeft of courage, became 
generally fufpefted. William in his embarraflments^ was 
obliged to truflr and to employ him ; and, when an officer 
of the name of Hamilton was Tent to Derry with arms, 
ammunition, and money, a commiflion from the new King 
was delivered to Lundy to command in the town, and to 
adminifler the oaths to- all Officers Civil and Military. 
Some rcfufed the oaths ; Lundy would not confent to take 
them publicly, alledging, that he had already fworn on 
boatd Hamilton's veflel. Murmurings and difcontents were 
thus excited among the people : fome prepared to abandon 
a city ready to be betrayed, when Cairnes, their Agent, 
happily arrived from London, with aflurances from King 
William, that troops and fupplies were prepared for their 
relief and the general fervice of Ireland! He conjured 
them by no means to defert a caufe fo glorious, and which 
muft fpeedily prove fo triumphant. They, forgot their fuf- 
picions ; they declared for a brave defence ; the garrifon 
was regulated ; provifions diftributed ; Lundy feemed to 
have caught the fpirit of the People, and announced his fe- 
folution of marching to engage the enemy. 

In fuch circumftances, the garrifon received a new a- 
larm, and the enemy became ffill more formidable. James 
had caft himfelf into the arms of the French King. Louis 
commiferated his fallen ftate, aiid hated William, who had 
juft declared war againfl him. Preparations were made for 
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the fervicc of tftc Royal exile ; and James, aftet a mortl-' 
fying attendance on the Minifters, and after various dlflB- 
cuhies and obftacles raifed by their intrigues, at length ef- 
feQed his embarkation. He failed from Breft, and on the 
1 2th day of March landed at Kinfale, refolving, contrary 
to the fentiments of fome of his adherents, to make Ire- 
land the fcene of his operations, where his party was nu- 
merous, and where he might fupport a brilliant appear- 
ance of Royalty. At Cork, Tyrconnel appeared to congra- 
tulate his Mafter, and exprefled his zeal by ordering a Ma- 
giftrate to execution who had declared for the Prince of 
Orange. James inftantly created him a Duke. In a ftately 
progrefs he arrived at the capita! ; aitd on the 24th day of 
the fame month made his triumphant entry, followed by 
a fplendid train of French, Britifh, and Iri(h, attended by 
the Count d'Avaux, in the charaSer of AmbafTador of 
France, met by the Magiftrates, and the whole body of 
Popifli Ecclefiaftics, fecular and regular, in their proper 
habits, with the Hoft borne in folemn proceflion, and a- 
ddred devoutly by the King, amidft the acclamations of 
thofe who favoured his caufe, and thofe who could not re- 
fift his power. ^ 

Addreflcs were inftantly poured upon him from all orders 
of people. That of the Proteftant eftabliflied Clergy 
touched gently on the diftraSion of the times, and the 
grievances they had experienced. He aflured them of pro- 
teSion and redrefs. To the Univerfity he was ftill more 
gracious ; he promifed to defend, and even to enlarge their 
privileges. But bis faireft declarations were received with 
coldnefs and fufpicion, when all the remaining Proteftants 
of the Privy Council were removed, and their places fup- 
plied by d'Avaux, Powis, Berwick, the Biihop of Chef- 
ter, and others of his zealous adherents. He now iflued 
five feveral proclamations : by the firft, he ordered all Pro- 
teftants who had lately abandoned the kingdom to return 

and 
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and accept his proteftion, under the fevered penalties, and 
that his fubjeSs of every, perfuafion (hould unite againft 
the Prince of Orange : th? f(jqond was calculated to fup- 
prefs robberies, commanding all Catholics, not of his ar- 
my, to lay up their arms in their feveral abodes : a third 
invited the country to carry provifions to his troops : by 
the fourth he raifed the value of money : and the laft 
fummoned a Parliament to meet at Dublin on the 7th day 
of May. 

After thcfe firft formal aSs of fovcfeignty, James natu« 
rally deemed the reduQion of the Northerns a peculiat 
objeft of his attention. With refpcfl: to Derry, the great 
feat of what in his Court was called rebellion, we are 
told, that different counfds were propofed* Some declared 
for fending an Irrefiftible force which (hould ait once take 
the oity by florm • others were for blocking it up, atid re- 
ducing it by famine; others again for preffing it^hy a flow 
ficge, fo as to inure the IrUh forces to fatigue and difci- 
pline, and to teach them the aris of warl Fatally for the 
interefts of James, this laft meafurie was adopted ; but to 
encourage tl\e befiegers, and to confound the ftubborn in- 
furgents, he refolved to appear in perfon, and lead his 
forces to the walls. . ^ 

Among thefe jrefolute and aSive Northerns who took 
arms againft 'Tyrconnel andjiis mafter, was Geo. Walker, 
a Clergyman of a Yorkfhire.faniily, and Reftor of a pa- 
rilli in the county of Tyrone, - The danger and turbulence 
of the time, when the aflliftance of every man became 
neceffary, called him forth in the defence of Law, Liberty, 
and Religion ; and in a caufe the moft glorious that a Citi- 
zen can efpoufe, he was zealous and indefatigable. He 
raifed a regiment, , and commanded it. He (lew from poft 
to pofr, conferred with tfie leaders, and animated the peo- 
ple, who were the more convinced of their danger when 
a man of his peaceable profeflion appeared in arms. As 
' R2, .the 
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Vity ; each regiment bad its own ground, each company 
knew its own baftion ; they repaired each to their poft 
without any military parade, but without confufion or diC- 
' order. Eighteen Clergymen of the Eftabliflied Church, 
and 7 Non-conformift Teachers, chearfully Ihared the 
labours and dangers of the fiege ; and, in their turns, every 
day collefted the people in the Cathedral Church, and by 
the fervour of their devotions, and thofe drains of elo- 
quence which their circumftances infpircd, animated and 
enflamed their hearers. Some jealoufies, however, broke 
c^it from thefe different religious parties, even in the hour 
of their commdn danger; and one Diffenting Teacher 
pronounced thofe unworthy to fight for the Proteftant 
caufe, who (hould refufe to' take the Covenant I — But the 
difcreet and pious of both parties prevailed, preached obe- 
dience and mutual union, and laboured to elevate the people 
to the utmoft pitch of that devotional fpirit which render^ 
courage irrefiftible. 

And, here one might dwell with aftoni(hment on this 
defpera^e attempt of a garrifon, in a town meanly forti- 
fied and miferably fupplied; as yet encumbered with 30,000 
fugitives who could give them no affiftance, and aflailed 
ty 20,000 befiegers. But the plain, unftudicd, unadorned 
effufions of their brave Governor, Walker, rife above all 
elaborate defcription : " It did beget (faith he) fome dif- 
ordcr among us and confufion, when we looked about us 
and faw what we were doing, our enemies all about us, 
and our friends running away from us, A garrifon we had, 
compofed of a number of poor people frightened from 
their own homes, and feemed more fit to hide themfelves 
than to face an enemy. When we confidered, that we 
had no perfons of any experience in war among us, and 
• thofe very perfons, that were fent to afliftus, had fo little 
confidence in the place, that they no fooner faw it but they 
thought fit to leave it ; that we had but few horfe to Tally 
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eut with, and no forage ; no engineers to inftruft us in 
our works; no fire- works, not fo much as a hand-grenado 
to annoy the enemy ; not a gun well mounted in the whole 
town ; that we had fo many mouths to feed, and not a- 
bove ten days provifion for them in the opinion of our for- 
mer Governors ; that every day feveral left us, and gave 
conftant intelligence to the enemy ; that they had fo many 
opportunities to divide us, and fo often endeavoured it, and 
to betray the Governors ; that they were fo numerous, fo 
powerful, and well appointed an army, that in all human 
probability We could not think ourfelves in lefs danger than 
the Ifraelites at the Red Sea ; when we confidered all this, 
it was obvious enough what a dangerous undertaking we 
had ventured upon. But the refolution and courage of our 
people, and the neceffity we were under, and the great 
confidence and dependence among us on God Almighty, 
that he would take care of us and preferve us, made us 
overlook all thofe difficulties." 

With minds thus poffefled, they refitted both the perfua- 
fions and the affaults of their befiegers. They made their 
fallies in a manne/ unauthorifed by military rules. Any 
officer that could be fpared engaged in the adventure, and 
any foldiers who pleafed followed his Tlandard. Such were 
the repeated fuccefles of this irregular war, that when the 
befiegers battered the walls, the garrifon had the hardinefs 
to advife them to fpare their labour and expence, as their 
gates werp ever open, and wider than any breach they 
could make. Eleven days James continued his aflaults 
with repeated mortifications, and without any profpeft of 
fuccefs. Impatient of his difappointments, he left the 
camp and returned to Dublin, peevifhly exclaiming, that 
if his army had been Englifh they would have brought him 
the town piece-meal. The only exploit performed in his 
Northern expedition was that of reducing the fort of Cul- 
more, and this he was fufpefted to hav^ atchieved by the 
help of money. The 
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The garrlfon of Derry flllt tontinued to defeat all tb^t 
attempts of their beHeger^ and to harrafs them by fuccefs- 
fill fallics. But they were foon threatened with more ter- 
rible enemies, difeafe and famine.. The heats of fumraer 
proved even peftilential to men fatigued and confined, and 
their fcanty and unwholeforoe diet enflamed their diforders. 
In the heavinefs of their afflifiion, and their melancholy 
forebodings, they difcovered in Lake Foyle 30 (hips, which 
they doubted not had been fent to their relief from Eng- 
land. Thefe indeed contained troops, arms, ammunition, 
and provifions, under the command of Kirk ; but Kirk 
was too much hardened againft the diftrefles of his fellow- 
creatures to make any hazardous attempt in favour of the 
garrifoh. .He was alarmed at magnificent accounts of the 
force and difpofitions of an enemy, who were caft into con- 
fternation at his appearance. He hefitated, and returned 
no chearful anfwer to the fignals of the befieged. The 
enemy, encouraged by this irrefolution, prepared to op- 
pofe his paflage : Their batteries were planted, and their 
forces ranged on each fide the Lake where it grew narrow 
towards the city, and from two oppofite forts they ftretched 
a boom acrofs the water, formed of (Irong timber, joined 
by iron chains, and flrengthened by thick cables. 

The fleet, to which the garrifon looked for relief, fet 
fail ana difappeared. With great dilEculty, and after re- 
peated difappointments, they at length received the affli£l:- 
ing intelligence from Kifk, that, as he found it impoifible 
to force a paflage by the river, for his ftoires and visuals, 
he had failed round to Lake S willy, if by any means he 
might give fome diverfion to the enemy, and fend fupplies 
to the Proteftant forces colleSed at Ennilkillen. He com- 
forted them, at the fame time, with an aflurahce that he 
would ftill relieve them ; that more forces were hourly 
cxpefted from England ; that both theje arid in Scotland 
affairs were entirely favourable to the new Government; 

that. 
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that, by the intelligence be had gmned, the befiegers could 
not long cohtinue to imreft liieni ; advifing them, at the 
fametime, " to^be good huftandst)f then: provifions.'* 
From this advice they drew a melancholy prefage of all 
their future fufferings. 

Every day the garrifon was kflenedby difeafc, and the 
wretched farvivors more and more enfeebled by fatigue and 
hunger. Bafccr, One of their Governors, died ; . they 
choTe an Officer of the name of Mitchelburn to fucceed 
him. When tiumbers of them were fciarcely able to fup- 
port their arms, they threatened death to any who ilhoufd 
mention a furrender. General Hamilton endeavoured to 
move them by perfiiafiou; they reproached him with his 
own treachery. Rofeu, who was fent to conimand the 
fiege, and condufted it with vigour and addrefs, thundered 
out dreadful mefiaces againft them ; and thus, by cbnvin- 
ring them that ' no mercy was to be cxpefted, confirmed 
their refolution. Outrageous at this obftinacy, he declared, 
that if the town were not furrertdered by the i ft day of 
July, all of their faSion through the whole countty to 
Ballyftannon, Charlemont, Belfaft, Ennifhowcn, proteft- 
ck! and unptoteded alike, (hould'be given up to plurtder, 
and driven under their walls, there to perifh, unlefs re- 
lieved by a furrender of the town. T^he appointed day ar- 
rived, but the garrifon continued their defence. On the 
next morning a confufed multitude was ' feen hurrying to- 
wards the walls. At a diftance they Were mlftaken for ene- 
riiies; the garrifon fired t)n thehi, but happily without any 
damage to the thbufands of ttiifefabie Pfoteftants, of all 
ages and conditions, infitm, old, yburtg, women, infants, 
goaded' on by fofdiers whoft ears were tortured with their 
(hrieks, and who executed th^ir hideous orders with tears. 
The afflicting fpedacle tranfpdrted the garrifon to fury. 
Numbers of the wretched fifflVrers thus driven to perifh 

beneath their walls, conjured them with bended knees and 

lifted 
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lifted hands, by no means to confider their dlArefs, but to 
defend their lives bravely againftan enemy, who fought to 
involve them all in one common flaughter. A gallows was 
now ereSed in view of> the bcfiegers ; they were aflured, 
that all the prifoners taken by the garrifon (hould be in- 
ftantly executed, unlefs their friends were allowed to-de- 
part.. Confeflbrs were even admitted to prepare them for 
death ; but Rofen was ffill unmoved. Happily the intelli- 
gence of his barbarous intentions flew to Dublin. The 
Proteftant Bi(hop of Meath remondrated to James ; he 
anfwered, that he had already ordered 'thefe captives to be 
releafed, obferving, that fuch feverities were ufuai in fo- 
reign fervice, however ihocking to his fubjeSs. Thofc, 
who furvived a confinement of almoft three days without 
fuftenance or (helter, were thus permitted to return to 
their habitations, where the ravages of the foldiery had 
left them no means of comfort. Some of their ableft men 
were ftolen into the town, and 500 ufelefs people crowded- 
among them, and pafled undifcovered, notwithdanding the 
vigilance of the enen^y. 

The garrifon, with a confirmed horror of the befiegers, 
continued their obftinate defence, and even made defperato 
and fuccefsful fallies when they were too much weakened 
by hunger to purfue their advantage. The fiefli of horfes, 
dogs, and vermin, ^hides, tallow, and other naufeous fub- 
fiances, were purchafed at extravagant prices, and eagerly 
devoured. Even fuch miferable refources began to fail, 
and no means of fuftenance could be found for more than 
two days. Still the languid and ghaftly crowds liftened to 
the exhortations of Walker ; ftill he aflured them from the 
pulpit that the Almighty would grant them a deliverance. 
While their minds were yet warm with his harangue, deli- 
vered with all the eagernefs of a man infpired, they dif- 
covered three (hips in the Lake making way to the town. 
Kirk, who had abandoned them from the 13th day of June 

to 
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\o the 30th of July, at length thought fit, in their extreme 
diftrefs, to make an hazardous attempt to relieve them ; 
an attempt which he might have made with lefs danger at 
the moment of his arrival, and which poilibly might ftill 
have been deferred, had he not received fome intimations 
of a treaty for furrendering. Two (hips laden with pro* 
vifions, and convoyed by the Dartmouth frigate, advanced 
in view both of the garrifon and the befiegers. On this 
interefting objeft they fixed their eyes in all the earneftnefs 
of fufpence and expeSation, The enemy, from their bat- 
teries, from their mulketry, thundered furioufly on the 
Ihips, which returned their fire with fpirit. The fore- 
mod of the viftuallers ftruck rapidly againfl: the boom, 
and broke it, but, rebounding with violence, ran aground. 
The enemy burft inftantly into fliouts of joy, and prepared 
to board her ; on the crowded wails the garrifon flood 
ftupified by dcfpair. The veflel fired her guns, was ex- 
tricated by the (hock, and floated. She pafled the boom, 
and was followed by her companions. The town was re^ 
lieved, and the enemy retired. 

Of 7 500 men regimented in Dcrry, 4300 only remained 
to be witnefles of this deliverance ; and of thefe more 
than 1000 were incapable of fervice. The wretched fpec- 
tres had fcarcely tafted food, when they had the hardineft 
to march in quefl: of the enemy ; and fome few men were 
loft by adventuring too boldly on their rear-guard. They 
retired in vexation to Strabane, having loft 8000 men by 
fhe fword and by various difordcrs, in a fiege of 105 days.

BATTLE OF AGHRIM. 

(FROM THE SAME.) 



MR. ST. RUTH, a man who boafted of his rervfccs' 
againft the Hereticks of France, and who had lately 
fubdued Savoy, landed at Limerick (1691), with the com- 
mifiion of Chief Commander to King James ; he refolvcd 
on a defenfive war, ordered the town on the Irifli fide cf 
fhe Shannon to be ftrengthened, and, with his main army, 
took his ftation at Athlone. 

General Ginckle, on his part, had been confiderably re- 
tarded by the want of money, provifions, and other ne- 
ceffaries. Thcfe were however gradually fupplied, new 
reinforcen^ents arrived from England ; and while the Lords 
Juftices ifliied fuch orders to the militia, as might fecure 
the exterior quarters of the kingdom, the army aflembled 
at Molingar, as it was refolved to open the campaign by 
the fiege of Athlone. Ginckle was attended by a number 
of gallant officers, fired with emulation, and tenacious of 
the honour of their refpeSive countries : the Princes of 
Wirtemberg and Heffe-Darmftadt, Talmafti, the Englifli 
General, Mackay, the brave Scot who had reduced the 
Highlanders, Sgravenmore, La Melloniere afnd Rouvigny, 
Tetteau the Dane, the Dutch Count Naflau, all already 
diftinguifhed in the Irilh war. A confiderable train of ar- 
tillery arrived from Dublin ; but the army, when colleft- 
cd, was inferior to that of the enemy; a defeS abundantly 
fupplied by the confidence of the men, and the gallantry and 
experience of their officers. 
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tJntil the taking of AtWone, St. Ruth, it is faid, ffattercd 
himfdf with the hopes of reducing Ireland to the dominion 
of the French Monarch. He folicited the Irilh to fweaf 
allegiance to his Matter; all orders were iflued in the 
name, not of James, but of Louis. Such, at feaft, was 
the intelligence given by deferters ; and, to confen^ it, 
the Englifli faw, with furprize, the ftandards of France 
waving in the town of Athlone *. The redttfiion of this 
plac«, m view of this General and his army, was a dread- 
ful tnorttfication to bis hopes^ and fuch a diminution of 
his charader, as reqi^red fome immediate effort to redeem 
it. — He collefted his forces from the feveral garrifons, 
pofted them advantageoufly, and refolved to wait the ap. 
proach of the EnglHfh ; and the great body of his forces 
was equally determined to fet their fortune on one defperate 
eflbrt. Ginckle was no ftranger to their purpofe, and to 
ftrengthen his army, drew off every detachment that could 
be fpared from every Eiaglifli poft. 

Thfc fate of Ireland was now ready to be decided. Whe- 
ther the Englijb Power was to be at length unalterably 
eftabliflied in this harraffed country, or whether it was to 
be once more expofed to the calamities of a tedious intef- 
tine war, feemed to depend on the event of a few days, 
and the minds of all men were of confequence ftraincd to 
a painful pitch of anxiety and expedation; On the loth 
day of June, Ginckle marched from /Athlone, and en- 
camped along the river Sue, in the county of Rofcommon, 
a pafs which the Iri(h might have maintained with advan- 
tage: but it foon appeared that they had taken their fta- 
tion to greater advantage, about 3 miles farther to the 
South-weft. Their camp extended niore than 2 miles a- . 
long the heights of Kilcommeden, with a rivulet on their 
left running between hills and morafles, ahd thcfe again 
fldrted by a lai^e bog, in breadth almoft a mtle; on the 
fide of which flood the ruins of an old Cattle, called by 

the 
« See page 164. 
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the name of the neighbouring village, Aghrim, entrenched 
and occupied by infantry, and commanding the only pafs on 
that fide to the Iri(h camp. All along the front, at a dif- 
tance of about half a niile from their encampment, the 
bog extended to their right, where was another pafs 
through a range of fmall hills opening into wider ground. 
The flope of Kilcommeden, even to the edge of the bog, 
was interfered by hedges and ditches communicating with 
each other, and lined with Irifti rauiketeers* Ginckle, with 
i8,oco men, was now to attack an enemy amounting to 
2^,000, thus pofted, and who wanted only an additional 
number of cannon to take the full advantage of their fitua- 
tion. St. Ruth, from his eminence, had a full view of the 
motfons of the Englifti ; he faw them crofs the river and 
prepare to give him battle; he drew out his main army 
in front of his camp. He rode to every fquadron and bat- 
talion; he reminded the Irilh officers, that their future 
fortune depended on the iffue of one encounter ; that they 
were now to fight for their honour, their liberty, and their 
eilates ; that they were now to eftablifli their religion, for 
which he himfelf had dtfplayed an extraordinary xeal, on 
fuch a firm bafis, as the powers of Hell and Herefy ihould 
never ftiake ; that the deareff interefts and moft honoura- 
ble engagements of this life, and the ravifhing profpeSs 
of eternal happinefs, called for a vigorous exertion of that 
valour which their enemies afieSed to deny them. The 
Triefts ran through the ranks, labouring to infpire the fol- 
diers with the fame fentiments ; and, we are told, obliged 
them to fwear on the facrament, that they would not de- 
fert their coloqrs. 

On the 1 2 th day of July at noon, (for the fogs of the 
morning had hitherto prevented them) the £ngli(h army 
advanced in as good order as their broken and uneven 
ground would admit. It was, in the firft place, deemed 
licceflary to gain the pafs to the right of the enemy. A 

fmall 
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finall party of Danes, fent to force it, fled inftantly at the . 
appearance of a ftill fmaller party of the enemy. Some 
EngKih dragoons were nett employed, were boldly op- 
pofed, were fuftained by other bodies ; the enemy retreat* 
ed : as the aflailants prefled forward, they found themfelves 
encountered by new parties ; but, after an pbftinate conteft 
of an hour, they forced their way beyond the bog ; nor 
poflibly was S|. Riith difpleafed to have an opportunity of 
fighting one wing of the EngUfti feparately, in a place 
where, if defeated, their retreat muft prove fatal. The 
fkirmifh ferved to cora^nce Ginckle both of the fpirlt and 
of the advantages of the enemy. It was now debated 
whether the battle (hould not be deferred to the next 
morning; and, with difficulty, refolved, to prevent the 
enemy from decamping in ihe night and prolonging the 
war, by an immediate renewal of the engagement. By 
the advice of General Mackay, it was refolved to begin 
the attack on the enemy's right wing, which would oblige 
St. Ruth to draw offfome forces, from his left, fo that the 
paflage by Aghrim Caftle would be rendered lefs danger- 
ous for the Englifli horfe, and the whole army be enabled 
to engage. About the hour of five in the evening, the left 
wing of the EngUfh, both horfe and foot, advanced boldly 
againft the enemy, who obftinately maintained their ports. 
The mufketeers, fupported by their cavalry, received and ' 
returned the Englifh fire, defending their ditches until the 
mufkets of each.fide clofed with the other; then retiring 
by. their lines of communication, flanked their aflailants, 
and charged -them with double fury. The engagement was 
thus continued for one hour and a half, when St. Ruth, 
as was forefeen, found it neceflary to draw a confiderablc 
part of the cavalry from his left to fupport his right wing. 
Mackay feiz»ed the favourable moment, and while the ca- 
valry were in motion to gain the pafs by Aghrim Caftle, 
fcveral regiments of infantry in the centre were ordered to 

march 
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march thw)«gh the hog, extending along their front, and 
to poft themfelves on the loweft ditches, until the horfc 
Aould gain the paflage, and wheel from the right to fup- 
port their charge. The infantry plunged into the bog, 
and were inftantly funk to their nriddle in mire and water ; 
they floundered on u,nmolefted, but no Tooner had they 
gained the oppofite fide than they received a furious fire 
from the hedges and trenches occupied by the enemy. 
They advanced ftill undifmayed ; the Irifli retired on pur- 
pofe to draw theip forward ; tranfported with ardour, 
they forgot their orders, and purfued almoft to the main 
battle of the Irifh. Both horfe and foot now poured down 
upon them, afTailed them in front and in flank, forced them 
from their ground, drove fomcof them back into the bog, 
purfued them with flaughter, and took feveral prifoners of 
note; while St. Ruth exclaimed in an exftacy of joy, 
'« Now will I drive the Englifli to the very walls of 
" Dublin." 

His attention was foon diverted to the Englifh cavalry 
on his left, commanded by Talmalh, who feeing the alarm* 
ing difordcr of the centre, puifaed with incredible ardour 
clofe by the walls of the Caftle, through all the fire of the 
enemy, forcing their way through a narrow and dangerous 
pafs, to the amazement of St. Ruth, who afted what the 
Englifh meant? " To force their way to our left," re- 
plied his officers. ** They are brave fellows I** faid the 
General, " it is pity they (hould be fo expofed.'* 

Mackay, Talmalh, ^Rouvigny, now gradually preSed 
forward from the right, bearing down all 6ppofition ; the 
infantry of the centre rallied, advanced, and regained their 
former ground; the left wing fought bravely, and was 
bravely oppofed. St. Ruth faw that the fortune of the- 
day depended on making an impreffion on the enemy's ca-r 
valry in their rapid progrefs from the right. He rode down 
from his Nation on the hiH of KUcommeden^ and having 

di- 
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dire&ed one of his batteries where to point their fire, led 
a body of horfe againft them. In this critical moment, a 
cannon-ball depriv|?d Ifim of lif<^. Ifis bpjdy was conveyed 
away, and the intelligence of his death ran through the 
lines. His cavalry hatted, and, as they had no orders, re- 
turned tq^ards their former ftatjpn. TJie Ifi^ bdield

mcn. In the battle, and in a bloody purfuit of 3 miles^ 
7000 of the Irifti army were flain. The unrelenting fury 
of the vidors appeared in the number of -their prifoners, 
I which amounted only to 450. On their fide, 700 fell, 
! 1000 were wounded. All the cannon, ammunition, tents, 
and baggage of the enemy were taken, with a great quan* 
tity of fmall arms, 1 1 (landards, and 32 colours, deftined 
as a prefent to the Queen. Such was the crowning viSory 
of the Englt(h army. 
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* There was a fecret Treaty between Lewis and 
James, by which the latter, in confideration of the fuc- 
Cours he received from the former, obliged hlmfelf, when 
reftored to his kingdoms, to renounce all claim to the title 
and arms of France — to refign the fovereignty of the nar- 
row feas, and the honours of the flag — to furnifti France, 
at his own charge, when required, with twenty (hips of 
the line, and twenty thoufand land forces — to make . no 
treaty or alliance without the confent of France — to have 
an army conftantly on foot, and to keep in his pay ten 
thoufand French, and five thoufand Swifs Catholics — in cafe 
his two daughters Ihould become widows, to put them in- 
to the hands of the French King, in order to be married 
to. whom he (hould think proper, upop condition that the 
elded fon of fuch marriage fhould be King of Scotland 
and Ireland ; England, with its American dependencies, to 
remain to the Prince of Wales. For the performance of 
thefe conditions, the French were to be put in poflTef&on 
of Dover Caftle, Portfmouth, and Plymouth — and, by 
additional articles, the Roman Cat/iolic religion was to be 
eftabliflied in England, Scotland, and Ireland !

ABOUT this time (Dec. 1688) the principal inhabi- 
tants of Ennilkillen took up the fahie refolutlon with 
their friends at Detry, and refufed entrance to two com- 
panies of Sir Thomas Netvcomen's regiment, wh6 were 
fent by Tyrconnel to fecure that plac?. 

Ennifkillen, the xhlef and only Borough town iii the 
county of Fernianagh, is remarkable for ftrength only from 
the advantages of its (ituation in a fmall ifland, oii the 
narrow part of Lough Erne, which here is contraSed into 
the c6mpa& of a moderate river. It is neither fiirrgunded 
I with walls" nor trenches, nor fortified in any manner what- 
I foever. The whole ifland confifis of two little hills, and 
a few flat ftirts of corkous fpungy land, overflowed in 
winter ; and is fcarce half a mile in length, and a iquartcr 
in breadth. ' At each end it is jqin^d'to the main land, by 
a large ftone bridge, the Weftern having a fquare tower, 
with a gate- way ,^ and a guard-room in the midft ; and the 
Eaflern had once a draw-bridge. The town chiefly con- 
fifts of one broad ftreet, extended alorig the ridge of the 
hill from bridge to bridge ; which at prefent does riot con- 
taixj above 1 50 indifferent houfes, or* gabblps. The prin- 
cipal birtlding was a large iftrong Caftle, the feat of the 
family of Cole ; it is conimanded by feveral hills on' fhe 
I S a main 
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inaifl btfMt . fatt^ 4ifffeBCftft% bjr one ttt the Saftem eQ<^ 
which was of the greateft importance to preferve, it be- 
ing fteep, and rtfing regularl]^from the end of the bridge, 
in the form of a cone, on the top of which was erefied a 
ftrong fort of fod-work which commanded all around, and 
from whence was cut a covered way down the hill, to pre- 
ferve a communication with the town. 

It is not therefore the ftrength or importance of the 
place, vrhidl haifc giUfn it fo great a figure, in hiftory, but 
the fervour and courage of the Proteftants who retired into 
this faftnefs, as into ^ QM^, and, haying there formed 
themfelves into regular bodies, iflued out on all fides againft 
the enemy. A grefi^t aum|>er of thefe pllanf men wfsf e 
inhabitants of the cpunty qf Fermanagh ^ i^ut were joined 
by many frqip tjie i)eigl^!biQ^ring cpuo.tjeJ? cf Cay^n, Mp-. 
naj^han^ poni^pl, ai^d l^j^itritn, ^d by a large \^o^ ^. 
Proteftants from the cp«inf y of Sli|^» who heji^g impni- 
deptly, if not treacl^roufly, drawn ouj of tb|B fort of 
Sligo byCpIonel trundy, Gpycrnpr of P<5wy, retired to, 
this plac^ upde;- the conduS of Colonel Lloyd. This, 
whole body of Prqte^flants, t)iopgb cpllcj^t^ frpm diflfeffnt, 
parts, wcreyet^ frpi^ thj^ir wion and affocjation hprje^ 
called by the general p^ipe of Ei^niikilUncrs. In all tjieir. 
aftipns at P^pdrppfe, Nle|Ktpwnr^ut^c^, ipayai»> Boyrne, 
Aghrim, ^jid in f^ypr^l fli;irnii(bes cjuring th^fe yf^r, they^ 
diftinguKhod the^f<:|ve§ vrljth g^reaj injtrepif|ity and ardour.

The Ennilkilleners haying refiftpd the appro^c]i of twp 

compfnics of Sir Thomas J^ejvcpmptfs regimept,. as h^-: 

forf mentioned, ?q(J oj^^hfi i5tbirf December 16^8, qaycd 
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the afliftarice of the DerrV irieft, they declm^ f<ft- th« 
ftincc of Orangii and the Prbteftant teliglbti, Chrfe €cJl. 
Gti(laTu's riarhikoh for theif 66v<1rtidi', ^ft^flted fh«ir 
union, iiid tbbk meirufes for th^if fteiiflty; After tltt 
irmy had marched againft flie affociatot's 5f thfe eoiifitiefc 
of Down and Antrlin^ Under this tonfimahd i$f Lieutenant 
General Hatntltori and Coldtiel Sheldon^ th^ Lord X3iU 
ftioy, with atetit 4000 horfe and fbdt, Wk8 Ordered tb 
inarch and redtice Ehiiilkiileh; biit the foads b^ng Bb^y 
and the carriage of cannon impradicablci A tin gtiil co- 
tered With leather Was contrived tb frighten the garrtfc^, 
and Was drawn by eight horfes to the top of a hill near thb 
town. This bug-bear being planted, Ozlrtitif furtlift©tted 
the garrifon, and ofTered large cbhditibrid tb prevent th^ «f- 
fofion of blood : Bilt the towti fkt hihl dtid his gtfn at dd- 
ftinee, atld ftllyiiig Hui tti the ni^ht^ fleW ^6 df his mn, 
tbbk fohle pHfohefs, and ftired fhe gon, which ori^ inah 
broiight triumjjhdritfy into town ori his Ihoiildef . Gkrihoy 
Aiflfering tliis flight affront, drew off his itieri and neri^r 
troubled the placfe hlbre. Wit attempted hbwever tb tike 
Crom Cdftic, ffeatcd on the N; E. fidfe of LbUgh Efrtfe, 
and then garrifoh^ by i cbriliderable number of Pi-bt^l*- 
tanti uiider thfe comitiand 6f Col. Greighton, who had coii- 
teyed thetiifeives and effeds iiltb it, ias z ptaeg bf foHrie 
fcciirity, and the rather as it lay within a mbderaic dif- 
tance frbtti Enhilkilten, whence they hoped for relijtf upbn 
any enriergency. The walls of the Caftle W^rc Rr6if^ ; 
but it had no outward (brtificatioh, i\6t could it (land a 
fiege bf aiiy duration againft a Well appdlnted fdrce, and 
more efpecially, as it Was commanded b^ hifls Wlthlfi iWf- 
kct (hot. The befieged had no artillery; but this cfeft'ft 
was in fomc degree lltpplied by the Idng fbwUhg- pieces. 
With double rcfts, lifetl m killing gariie about the lough : 
with onfe of there they put ah end to Lord Galfftoy'af Se- 
fign ; for as he Was tecortnoitering the Caffite from an htll, 

near 
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near an EnglUh mile diftant^ and was ftanding with t, glafs 
in his hand,, ready to drink oonfufion to the rebels in Crom, 
an expert fowler. from. the battlements, levelling his gun 
at the crnwdy broke the glafs in his Liordfliip's hand, and 
killed the man who ftood next him. This deterred the 
befiegers from making too near apprpaches, without which 
the Caflle could not be taken, and gave the Ennifldlleners 
an opportunity to throw a relief of 200 men into it, which 
obliged Galmoy to raifc the (iege, *"and retreat to Belturbet. 
In his retreat, he took Mr. Woolfton Dixie, eldeft fon 
to the Dean of Kilm(»e, and Mr. Edward Charleton, pri- 
foners, as they, were carrying off fome effe^ of the 
Dean's. Mr. Dixie, being newly come from the College, 
and found in company with a party of horfe, Galinoy fc- 
cured him, under pretence of being their Captain, and 
alie^ged, that he was infirumental in raifing the troubles 
in the North His difowning tl>e charge, and affirming, 
that he was only removing his father's goods into a place 
of fecurlty, flood him in no (lead; for he and Mr. Char- 
leton were hanged up at Belturbet in the county of Cavan. 
But either the rope, or the gate on which they were 
hanged, breaking, Mr. Dixie fell down alive (the other 
being dead), and the quedion being put, whether he would 
turn Roman Catholic, and pray for King James ? He an- 
fwered refolutely, that he would not alter his Religion, 
but would p^ay for the King ; upon which he was tied up 
again, and cut down half dead ; and the heads of thefe 
two youths being cut off, and kicked about the ftreets, were 
at length fixed on the Markct-houfe. The behaviour of 
Dean Dixie upon this occafion was very remarkable. He 
was in Crom Caftle when his fon was a prifoner, from 
whom he received a letter, written by Galmoy's order, 
fignifying, " that nothing could fave his life but the fur- 
•f render of the Caftle." The Dean in anfwer to his fon, 
^fte^ fome very tender and moving expreffions, exhorted 

him 
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him to prepare for death, " for that he could not in con- 
** fcience defire the the garrifon (full of men, women, and 
*' children) to be delivered to the mercy of a cruel enemy, 
** for the fake of one perfon, how "dear foever to him." 
Bryan M*Conegher M*Guire, an officer in King James's 
army, being then a prifoner at Crom, was, at his own re-^ 
queft, permitted to go to Belturbet, to negociate an ex- 
change between himfelf and Mr. Dixie, but without effea ; 
whereupon he returned to Crom according to his Parole, 
fo much difgufted at what was done, that he laid down 
his commiflion, and would ferve King James no longer. 

While Tyrconnel was deluding the Proteftants with af- 
furances, that no new levies (hould be made, and a (hew of 
fending Lord Mountjoy to obtain leave from King^ James, 
in France, to lay down the fword, he was daily raifing 
men, and fending arms privately into the country to offi* 
cers, whom he had commiffioned, fo that in a ihort time 
he had formed feveral regiments of dragoons, and foot, and 
fecured the towns of Newry, Dundalk, and Drogheda 
by ftrong garrifons, whereby all correfpondence between 
the North and Dublin was cut off, and he could march an 
army againft them at pleafure, without their having any 
account of his motions. It was his policy alfo, in which 
he was affifted by the Popilh Priefts, that the Irifli ihould 
feixe all caftles, and gentlemens' houfes of any ftrength, as 
foon as poifible ; which they effeSed by furprize, either 
dealing into them by night, or fetting fire to the gates. 

The Proteftant forces at Armagh, Monaghan, and Glaf- 
lough, were commanded by the Lord Blayney, and thofc 
of the counties of Cavan and Fermanagh by Capt. Francis 
Hamilton, 

In July 1689, a numerous and well appointed army was 
led from Munfier, under the conduS of Juftin McCarthy, 
created by King James the 23d of May preceding. Lord 
Vifcount Mount-Calhel, and Baron of Caftlehench, a gal- 
lant 
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lant and experienced officer, whd ericmped i^t Belturbet; 
where being joined by a body of the Northern Iriih, liiidet 
the command of Cuconacht^MoNMagulre, or Maguire this 
Great, they formed together a tegular army rf 7000 mfen. 
In order utterly to extirpate the EnniikiUener$, a |$lan wai 
formed to attack them at qnce by threie armies from different 
quarters, viz. by Sarsfield with a Conaught army from the 
Weft, by the Duke of Berwick, who covered the fiqge ot 
Derry, from the North, and by this Munfter army» joined 
by Maguire, from the South : So that this handful of men 
feemed, in the eyes of their eneihies, eneompafled as in m 
net, out of which it was irapoffibie to efcape : Bot the 
ignorance of their danger proved, in a great meafure, th^ 
means of their deliverance. 

The Ennifkilleners, having notice only of the ni6tion$ 
of the Conaught army to attack them it their doors, rh- 
folved to prevent it by detaching tooo oiF their g^rrifon nh- 
der Col. Lloyd, to ftop them \ by a fwlft march of 24 
miles, he furprifed them in their caitip, itid though Svie 
times his number, entirely iroutcd them with great flaugh. 
ter. This aftion was fought .on the river BundroofV, the 
boundary between the counties of Leitrim and Pernianagh, 
and alfo between the provinces of Conaught and UlRcf, 
which upon this occafion was ftaihed with the blood of thb 
Irifli. The Enniflcilleners, with very little lofs, left ftiany 
hundreds dead on the fpot, many more were drowned in 
repairing the river, aiid a confiderable number of pVifoners 
were taken, among whom was a principal Commander 
Col. O'Donnel. But the fecohd attack, which happened 
at their own doors, and in a fituation of great advantage, 
was not fo fuccefsful. While Col. Lloyd was abfent on 
this fervice, and about three days before the battle of 
Newtown-Butler, the Duke of Berwick marched towards 
Ennifkillen, with a ftrong body of hdrfe, in order to attack 
them from the North, while the other two atmies Ppll on 

them

^tefh from the South and Weft quarters. He approached 
ivithln half a ihile of the town, near to Cornacrta millj 
which is a ftrong narrow pafs; having, on the South fide, 
Lough-Erne^ oii the North, another loiigh three miles iii 
circuity with a morafly country biehind it, arid bet#eeh the 
t\)jro loughs is carried thfc Northern road, in the form of 
a Togher. At the end of the pafs next to the town, ftood 
1 ftrong miH^ and a few hoiifes, with the fort at the end 
of the town, which comhianded all. It is evident, from 
the fituatioh and natural fecurity of this jpafs, that a few 
men pofted in the ttiill, and placed A> as to line the ditches, 
might defend it againft a jgrneat army. The Eniiifkillbners, 
upon thb Duke's apprbaelij detached 74 foot, under the 
eonimand of Captain William M^Comiack, fupported by 
three troops of horft, led by their rcfpeftivc Captalfas, 
Francis King, Hligh Montgomery^ aiid Arnold Coftiie, 
. with ftria orders not to advance bieyohd the paft ; which, 
if they had obferved; thie fliccefs probably would have an- 
fwercd the defign. But the undaunted foot, acciiftbmed 
to viftory, ihd not to wait an enemy's apptoach, no fbonet 
faw the Duke of Berwick's troopis on thfe oppofite hill, but 
they flew beyond the jpafs^ and attacked thfem on their de- 
fcent, where they fought with the utmoft difadvantage, 
but yet ftbod the fhock, until moft of them Were cut 
down; of whom 40 weire fliih, 23 made prifoners, and 
1 i efcaped defperately wounded to the town. The horfe 
fent to fupport them, in obedience to their orders, flopped 
at the pais, and maintained it with firmnefs agatnft the 
Duke, who, obferving the intrepidity of this handful of 
men, and how impraSicable the execution of the con- 
certed plan was, drew oifT his forces. One inftance of the 
bravery of a private man in thii aSion, attefted by eye- 
witnefles, perhaps not inferior to any in the Greek or Ro- 
man ftory, ought not to be paflfed over in filence. John 
Wilfon, a foot-foldier, in this general flaughter of his com- 

pan* 
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panions, ftood the (hock of fcvcral troopers, who all to- 
gether were hewing at him. Some he dabbed with hit 
bayonety others he knocked down with his mufket, and 
when his arms dropped from his hands, he leaped up at 
them, tore down fome, and threw them under their horfet 
feet. At length, opprefled with t2 defperatc wounds, 
(one of which was quite acrofs his face, fo that his nofe 
\ and cheeks hung over his chin) he funk down in a (hrubbj 
faufli. While he was bleeding in this condition, a Serjeant 
darted his halbert at him with fuch fury, that he ftruck it 
through his thigh, and could not draw it out again. Wil* 
fon, roufed as from death, made his. lad effort, tore the 
halbert out of his thigh, and, colleSing his whole ftrengtb, 
darted it through the heart of bis enemy. By the affift- 
ance of the halbert, he dragged his mangled limbs, to £n- 
nifkillen, where he was wonderfully cured, and lived 30 
years after. Moft of the men, who felj in the engage- 
ment, were the inhabitants of the town, and were flain in 
the fight of their friends and families ; yet their courage 
was not without a good efied, fince it greatly animated 
all the reft, to fight with that unparalleled fpirit, which 
appeared within a few days after, in the battle of New- 
town-Butler. 

On the 26th of July, the day that Col. Lloyd returned 
ffom the flaughter of the Conaught army, an exprefs ar- 
rived at Enni(killen, by water from Col. Creichton, with 
an account 'that he and his two companies were clofely 
befieged in his Caftle of Crom, by the Munfter argiy, and 
requiring their immediate afliftance. The next morning 
almoft the whole body of the Enniftilleners, amounting 
to 1 500 men, fet out before fun rife, in order to reach the 
enemy betimes, leaving few behind, except women, to 
guard the town. The main body marched by the great 
road over Maguire's bridge ; but a fmall party of two 
troops of horfe, and two companies of foot, led by Capt. 

Mar- 
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Martin Armftrong, tookaftorter road^ near the flde of 
Lough-Erne, and a little wide of Lifnaflcea. In this rout, 
they met the Lord Clare's regiment of dragoons, which 
were the flower of King James's army, commanded by Sir 
James Cotter, who, from a private trooper in the guards, 
was raifed by commiflion to the poft of Lieutei^ant Colonel, 
honoured with Knighthood, and obtained a good eflate in 
the county of Cork, for aflaflinating Lord Lifle (one of 
the Regicides) as he came out of a church in Switzerland, 
Armftrong quickly lined the hedges with his foot ; and 
then making a feint to attack with his horfe, retired, as if 
in difordcr, till he drew the enemy into the ambufcade of 
• his foot, vrho, by an unexpeSed volley, caufed a great 
(laughter; the horfe, at the fame inftant, facing about, 
fell on with incredible fury, and cut this brave regiment 
almoft to pieces, very few efcaping by flight ; the terror 
and fwiftnefs of which gave rife to an irony, to this day 
ufed among the Munfter-Irifli, Cofs cofs a Dragoon buoy, 
that is, " Stop, flop the yellow Dragoon," their livery 
being fcarlet, faced with yellow. Thofe who efcaped to 
the main army, flruck an univerfal pannick through it ; 
but the Ennilkilleners, animated by this firft fuccefs, and 
led on by the Colonels Tifiany, Creichton, Lloyd, Carle- 
ton, ^c. quickened their march to the village of New- 
town-Butler, about two miles Norih-Eaft of Crom-Caftlc, 
where they found the Iri(h drawn up in order of battle, on 
the South fide of the town, and polled advantageoufly on 
a rifmg hill, to which there was no paflage, but by a nar- 
row caufeway, through a large deep bog; defended by fix 
field pieces, placed over it on the afcent of the hill. By 
this fituation they feemed to be as fecure, as in a ftrong 
camp, and fo far from fearing an attack by a handful of 
men, that they might have fudained one from an army 
much more numerous than themfelves ; but the Ennilkil- 
leners, fcar^e (laying for their Commanders, dr^rted with 

incrc^ 
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incrccllbfe fp«ed through the bog^ and attafeking the citemjr 
oft the arceiit of the hill, fwbrd in haiid, drove them, in 
a few minutes, from their jfield ^i^tes, which they turned 
againft them^ with gre&t flaiighti^, dhd left the paFs of the 
caufeway dpfen for their owtt horfe. At the fird ohfet 
Captain Cooper took their General, the Lord Mountc^ffiel^ 
prifoner, t;irhile he was in Vain etideavouring, by his own 
example, to animate his daftardly troops, whofe captivity, 
with thfe feizure of thfc artillciry, ftruck lo univerfal t p^- 
nick through the whole army, that the roiit Ibon became 
uhiverfal, dhd for a flight of thtce niiles tb the Comber- 
Water, othcrwife called the river of Caftle-Saunderfori, 
a tertiblfe flaiighter was rhade : A party of horfe, butftrip- 
ping the flying encniy, feizcd Watling bridge, the only 
pafs ovel- the river, Aii^hereby they Were entifely heninied 
in ; and in their flight (which always fuggefts the wdrft 
councils) flreW ujp in an angle made by the river, whcrft 
it is very deep, clofe under Caftle-Saunderfod. Here they 
flood to their arms, not having the prudence to alk qliar- 
teb, nor the courage to fight ; and irt this fatal Tpot thfe 
whole brigade, confifiing of hear 400 men, were driven 
into the river, and all periflied ; fo that the enemy's loft 
in the putfuitj in the battle, and in the defeat of Clare's 
^gtment, was computed tb amount tb 4006 men. Thi 
remainder, beirtg about 3000, making their way up the 
river towards Clouriilh, efcapcd; and the Enhiftilleneri 
arc reputed to have loft ohiy 20 men, and to have had jA 
wounded. 

The Ennifltilleners in this battle, poflibly carried their 
rtfentment beyond juft bounds, being greatly provoked by 
the inhuman murder of the two innocent yOung gentlemen, 
by the Lord Galmoy's orders, at Belturbet, a few days be- 
fore. That treacherous Lord was alfo very near giving 
Col. Crcichton the fame fate ; for, having drawn him to 
^n interview on thfc public faith, he catifed him to be ar- 
^ refted

reflcd for his rcfiifiil to deliver up his Caftlc of Crom, ztt4 
vrould have a6htally put him to death, had not the Lord 
Mount£afl)e1, enraged at the perfidy, refcued hiip Iby force, 
anc) conduced hin) fafe tp his C^ftle ; which inftanpe of 
juftice and honour did not lofe its re»rard, his Lordfliip^s 
life beinj; fpared in the hotted part of this battle, himfelf 
conduced to Ennifkillen^ with 400 other prifoners (many 
of whom had been favoured upon his account) and there 
allowed the liberty of the town, upon his Parole. After 
fpn^e tinne, finding but iittje ppfped of beipg ranfomed 
or ttcfianged, h^ artfully caufed a rumour to jbe fpread, 
that he intended to maj^e bis efcape : Wl^ereupon the Go* 
visrrior put him under a guard, and by doing fo, releafed 
hini from his parole. The guard, reflefting on the free- 
dom with which he l\^d beei) indulged, were remift enough ; 
and Serj^anit A,chefon l^eiijg l?ribcd, carried hin^ pfT ip the 
night by water, for whic^ he was (hot the next day. Lord 
Mountcafliel, efcaping into France, was tried there, by a 
Cpurt of Honour, for breach of his parole ; but making 
the circumilances of his efcape evident, was acquitted. 

There are but flight accounts given of an adion,* which 
happened this fummer between a fmall party of Enntfldl- 
Icners and a l^ge detachment of King's James's army, on 
the banks of the river Aughaclane on the Lovgh-Erne, 
whom the former routed in attempting the pafs, and killed 
or drowned moft of thepi ; but the adion was of fuch 
confiderable ^loment, that though the particulars are not 
handfid down, nor the names of the officers, who. led the 
party, prcferved, yet the place received a name from the 
event, and is called Qloody-Pafs to this day. 



*«!* It it a fadt but too well afcertained, that notwithftandin^ 
thebrave, and, at length, fuccef»ful efforts of the inhabitants 
of London-DoTj in the caufe of Liberty, they were left to 
fu£Fer in want and obfcurity, in a ruined city with annihi- 
lated trade. — Here follows an account of the application for 
relief made by the Corporation to the £ngli{h Parliament : 

SOME time before the addrefs about the woollen manu- 
faSure,* a petition from the Corporation of the city 
of London-Dcrry was prefented to the Comments ; fetting 
forth " their early and lingular fervices and fufferings in

*■ courage the linen manufafku re in Ireland.*.— Accordingly, on the itfth 
of July 1698, the King wrote to the Earl of Calway, one of the Lords 
Joftices, recommending to his care to make cfTedhial laws for the dif- 
co'uragcment of the woollen maoufaQure 1— Alfo, that he would prevent 
the Iriftk Parliament from taking notice of what had pafled in the Englilh 
Parliament, feaiing 1 rupture between the two Countries. 

N. B. It was about this time, that Wm. Moiyneox ■» book in defence of 
the Iriflt nation was condemned by the Englifti Commons. They report, 
*■ That the book is of dangerous confcquence to the Crown and People of 

* England, by denying their authority to bind the people of Ireland !*— 
And they pray hit Majefty, * That ht would take ail nectfTary care, that

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" the Revolution, by the defence of that city, againft a 
** long and cruel (iege, (which eminently contributed to 
" the deftroying the defigns of the enemies of thefe King- 
*^ doms), and ihewing, that thereby not only the greatefl 
** part of the city and fuburbs was demoliflied, but alfo 
** that their diftutfemfents for fortifying, providing arms 
** and ammunitipn, raifing and fubfifting forces, and other 
" public lofles, did amount to a very confiderabie fum of 
'' money, of which they gave in an account ; and that as 
** they had willingly expofed themfelves, and their all, 
** for the public intereft and fervice, fo they had patiently, 
** thefe eight years, lain under their/lofles ; in hopes, at 
" the end of the war, to be confidered, as they fhould 
** no longer remain a poor ruinous fpeSacle to all, a fcorn

" jetty's weH-afiefted fubjefts : And praying the Com- 
" mons to recommend their cafe to his Majefty, for his

The Commons upon the report of a Committee ap- 
pointed to examine this petition on the 9th of April re* 
folved, " That the allegations contained in it were true ; 
^ that the public lofles, difburfements and damages fuf- 
** tained by the inhabitants of that city were, in the faid 
" petition, very moderately computed; that the lofles, 
** befides, to particular and private perfons, were very 
" great ; and that the Governor and Garrifon, who 
" through the utmoft fuflerings and extremities defended

Such wt« the beginning of « mod injurious fyflecn, which, for near « 
century, fo completely fettered the trade anil natural privileges of the 
Iriih 'natioo, and which continued to fubfift, with ail its baneful effects, 
uMtil the memorable oera of the Vol uiTTEB Hi, whm the people of Irr* 
laod bcgaa to aflcrt tbtir juft rights. 
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*^ the placci djd likewife deferve to have fo lignal a fer- 
^ vice taken into confideration; and the faid city, wl^o 
" had fo eminently fufleredy to have fome fpectal mark 
" of his Maje(ly*s favour, for a lading monument to pof- 
" terity," AH this the Commons afterwards on the 28th 
of Jpne reprefented to his Majefly by an addreft, *f Pray- 
'* ing» that his Majefly wpuld be pleafed to make fome 
" compenfation to the faid City, Governor, and Garrifon, 
** by fuch ways and means, and in fuch a manner, as his 
" Majefly in bis princely wifdom flioujd think fit." To 
which the King made anfwer, " That he would take them

SIR, Dublin, 21ft May, 1695. 

I arrived here on Thurfday laft from London. Your 
City's addrefs (as I noted you) I delivered on my arrival 
there to the King, who was gracioufly pleafed to receive it. 
I had no further commands from your Corporation, but 
meeting with Mr. Mogridge there, I enquired and defired 
from him the (late of your former applications relating to 
the damage and fufferings of your City in the late fiege, 
which he gave me, and did accordingly Confalt and difcourfe 
with fome of my friends at Court about it, but obferved 
(fiifce his Majefty was. wholly taken up with very extraor- 
dinary affairs relating to the public, and- not being certain 

how 
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how the Government in Ireland might be Jcttled) it wai 
not a proper time then to move in it, fince there was no 
probability to bring it, under thefe impediments, and the 
little time of the King's ftay, then to a happy conclufion ; 
therefore, thought it upon this confideration, beft to defer 
it until his Majefty's return, as when there would be more 
leifure, and a proper time (with the countenance of the 
Government here) to move and purfue a good fuccefs, 
which Mr. Mogridge approved of, and thought beft for the 
City's advantage, s And as I (hall be obliged the next win- 
ter to make another journey for London, to meet my Lord 
Athlone upon fome urgent matters relating to his own con- 
cerns, I (hall then defire to be^ fully inftruSed in all par- 
ticulars, that I may move and folicitate his Klajefty for 
fuch benevolence fpr your City's good, as their fervices and 
fufierings do deferve, towards which I (hall then heartily 
employ the intereft of my friends near the King to forward 
and promote fo good a work, as I hope I may be ufeful 
here in engaging our prefent Governor, my Lord Capel, 
to do your City in this matter all juft fervice. 

There being now a probability that in a (hort time a Par- 
liament may be called in- this kingdom, I prefume to defirc

You 
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You are to take narrow infpeftion into all houfcs and 
backfidcs within your faid ward, and to caufe the feveral 
tenants, or inhabitants, to cleanfe the fame, and fend the 
rubbage and dry dirt to the church-yards for covering the 
dead corps ; and all other filth, to fuch other convenient 
places as will not be nawfom to the city. 

You are to caufe every inhabitant, before whofe doof 
there are any bomb-holes unfilled up within your ward, 
to get the fame filled up and paved at their proper charge. 
In fuch ftrect or lane where an inhabitant cannot be 
found to cleanfe the fame, and carry away the dirt out of 
fuch teneitients as are laid wade, you are to caufe it to be 
done at the public charge. 

You are to advife and direS the feveral tenants within 
your ward, to make up fences about their backfides and 
gardens fo foon as the fame is cleanfed. 

You are to endeavour to inform yourfelvcs of all fucH 
people within your ward, as have laid their dirt upon any 
other inhabitant's ground, or fuch other place as (hall not 
be judged convenient for the fame ; and thereafter to give 
ah account thereof to the M^yor, to the end they may be 
obliged to remove the faid dirt. 

You are to make ftrift enquiry for all fuch perfons who 
of late have buried any dead corps in any garden or back- 
fide within your ward, and to give due notice thereof to 
the Mayor and Governor for preventing the like for the 
future.

That (ince their 
Charter, the AS of Settlement empowers the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and Council to make rules and orders for the regu- 
lating Corporations : That accordingly fuch rules were 
made for this Corporation, among which one was. That 
they were to ele^ at a time different from that in theChar- 
ter, and return the names of the perfons the Corporation 
(hould eled yearly to be Mayor and Sheriffs to the Lord 
Lieutenant, to be approved of; et unde ex quo, that they 
did not fo ele3, and fend the names of fuch defied to be 
fo approved^ they forfeited their privileges. 

The Corporation in thei^ rejomder, gave a full anfwer to 
this new matter, raifed in replication^ on thcfe new rules; 
and fet fotth. That they did all along yearly eled, and fend 
up the names elefted, according to the rules, and that they 
were approved, &c. 

But further infifted at the bar. That they needed not to 
have any further rejoinder to the faid replication, or given 
any anfwer as to the matter in the faid replication alledged; 
bccavife, admitting the allegations in the faid replication to . 
be true, yet the replication aligns no breach by the Cor- 
poration ; for all that comes after the unde ex qu$,M but

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a conclufion, andfolely aconcIufioTiy without any premifles; 
for tho' the new rules be fet forth, yet *tis not faid in aH the 
replication. That the Corporation did not aft purAiant 
thereto, but only faith, unde^ex quo^ they did not, 5fc. 

1. The Court faid, The anfwer given to the new rufcs 
was a departure from the matter pleaded, viz. theyjuftffy 
in the plea by the Charter, and in their rejoinder they fay, 
they chufe according to the new rules, which is another 
ivarrant to chufe, and fo the plea is vitious. To which the 
Corporation replied. That a departure is, when a party in 
a rejoinder fejts up a new title to a thing, or a new juftifici- 
tion not fet up in the plea ; biit ||^re ^they ftill juftify by 
their Charter, and the new rules made fubfequent is only 
to the modus of chufing, in refpeft of time, '&c. but the 
power of chufing is ftlll by tKe Charter. 

2. The plea was not only a plain anfwer to a (hort quef- 
tion demanded by tha ^0 Warranto^ viz. by what warrant 
they claimed their privileges ; and the matter of the new- 
rules was fet up by the King in his replication, to which 
thfey had no opportunity of anfwering till they rejoin*d. 

3. If it had been material to be fet forth in the plea, yet 
it being a condition fubfequent (if any thing) and going in 
deftruQion of, the Corporation privileges, they ought not 
firft by the rules of law to fet it forth, but it ought firft to 
come on the adverfaries part. 

4. The Corporation urged, That the new rules did not 
in law work any forfeiture of privileges in cafe they were 
not obferved'; for they were in -the affirmative only, and 
the rule of law is. That afVs in the affirmative take not a- 
way a former power of doing a thing, but the fame may 
be done cither the firft way or the fecond. 

Notwithftanding all which, on the faid pretended defcSk 
in pleading, the merits of the caufe never coming in quef- 
tion, the Court gave judgement againft the Corporation,

A P P E N D IX. 

The bridge. 

X HE Editor would think this CoIIedion imterially 
deficient^ if he did not endeavour to perpetuate the re« 
membrance^f a work, which refleds fo much honour on 
the Corporate Body that carried it into execdtion^^-which 
adds fo much to the beautifully pidurefque {ituation of 
Derry, and^ which is of fuph in6nite benefit to the fur- 

.rounding country, namety. The Bkidge. Tho' not 

applicable to the Revolutionary fubjeds relating to the 
years 1688 and 89, its infertion here cannot, by the Citi- 
zens of Derry, be deemed altogether improper. If this 
ColleSion Ihould be thought worthy of prefervation^ 
poilibly it might tend to excite a future generation, at a- 
nother Centenary Commemoration, to a£ts . of grateful 
remgnbrance.of the fird founders of that noble and* 
truly patriotic undertaki ng *. 

The following brief defcription of the Bridge is taken 
from a M.S. Memoir defcrip^ve of the fituation and rli- . 
mate of Derry, written by a Gentlemen highly refpe£k- 
abie both in the line of hisprofeflion, and in his chara^e]^ 
as a ufeful Citizen. 

** Over the river Foyle, on whofe verge Hands the City of 
London-Derry, is thrown a very handfome wooden Bridge, 
1068 feet in length, and 40 feet in breadth. The depth of the 
river, at low water, is 31 feet, and the rife of the tide is from " 
8 to 10 feet. The piers of the bridge confift of polls of oak 
timber from 14 to 18 fnches iquare, and from 14 to ^8 feet 
I long. The head of each poft is tenanted into a cap-piece 14 
[ ' • inches . 

j ^ Ao tccottnt of- the vtrioas eflT'^rtt tnadf by ihe Corporttion to hive 

1ft (lone bridge ere^^ed, with pitttfs of the pUos drawn by Mr. Milne tod 
Mr. Paine of London, and the model of a wooden bridge brought from 
Switxerland by the Earl of Brlilol, would be a carioun and ufefal addi- 
tion to thi« work— This ftrticic, aad ievcrtl others, were la the Editor's 
coDteropUtion. 
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Inches fquare, and 40 feet long, fupported by three fets of 
girths and braces. The pMraare 16^ ieee dtftatnt hom each 
other, and are bound together by 13 ftriogrpieces equally di- 
vided, and bolftd tranfverielv. On the ftring-pieces is laid 
the covering, or flooring, of fir plank, 5 inches thick. — ^To 
cacH .fide oi the platforai^i* affixed' a railiDjg 4^ feet high. 
"with in fide railines for foot pafTengers, on which are erefted 
lamp-pofts for 20 lamps. — Near the City fide of the river, is 
a draw-arch, 9$ feet vrid^^ on a new and fiinple conftruAion^ 
having all its machinery worked under the floor of the bridge^ 
by which, the diiagreeabie appearance of a gallows, with 
cOunter;balanceS| chaiiis, ^c. is avoidBd. •— — This curious, 
but plain and elegant ftmifture^, was completed in thirteen 
mouths, by Mr.I^iiuzL Cox, a native of Boftdli in North 
America, and wa» opened for foot p^^e^ger^ ia the latt^ end 
^f the yeai i79p." 

To gicat natural mechanical abilities, Mr. Lemuel Cox add- 
ed great eocentricities oi chara^ber — ^hift peculiarities*, however, , 
did not prevent His receiving, from all ranks of people, re-^ 
peated psoofa of attention and' krndhefs, and he was every 
^^hcre received with that hoi^itality^ which.h a diftinguiftiinf^ 
charaderiftic of the Citizens of Derry. — Befides his Gontraft 
with t)1e Corporation, he was prefented with &veral honour- 
able tefttfiionies of public approbation. - 

Lo.N90ti-DB&RY, Auguft 30, 1791. Laft WWhrfday, 
Wm. Rof», Efo. in the name 6f the linen Merchants who 
slttend this Market, prefented to Mr. Cox a large Silver Cup,

And a confident fpirit round him fpread. 
In place of anarchy, and wild debate. 
Which, on his entrance, (book this little date. 
As eloquent as brave, in glowing phrafe, 
Irs dangers and refources he.difplays; 
Inculcates union, and a firm defence. 
Nor does he wade his martial eloquence. 
The Citizens recevve him with delight. 
Shut the drong gates, and meditate the fight* 
Difcordant councils, and perplexing fear9 
Subfiding, as the enemy appears. 
Forth from the battlements their thunder rolls.

But now frefti foes anftoy the garrifon.

Yet thefe, through need, they eagerly devour.

SECULAR COMMEMORATION. 
FESTIVAL. 

TnyRSDAY, December 7 (O.S.),. 1788. 

THE dawn was announced by the beating of drums, Ihe 
ringing of bells, and a difcharge of the cannon which 
were ufed at the fiege ; and the red (lag (the eniign of a 
virgin city) was difplayed on the Cathedral. The town was 
X at

dimod immediately in motion ; each perfon feemcd eager to 
bear his part in the rejoicings of the day, and the glow of 
honeft enthufiafm was apparent in every countenance. 

At half pad 10 o'clock, the proc^flion was fornnfed upon 
the Ship Quay, and moved ofF in the following order : 
The Corporation and City Regalia ; . 
Clergy ; 
Officers of the Navy 5 
46th Regiment ; 
LcDerry Aflbciated Volunteer Corps ; 
, Committee and Stewards ; 

Merchants and principal Citizens ; 

Merchants' Apprentices, pfeceded by Mr. Mprray, the great 

grandfon of Col. Murray, carrying the fword with 

Which his gallant grandfather flew the 

French General Mamou ; 

Tradefmens' Apprentices ; 

The young Gentlemen of the Free School ; 

Matters of Ships and Seamen clofed the Proceffion* 

*Tis fcarce poflible to do juftice to the beautiful and 
auguft appearance exhibited at this (lage of the folemnity ; 
nor was it eafy to behold, without the livelieft emotions, 
fo refpeSable a body of free Citizens, thus folemnly com- 
memorating the heroic achievements of their anceftors, on 
the very fpot wljere thofe memorable fcenes were tranfafted, 
a fpor, which fhould be as deaf to the inhabitants of the 
Britifli ifles, as ever the plains of Marathon were to the 
ancient Grecians.— But the (hew itfelf, diftin6k from the 
occafion, was extremely fplendid ; every thing was fuitablc 
and becoming, nor was any circumdance omitted that colild 
add dignity to the fcene.— The univerfal wearing of orange 
ribbons had a very happy effeft, and the band of Citizens, 
however otherwife refpedlable, received a vaft addition from 
the elegant appearance of the Stewards who preceded them ; 
thefe conHfted of fome of the principal young gentlemen of 
the city *, and were drefTed^ in a handfome uniform of blue 
and orange.

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The Cathedral could not pofllbly have admitted the mul- 
titude who compofed the proceffion, had not every precaution 
been ufed. — Our City never before witneffed fo thronged an 
aflembly. The pews, the galleries, the aifle$, and all the 
avenues of the Church were crowded, and many hundreds 
returned unable to obtain entrance. 

Divine Service being performed, an admirable Sermon 
Was delivered by Dean Hume. His text was Jofliua iv. 24, 
Nothing could be better adapted to the occafion, or more 
replete with juft and elegant fentiments. — After the fermon, 
a felcflion of Sacred Mufic was performed from the Oratorio 
of Judas Maccabeus. We (hall not prefume to appreciate 
the merit of rhe performers, but only obferve, that that fine 
air, in particular, fo well fuited to the occafion, " *Tis Li- 
berty, dear Liberty alone," feemed to give the higheft fatif- 
fa6tion to the auditory. 

From the Church the proceflion marched in the fame 
order to the Meeling-houfc, where the Rev. Mr. Black de- 
livered an Oration, which evinced at once his knowledge 
of Britifh hiftory, and his ardent zeal for Liberty. 

On. returning from the Meeting-houfe, a fcene was dif- 
playcd unexpe^ed, and perfeftly muvelle in this city. His 
Majefty's (hip the Porcupine, commanded by Capt. Brabazon, 
appeared in the harbour. She was completely dreffed, or 
rather covered over with a variety of the moft fplendid 
colours, and formed a fpe6lacle equally beautiful and ma- 
jeftic. — She came on purpofe to do honc.ur to the Feftival. 
On approaching the quay, (he was faluted by a difchaige 
of 21 guns from the ramparts, which (he returned with an 
equal number. The Sea Flower, a cutter belonging to his 
Majefty's navy, accompanied her, and added to the gran- 
deur of the (hew. — So large a (hip of war was never before 
fecn in our harbour. — The Dartmouth, by which Derry was 
relieved in the year J689, came nearefl her in fize ; and it 
is not unworthy of remark, that the point of time in which 
the porcupine and Sea Flower appeared, was the very fame 
in which the Dartmouth and h^r attendant viQiiallers were 
firft difcovered, viz. when the Citizens were aflfemblcd at 
Divine Service in the Cathedral.— Thus, by a happy co- 
incidence, the approach of thofe veflels formed a moft lively 
reprefentation of that ever-memorable event, The Relief 
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The proceflion we have defcribed, had fcarcely terminated^ 
when another, of a different kind, commenced. — Some of 
the lower clafs of Citizens had provided an effigy repre- 
fenting the weH-known Lt/«/)r, executed in a very humorous 
ftile, and not without ingenuity; with this they perambu- 
lated the ftreets in triumph, and having repeatedly ezpofed 
it to the, infuhs of the zealous populace, they burned it ia 
the market-place with every ciicunnAance of ignominy. ■ ■ 
This little piece of pageantry afforded no fmall entertainment 
to innumerable fpe£tators, nor was it barren of inflru£tion 
to an attentive mind, as,, it marked out, in ftriking cbaraders, 
the unavoidable deftiny of Traitors — who, having facrificed 
to their own bafe interefts, the deareft rights of Honour and\ 
Confcience, are defervedly configned over to perpetual in- 
famy, and become everlafling objed:s of deteflation and de- 
x'xfiovi even to the meanefl of the people. 

At 2 o'clock, the 46th Regiment and Volunteer corps 
paraded. The Apprentice Boy? Company, commanded by 
. Capt. Beilnet, went through the ceremonial of (hutting the 
gates, fupported by the Regulars and Volunteers in column — 
then returning to the Diamond, with King James's colours in 
triiunph, a feu dejoye was fired, in concert with the bat- 
teries upon the ramparts, and the (hips in the harbour. 

At 4 o'clock, the, Mayor and Corporation, the Clergy, 
the Officers of the Navy and Army, the Roman Catholic 
Clergy, the Gentlemen from the Country, the Volunteers, 
Citizens, Scholars, Apprentices, &c. fat down to a plain 
but plentiful dinner in the Town-hall — the toafts were con- 
ftitutional, and well fuited to the occafion— the affcmbly was 
neceffarily mixt and extremely crowded, the guefts amount- 
ing to near a thoufand perfons— -Notwiihflanding it ^was con- 
duced with regularity and decorum— SatisfaQion and com- 
placency pervaded the whole company — Religious diffen- 
tions, in particular, fecmed to be buried in oblivion, and 
Roman Catholics vied with Proteilants in exprefling, by 
every poiTible maik, their fenfe of the bleflings fecured to 
them by our happy Conftitution, and the cordial part they 
look in the celebration of this joyful day. 

We cannot omit obfeiving, that there w« one perfon 
among the guefts who had been affcoally prefent at the fiege ; 
he was horn the year before 'ftte .fiege, and, while the city 
was invcfted, was nurfcd in a-feellar. — ^Thc company were

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nltich ftruck with the Angularity of the circumftance, and 
the venerable appear^iice of the old man excited univerflEil 
attemion.-i— U e have the pleafure of hearing, that it is in 
Cdntcmplation 16 iffift hfrti by a handfoitie petnniary do- 
tiiit\an'. 

In th^ aftertibon, the foldiers were liberally efttertained 
in their barrack; atld feveral houfes were opetied for the 
accdntrticrtlation of the failors, where they «?€re {Plentifully 
regaled with beef, porter, punch, &c. 

The windows df the To^-hall were ornanieritcd With ele- 
gant illurhinated paintings, defigned and Executed by the 
ingenrous Mr. Black.' The fubjcSs and difpbfilibtt df theiii 
were as follow, viz. 

FERRyQXJAy-STREET.—i— The Shutting of the Gates by 
the Apprentice Boys. 

BrsHOP.-STREET.— ^ — The Genius of Derry, fixing the 
imperial Crown upon the head of King William, and 
tramplittg upon the Genius of Defpotifm : at the top, 
the date when King William was prpclaimed in this city 
(zoth March 1689). ' . 

Uport the right 
of the bafement, the Rev. Mr. fValk^sr, Governor of 
Derry, with the Sword sind Bible; beneath^ a trdphy, 
with the date of his appointment.— ^On the left: Cd. 
Mitrray ; at his feet the body of the Fr'ertch Generdl 
Mamou ; beneath, a trophy^ with the date. — In the center 
of the bafement, a view of Derry.— On the center of the 
pyramid, a figure of Fame, with a laurel, bearing a me- 
dallion, in which the Genius of Derry is contending with 
a Tyi:er, the emblem of Defpotifm.

Bcfides thefc, mahy trapfgarent piSures appeared in dif- 
ferent parts of the ;tj3wnv The houfes were fplendidly illu- 
minated, and a grand^dUpblff «>f fireworksfrom Shipquay-gate 
concluded the em^rtainrt^efits of the cve;nijig, -

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On the following day, (he F^flival was continued ; an4 
that every clafs of pepple migh( have fome .entertainfnent 
fuited to their peculiar taft^^ an Ox^ decorated with or:ang^ 
ribbons, 9nd attended by a procefilpn of butchers^ was dr^vff^ 
at noon thro' the principal flreets to the Diamond. It wa^ 
afterwards cut into pieces, and diftributed^ with br^^d and 
beer, to poor houfe- keepers. 

In the evening, the Feftival was concluded wijh a Ball ^nd 
Supper. The company wsls more n^jmerpus than ha4 fVPr 
bcpn fe?n pn any former pcpafioft — yet every ^hipg wajB cQ,n- 
duQed with propriety and regularity. The gener^^l dp^omf^ 
|ha( was p^pferved b^th at the b^ll, and ^t the entertainment: 
the precluding day, was owing in a great degree to the ^tr 
tention of the gentlemep who a£ted as Stewards. — The Comr 
mittee ^re much to bi^ ^ppUi^ded fpr this well-judged zvr 
rangemeot, fivl the gentlpmpn themf^^lves ^r^ entitled tp tb? 
thaniu of the Citizens, for their care in preferving good 
order, and in accommodating the company. 

Poring the cpntijaiji^npe of the Feftival, the weather w^^ 
peculiarly f^vpur^ble, and we learn, with very gre^t pl^a* 
fare, tb^^ no difagreeable accideat happened, althp tjh^ 
contrary might h;ive b.een feared, frpni the prodigious piulr 
titudes th^t throfiged together, efp^cialiy a( the Cathedral 
and the Meeting-houfe on Thurfday. 

Throughout the whole of this bufinefs no fentiment was 
more univerfally obferyabU than l4)at of love to the Sovereign. 
The day had fearcely dawned, wtien *' God fave the King'* 
bounded from the bells ; with the fame tune the proceflion 
was both received and difmiffed at the Cathedral. It was 
the favourite fong at the entertainment on Thurfday, and Jt 
was fung in £uU choru? at the ball on Friday. In fliort, it 
was apparent, that tho' the joy natural to the occaHon was 
ilrongly f^lt ^nd ^niyerfajly diJ^Fufed, it was deeply blended 
with an aj^Fedipps^e concern for our belpved gnd ai9L^e4 
Monarch. 

Thus tefwin^ted thp jFeftiyal— Jijdiclpus in its origin, 
refppftabAe in ij^ iPfOgrfi^, and bjippy ig ifs con/clufM>n. — 
fhp i^v^pt a^d '^$ cpifi^ine^pri^tipnj it ip^y be faid, (and wh^t 
ca^ b^ higher pr^Jfp) were v^prthy of each pther.-^No re- 
ligipps animpfit^f^, no illr^er^l reflexions on p^^ events, poi<- 
(bned the general joy and triumph. — The Genius of Ireland 
K 2 Teem- 
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feemed to prefide^ repreffing, in the Proteftants, all irritating 
marks of exultation ; and exciting, in the Roman Catholics, 
the feelings of thankfulnefs for the deliverance of their perfons 
and properties from the (hackles of a lawlefs and deplorable 
defpotifm. 

« May the ^ra be propitious! — May this Feftival be, by 
every Citizen of the Empire, coniidered as a Bond of Union, 
a Declaration of Loyalty, and a Triumph of Liberty !— 
But whilft we praife the fpirit, the condud, and the termi- 
nation of the Feftival, let it not \)t forgotten, that this is 
only ^ht^rjl Jiep in the bufinefs of Commemoration— the 
great Objs^ remains yet to be accompliftied.— Honourably as 
the Committee have acquitted themfelves in the conduS of 
the Fcft.va), we truft that the execution of the T RI UM- 
PHAL ARCH AND STATUE of our Deliverer, will be a 
ftill more honourable proof of their zeal and public fpirit.—? 
The Feftival, however grateful and pleafing, is at beft but 
a tranfient and fugitive Commemoration— it may, for fome 
time, excite our feelings of Patriotifm ; but it will pafs a- 
vray, and leave only a flight and feeble impreflion. — The 
ARCH and STATUE will be a permanent Monument. 
—In the words of Scripture, « IT WILL BE A SIGN 
« AMONGST US, AND A MEMORIAL FOR 
« EVER.''
